ANNUAL  TOAYN  MEETING,  MARCH  25,  1922. 


ARTHUR  LORD,  Moderator. 
Article  Three : 

On  motion  of  George  B.  Howl^nd,  Voted:  That  the 
reports  of  the  several  boards  of  officers  and  committees  of 
the  Town  be  accepted  and  placed  on  file. 

Mr.  Frank  Eastwood  read  a  report  of  the  Plymouth  Relo- 
calion  Committee,  and  on  motion  of  Charles  Otten,  Jr., 
Voted:   That  the  report  be  accepted  as  a  report  of  progress. 

Article  Four: 

On  motion  of  George  B.  Howland,  Voted:  That  the  Town 
authorize  the  Town  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Selectmen  or  a  majority  thereof,  to  borrow  during  the 
financial  year  beginning  January  1,  1923,  in  anticipation  of 
the  revenue  of  said  year,  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  current  expenses  of  the  Town,  giving  the 
notes  of  the  Town  therefor,  payable  within  one  year  from 
the  dates  thereof.  All  debts  incurred  under  the  authority 
of  this  vote  shall  be  paid  from  the  revenue  of  said  financial 
year. 

Article  Five : 

On  motion  of  Edward  L.  Burgess,  the  following  resolution 
was  adopted:  That  the  Town  does  hereby  notify  all  its  de-

Mr.  Edward  L.  Burgess  moved  that  consideration  of 
Articles  12,  13  and  14  be  considered  together  and  that  the 
Moderator  appoint  a  committee  of  five  to  consider  the 
questions  as  they  now  present  themselves  of  quarters  for 
War  Veterans  and  a  Town  Hall  Auditorium,  and  their 
connection  with  the  development  of  the  Town  Hall  Lot.

Court  Street;  the  front  line  of  the  building  to  be  approxi- 
mately sixty  feet  from  the  Easterly  sidewalk  line  of  Court 
Street;  and  the  Town  appropriate  the  sum  of  Sixty  Thou- 
sand Dollars  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  and  equipping

Three  hundred  and^  f our 
voting  in  the  affirmative,  and  one  hundred  and  sixty  in  the 
negative,  the  motion  was  carried. 

Mr.  Walton  moved  to  amend  by  substituting  $80,000,00 
for  $60,000.00,  but  the  motion  was  lost. 

The  motion  of  Mr.  Walton  as  amended  by  Mr.  Douglass 
was  then  put  before  the  meeting  and  carried. 

Mr.  Walton  moved;  That  the  Town  Treasurer  be  au- 
thorized, when  so  directed  by  the  Selectmen,  to  borrow  the 
sum  of  Sixty  Thousand  Dollars,  appropriated  at  this  meet- 
ing for  the  erection  and  equipping  of  a  building  as  a  Me- 
morial for  properly  commemorating  the  services  and  sacri- 
fices of  Soldiers,  Sailors  and  Marines.  Bonds  or  notes  shall 
be  issued  therefor,  signed  by  the  Treasurer,  and  counter- 
signed by  a  majority,  at  least,  of  the  Selectmen,  with  interest 
payable  semi-annually  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  five  per 
centum  per  annum.  Such  bonds  or  notes  shall  be  dated 
July  1,  1922  and  shall  be  made  payable  in  such  annual 
proportionate  payments  as  will  extinguish  the  same  in 
twenty  years  from  their  date. 

Three  hundred  and  forty-four  voting  in  the  affirmative 
and  none  in  the  negative,  the  motion  was  carried.

services  and  sacrifices  of  Soldiers,  Sailors  and  Marines 
under  Article  12,  of  the  Warrant,  the  Selectmen  be  and 
hereby  are  authorized  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Section  105  of  Chapter  41  of  the  General  Laws  to  appoint 
a  temporary  Board  of  Trustees,  to  have  charge  and  control 
of  the  construction  of  such  Memorial  and  have  the  custody 
and  care  thereof  after  its  construction,  said  Board  to  serve 
until  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Town.

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REPORT  OF  ADVISORY  AND  FINANCE 
COMMITTEE. 


FOR  ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING,  TO  BE  HELD 
MARCH  25,  1922. 

Note: — The  Advisory  and  Finance  Committee  is  a  body 
of  15  men  appointed  by  the  Moderator  of  the  Annual 
Tomi  Meeting,  under  a  statute  of  the  Commonwealth  adopted 
by  the  Town  some  twenty  years  ago.  Its  personnel  changes 
annually  and  the  members  serve  without  pay.  Perhaps  the 
principal  value  of  the  committee  to  the  Town  lies  in  the 
fact  that  it  places  a  group  of  authorized  citizens  in  a  position 
to  investigate  and  analyze  projects  and  appropriations  pro- 
posed for  the  Town's  action,  and  to  conduct  hearings  there- 
on, in  a  thorough  manner  usually  impossible  in  town  meet- 
ings. The  recommendations  submitted  are  generally  those 
that  might  be  expected  from  any  like  number  of  interested 
citizens  seriously  deliberating  on  the  facts  presented. 

At  this  particular  time  when  the  incomes  of  every  wage- 
earner,  merchant  and  manufacturer  have  been  so  seriously 
curtailed  by  business  conditions,  the  Committee  feels  that  it 
is  but  interpreting  the  wishes  of  the  citizens  in  recommending 
that  the  tax  burden  be  kept  as  light  as  possible,  compatible 
with  the  Town's  best  welfare.  Let  this  be  accomplished  by 
effecting  every  se(nsible  'economy,  eliminating  unnecessary 
expenditure,  by  a  general  scaling  downward  of  the  costs  of 
each  and  every  department's  work  and  reducing  appropria- 
tions  where  such  action  will  not  disadvantageously  effect 
needful  service.

In  other  words,  we  feel  the  Town  should  lower  the  cost  of 
carrying  on  its  affairs  to  meet  the  inevitably  lowered  earnings 
of  its  citizens. 

In  this  spirit  the  Committee  submits  its  recommendations 
for  the  Town's  consideration. 

Article  5.  To  make  the  necessary  appropriations  to  defray 
the  expenses  of  the  Town,  and  for  other  purposes,  and  to 
raise  such  sums  of  money  as  the  Town  shall  deem  expedient. 

DEPARTMENT  EXPENSES. 
In  view  of  the  large  total  of  the  appropriations  asked  for, 
and  the  consequent  high  tax  rate  for  the  Town,  and  consid- 
ering that,  because  of  widespread  depression,  many  of  our 
townspeople  are  unemployed,  that  wages  have  been  reduced, 
and  that  business  in  general  is  being  conducted  with  little 
or  no  profit,  all  of  which  reduces  the  ability  of  our  citizens  to 
pay  their  tax  bills,  the.  Committee  recommends  that  the  Town 
adopt  the  following  resolution : 

''That  the  Town  does  hereby  notify  all  its  departments 
of  its  desire  that  all  possible  economies  be  effected,  both 
in  reduction  of  wages  and  expenses,  and  furthermore 
expresses  serious  desire  that,  as  far  as  possible,  all 
departments  make  their  requirements  come  within  their 
appropriations. ' ' 

ELECTRIC  LIGHTING. 

As  a  result  of  a  conference  with  officials  of  the  Plymouth 
Electric  Light  Co.,  the  Committee  recommends  adoption  of 
the  following  resolution : 

' '  That  a  Committee  of  three  be  appointed  by  the  Mod- 
erator to  investigate  the  subject  of  furnishing  light  for 
the  Town,  and  report  to  the  Town  at  a  special  meeting, 
and  that  the  sum  of  $10,000.00  be  appropriated  for  light- 
ing pending  a  report  of  said  committee." 
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CARE  OF  SHELL  FISH;  INSPECTOR  OF  THE  BOARD 
OF  HEALTH ;  TRUANT  OFFICER  OF  THE 
SCHOOL  DEPARTMENT 

As  a  matter  of  reducing  expense  and  curtailing  number 
of  offices,  the  Committee  recommends  adoption  of  the  follow- 
ing resolution: 

''That  the  duties  involved  in  the  care  of  Shell  Fish, 
in  Inspector  of  the  Board  of  Health  and  in  the  Truant 
Officer  of  the  School  Department  shall  be  performed  by 
the  appointment  of  one  or  more  of  the  regular  Police 
Officers  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth  acting  in  the  course 
of  their  regular  duties." 


The  Committee  views  with  concern  the  rapid  increase  in 
School  Department  expenditures  in  recent  years,  as  indicated 
by  the  approximate  appropriations  shown  in  the  following 
list: 


It  is  understood  that  in  the  last  ten  years  the  net  increase 
in  the  school  population  is  about  364  pupils.  The  appropria- 
tion asked  for  1922  ($214,635),  almost  equals  the  Assessors' 
total  Warrant  for  as  recent  a  year  as  1914,  which  amounted 
to  $215,244.32. 

The  Committee  earnestly  urges  a  drastic  curtailment  in 
expenses,  with  a  policy  of  consolidation,  and  elimination  of 
dispensible  features,  especially  as  affects  the  High  School,

The  situation  produced  as  a  result  of  the  proposals  of 
Articles  12,  13,  and  14  is  rather  complex.  The  Town  has 
voted  to  erect  a  Memorial  Town  Hall,  with  offices,  on  the  Loth- 
rop  lot  which  was  acquired  as  a  "Town  Hall  Lot."  The 
Town  is  now  being  asked,  by  these  Articles,  to  rescind  that 
vote  and  on  this  lot  to  erect  a  War  Veterans  Memorial  Build- 
ing, and  to  erect  a  Municipal  Auditorium. 

This  Committee  feels  that  all  or  some  of  these  things  may 
be  desirable;  that  the  Town  owes  obligation  to  its  War 
Veterans;  that  a  gathering  place  for  the  Town  has  a  great 
deal  to  recommend  it;  that  there  may  be  a  moral  obligation 
on  the  part  of  the  Town  in  connection  with  its  share  of  the 
Tercentenary  Observation ;  but  the.  committee  also  feels  that 
it  and  the  Town  have  had  insufficient  time  to  consider  the 
subject,  for  all  these  proposals  are  inextricably  tied  together. 
One  cannot  be  considered  without  considering  the  others. 

Further,  there  is  proposed  a  building  or  group  of  buildings 
in  a  conspicuous  location,  the  architectural  development  of 
which  should  be  carefully  considered,  and  as  a  whole. 

The  Committee  therefore  recommends  that  the  following 
action  be  taken  under  Articles  12,  13,  and  14 :

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  erect  a  new 
bridge  on  the  State  Highway  on  Warren  Avenue  over  Eel 
Hiver,  in  co-operation  with  the  Commonwealth  and  Plymouth 
County,  and  to  make  an  appropriation  therefor  not  exceed- 
ing fifty-five  hundred  (5500)  dollars. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  the  Town  co-operate  with 
the  Commonwealth  and  Plymouth  County  in  erecting  a  new 
bridge  over  Eel  River,  on  Warren  Avenue,  and  appropriate 
therefor  a  sum  not  exceeding  $5,500.00. 

Article  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  stipulate  in  writing  to  indemnify  and  save  harmless 
the  Commonwealth  against  all  claims  and  demands  for  dam- 
ages which  may  be  sustained  by  any  person  or  persons  whose 
property  may  be  affected  by  the  alteration  and  reconstruc- 
tion by  the  Commonwealth  of  a  portion  of  the  highway  lead- 
ing from  Plymouth  to  Bourne. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  the  Town  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  act  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  article. 

Article  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  surface  with 
asphalt  and  sand  that  part  of  the  Bournedale  Road  between 
Costello's  Corner  and  the  portion  of  State  Highway  northerly

of  the  Bourne-Plymouth  line  near  Great  Herring  Pond,  in 
co-operation  with  the  Commonwealth  and  Plymouth  County, 
and  to  make  an  appropriation  therefor  not  exceeding  sixteen 
thousand  (16,000)  dollars. 

Inasmuch  as  the  expediency  of  carrying  out  the  provisions 
^of  this  article  depends  upon  favorable  action  to  be  taken  by 
the  Commonwealth,  and  by  Barnstable  County  and  communi- 
ties therein,  as  well  as  by  Plymouth  County,  the  Committee 
recommends  postponement  until  the  Town  can  be  assured  of 
united,  favorable  action  by  the  other  communities  interested.

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(The  Committee  recommends  that  the  subject  matter  of 
Articles  32  and  33  be  referred  to  the  Town  Planning  Board 
and  the  Selectmen  for  their  investigations  and  report  at  a 
future  meeting. 

Article  34.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in 
regard  to  widening  Middle  Street,  throughout  its  whole 
length,  on  the  northerlj^  side  thereof,  and  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate any  money  which  the  action  of  the  Town  may 
require.    By  petition. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  no  action  be  taken  under 
this  article. 

Article  35.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  erect  and  maintain 
floats  and  landings  at  the  State  Pier,  and  make  an  appro- 
priation not  exceeding  seven  hundred  (700)  dollars  for  the 
purpose.    By  petition. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  the  Selectmen  be  author- 
ized to  take  such  action  as  they  may  deem  necessary  to  pro- 
vide suitable  Landing  at  the  State  Pier. 

Article  36.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  trans- 
fer of  a  sum  not  exceeding  five  thousand  (5,000)  dollars 
from  the  Reserve  from  Overlayings  of  Taxes  to  the  Reserve 
Account  in  the  hands  of  the  Advisory  and  Finance  Commit- 
tee. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  the  Town  authorize  the 
transfer  of  a  sum  not  exceeding  $5,000.00  from  the  Reserve 
from  Overlay  of  Taxes  to  the  Reserve  Account. 

Article  37.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate 
all  or  any  part  of  the  following  unused  balances  now  stand- 
ing on  the  books  to  reduce  the  tax  levy  of  the  current  year.

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REPORT   OF   COMMITTEE   OF   TOWN  OF 
PLYMOUTH  ON  MEMORIAL  BUILDING 


At  the  last  Town  Meeting,  held  on  June  1st,  the  voters 
of  the  Town  indicated  rather  .clearly  their  desire  to  have 
a  Memorial  Hall  erected  on  the  Lothrop  lot,  rather  than  use 
this  site  for  a  Veterans'  Memorial  Building  and  a  Municipal 
Auditorium.  The  Town  Hall  Building  Committee  gave 
serious  consideration  to  a  reasonable  solution  of  the 
mixed  situation  in  which  the  Town  was  placed  and  came  to 
the  conclusion  that  the  best  thing  for  the  Town  would  be  to 
combine  the  Veterans'  Memorial  Building  and  the  Memo- 
rial Town  Hall,  substituting  accommodations  for  the  veter- 
ans in  place  of  the  Town  Offices,  as  originally  proposed. 
Sketches  embodying  this  combination  were  prepared  by 
the  architects,  submitted  to  and  fully  discussed  with 
representatives  of  the  veterans'  organizations,  and  were 
fully  endorsed  by  them. 

Sketch  plans  and  a  perspective-  of  the  proposed  building 
are  presented  at  this  meeting  and  although  complete  plans 
and  specifications  have  not  been  worked  out,  because  it 
hardly  seemed  in  order  to  go  as  far  as  that  before  such  a 
building  had  been  authorized,  still,  careful  estimates  have 
been  made  and  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  the 
building  can  be  erected  for  a  sum  not  to  exceed  the  appro- 
priation. 

This  building  would  seem  to  adequately  meet  the  needs 
of  the  veterans  and  the  Town  for  many  years  to  come  and 
the  Committee  now  awaits  further  action  by  and  instruction 
from  the  Town.

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RELOCATION  COMMITTEE  REPORT, 

MARCH  25,  1922. 


The  Plymouth  Relocation  Committee,  appointed  at  a 
Special  Town  Meeting  held  January  29,  1921,  to  represent 
the  Town  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  relocation  of 
wharf  facilities,  submits  the  following  report : 

At  various  meetings  we  have  had  representatives  of  the 
coal  and  fish  industry  tell  us  of  their  needs  and  have  col- 
lected in  this  way  much  data  which  may  be  used  to  work 
out  plans  for  wharf  facilities. 

Representatives  of  this  Committee  have  conferred  with 
Governor  Cox,  with  John  N.  Cole,  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  for  Massachusetts ;  with  Lieutenant-Colonel  Willing, 
United  States  District  Engineer;  with  Congressman  Walsh 
and  with  representatives  of  the  War  Department,  to  obtain 
their  advice  and  counsel  as  to  the  best  way  to  get  assistance 
from  the  State  and  Federal  Governments. 

During  our  first  conference  with  Commissioner  Cole,  it 
developed  that  the  Plymouth  Cordage  Company  was  inter- 
ested in  the  study  of  developing  their  wharf  facilities  so 
that  larger  vessels  could  be  brought  direct  to  their  docks 
and  Mr.  Cole  wondered  if  the  two  projects  might  not  be 
combined.  At  his  suggestion  this  Committee  held  further 
meetings  at  which  the  plans  of  the  Cordage  Company  were 
presented. 

Lieutenant-Colonel  Willing  had  made  a  report  to  the  War 
Department  recommending  a  channel  15  feet  deep  and  150 
feet  wide,  from  the  present  State  Pier  to  a  dock  to  be  built 
at  the  foot  of  Park  Avenue.  His  recommendation  was  that 
the  Nation  and  the  State  share  equally  in  the  cost  of  the 
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channel  estimated  to  cost  $102,000,  and  that  the  Town  of 
Plymouth  build  the  wharf. 

At  the  suggestion  of  Commissioner  Cole,  your  Committee 
has  written  to  him  asking  that  a  further  and  more  detailed 
study  be  made  by  his  department  of  the  conditions  in  Plym- 
outh Harbor  with  special  reference  to  a  proper  kind  of 
channel  improvement  and  water  front  construction  to  meet 
the  commercial  needs  of  Plymouth. 

Lieutenant-Colonel  Willing  has  been  instructed  by  the 
War  Department  to  make  a  further  study  of  conditions  in 
Plymouth  Harbor  and  it  is  our  understanding  that  Commis- 
sioner Cole  and  Lieutenant-Colonel  Willing  will  co-operate 
in  their  study.  A  public  hearing  is  to  be  held  by  Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel Willing  in  Plymouth,  on  Saturday,  April  8th  at 
1  p.  m.,  in  the  High  School  Building.  All  interested  parties 
will  have  an  opportunity  to  present  their  views  at  this  time. 

On  account  of  the  additional  study  which  the  Federal 
and  State  Governments  desire  to  make  of  our  water  front 
situation,  your  committee  finds  that  it  will  not  be  able  to 
present  any  definite  plans  to  this  meeting.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SELECTMEN 


After  the  strenuous  year  of  1921  it  might  have  been  rea- 
sonably expected  that  the  following  year  would  be  by  con- 
trast a  very  dull  one.  To  the  contrary  it  has  proved  to  be 
almost  as  busy  a  period  as  the  one  preceeding.  There  have 
been  no  such  individual  crowded  days  but  on  the  whole  there 
has  been  a  steady  flow  of  traffic  into  and  through  the  Town 
and  the  dealers  in  seasonable  goods  have  enjoyed  a  good 
year.  ' 

The  traffic  conditions  have  been  orderly  and  there  has  been 
little  disturbance  of  the  orderly  flow  of  automobiles  and 
tru6ks  that  have  passed  through.  It  has  been  necessary  to 
keep  officers  constantly  at  several  points  on  the  highways 
and  this  will  probably  be  the  practice  in  the  future.  Auto 
travel  has  become  so  heavy  that  constant  supervision  has 
become  imperative. 

The  parking  situation  has  also  been  acute.  We  unfortu- 
nately have  no  such  vacant  places  in  the  heart  of  the  busi- 
ness section  as  some  Towns  enjoy.  It  has  been  absolutely 
necessary  to  limit  the  time  that  a  car  may  stand  on  the  Main 
street  to  twenty  minutes  and  to  prohibit  parking  in  other 
places.  Until  this  problem  is  worked  out  there  will  be  some 
unsettled  conditions.  This  is  a  matter  that  is  employing  the 
best  minds  in  all  Towns  and  Cities.  And  a  continued  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  machines  will  probably  result  in  an 
absolute  prohibition  of  all  cars  within  certain  limits.  This 
while  working  a  hardship  on  car  owners  is  becoming  neces- 
sary from  the  standpoint  of  safety  to  the  general  public, 
both  as  regards  fire  and  accident. 

The  general  condition  of  the  streets  and  roads  is  good. 
A  section  of  Court  and  Main  streets  was  rebuilt  with  a  mixed 
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surface.  This  has  proved  to  be  a  very  satisfactory  piece  of 
-^•ork  and  it  is  hoped  to  continue  until  the  whole  surface  of 
Court  Street  is  made  good.  It  is  unreasonable  to  expect 
that  all  of  the  streets  can  be  paved  with  the  latest  type  of 
surface,  but  by  building  the  main  streets  well  and  then  mak- 
ing the  side  streets  fairly  good  by  oiling  it  is  thought  that 
a  general  condition  of  fairly  good  streets  can  be  maintained 
at  a  reasonable  expense  and  not  put  too  much  of  a  burden 
on  the  tax  payers. 

The  Town  must  in  the  near  future  face  a  condition  on  Aid- 
en  and  Court  Streets  where  the  surface  drainage  is  insuffi- 
cient to  carry  off  the  water  that  accumulates  in  a  hard  rain. 
Alden  street,  which  takes  all  the  water  from  as  far  as  Oak 
Ridge  and  also  carries  a  lot  from  Standish  Avenue,  is  all 
carried  under  Court  Street  at  the  corner  of  Allerton  and 
Court  in  a  pipe.  This  is  entirely  inadequate  and  in  a  rain  the 
water  overflows  the  sidcAvalk  and  runs  into  the  adjacent 
3'ards.  It  is  hoped  that  a  plan  can  be  worked  out  to  take 
some  of  this  water  off  before  it  gets  to  the  corner  and  thus 
relieve  the  situation.  On  Court  Street  near  the  North  Plym- 
outh Garage  the  grade  of  the  street  is  so  flat  (about  four  inch- 
es in  100  feet)  that  the  flow  is  very  slow  and  the  Avater  ponds 
there  and  fills  the  street  covering  the  sidewalk  at  times.  This 
can  only  be  cured  by  a  large  pipe  laid  for  a  distance  of  sev- 
eral hundred  feet  until  the  slope  at  Cherry  Street  is  reached. 
These  projects  are  expensive  but  there  seems  to  be  no  other 
solution  and  it  is  hoped  to  do  one  or  both  of  them  this  year. 

It  will  also  be  desirable  to  rebuild  the  bridge  on  Water 
Street.  This  has  been  replanked  a  number  of  times  but  the 
travel  is  so  large  and  the  type  of  vehicles  using  that  route 
so  heavy  that  a  plank  surface  soon  wears  out.  The  abut- 
ments are  good  and  all  that  is  necessary  is  to  rebuild  the  span 
wdth  a  cement  slab  on  iron  beams,  and  that  will  be  taken 
care  of  indefinitely. 

The  Eel  River  Bridge  has  been  rebuilt  this  year  in  co- 
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laboration  with  the  State  and  County  and  is  now  in  fine  con- 
dition. The  roadbed  has  been  widened  and  a  sidewalk  made 
and  it  is  a  creditable  piece  of  work.  The  State,  which  former- 
ly stopped  its  State  Road  fifty  feet  on  either  side  of  the 
bridge,  has  taken  over  the  bridge  and  the  Town  is  now  re- 
lieved of  further  care. 

The  present  condition  of  the  so-called  Town  Hall  proposi- 
tion, is  one  well  calculated  to  exercise  the  brain  power  of  all 
the  citizens.  The  Town  Counsel  advises  this  board  that  the 
matter  has  been  so  much  complicated  by  amendments  and 
changes  that  it  is  extremely  improbable  that  any  action  of 
the  Town  could  be  made  legal.  It  appears  to  the  Selectmen 
that  the  only  logical  course  is  to  rescind  all  of  the  votes  that 
now  encumber  the  records  of  the  Town.  Then  if  the  Town 
wishes  to  build  a  Town  Hall  or  Town  Halls  it  will  be  free 
to  adopt  any  plan  that  appears  feasible  and  suitable,  and 
will  not  be  embarrassed  by  previous  plans  that  can  never  be 
adapted  to  fill  any  other  purpose  than  the  one  they  were  de- 
signed for.  There  has  been  a  great  deal  of  time  spent  on  these 
three  plans  that  are  now  before  us  and  the  concensus  of  opin- 
ion is  that  no  legal  plan  can  be  worked  out  that  will  accom- 
plish what  the  people  desire.  It  would  seem  that  the  original 
plan  for  a  Town  Hall  with  offices  is  entirely  impractical  from 
the  standpoint  of  expense,  and  the  action  of  the  Town  at  its 
previous  Special  Meetings  has  so  complicated  matters  that 
the  other  projects  are  so  mixed  up  that  the  best  solution  would 
be  as  suggested  above  to  clean  them  all  off  the  slate  and  start 
anew  with  such  plan  or  plans  as  may  be  found  desirable.  The 
Selectmen  have  no  substitute  plan  to  offer,  but  make  the  above 
statement  in  order  to  present  to  the  voters  what  in  their 
opinion  is  the  best  solution  of  the  difficulty.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  the  Town  will  dispose  of  this  matter  now  and  relieve 
the  various  committees  of  the  responsibility  that  they  are 
now  under.  '  5| 

There  is  one  phase  of  the  financial  situation  of  the  Town 
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that  it  would  be  advisable  for  every  voter  to  give  his  careful 
consideration  too.  While  the  position  of  the  Town  is  now  a 
ver}^  creditable  one,  there  is  a  constantly  increasing  expendi- 
ture facing  us.  It  is  very  probable  that  a  new  schoolhouse 
will  have  to  be  built  in  the  near  future.  It  is  very  possible 
that  it  may  be  found  advantageous  to  build  a  wharf.  Either 
of  these  or  both  will  add  materially  to  the  Town's  annual 
charges  for  debt  and  interest  and  by  just  so  much  reduce  our 
available  cash  for  other  purposes.  There  is  a  well  grounded 
feeling  of  uneasiness  all  over  the  country  at  the  constantly 
increasing  tax  rate.  Public  extravagance  is  almost  a  by- word 
and  it  would  seem  to  be  the  best  procedure  to  go  slow  and 
not  jump  into  expenditures  that  while  seemingly  of  benefit 
to  the  Town  are  still  more  than  we  can  afford.  Taxes  will 
soon  at  the  present  rate  reach  a  point  where  they  will  be 
a  very  heavy  burden  on  the  wage  earner  and  the  smaller  paid 
professional  men.  It  would  seem  to  be  very  unwise  to  create 
a  debt  for  things  which  while  desirable  enough  in  themselves 
still  can  be  done  without  at  nothing  more  than  a  slight  in- 
convenience. 

The  coming  season  judging  by  the  last,  should  be  one  of 
local  prosperity.  The  various  manufacturing  plants  are  f air- 
1}^  busy.  Work  is  not  so  hard  to  obtain  as  formerly  and  judg- 
ing by  the  reports  of  contractors  who  have  been  here,  ordin- 
ary labor  is  not  too  plentiful.  The  summer  business  in  car- 
ing for  strangers  is  constantly  increasing  and  those  who 
cater  to  this  class  of  visitors  have  an  ever  grooving  list  of 
patrons.  It  is  not  wise  to  disregard  this  astonishingly  large 
volume  of  money  that  is  brought  here  each  season.  It  pro- 
vides work  for  many  people  and  numerous  of  our  citizens  who 
have  no  other  means  of  earning,  have  benefited  from  this  con- 
dition. 

The  Town  at  its  last  Annual  Meeting  made  a  liberal  appro- 
priation for  the  purpose  of  providing  work  for  veterans  of 
the  late  war  who  were  unable  to  secure  other  emplojonent. 
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This  has  proved  to  be  a  very  excellent  method  of  giving  them 
such  assistance  as  they  required.  The  relief  has  been  given 
and  in  return  the  Town  has  had  the  benefit  of  their  labor  in 
many  ways  and  the  stigma  of  accepting  public  charity  has 
been  removed. 

We  think  that  Plymouth  is  now  in  a  position  to  make  a 
reasonable  appropriation  annually  for  the  proper  celebration 
of  Forefathers'  Day.  It  would  seem  that  this  was  the  one 
day  in  our  year  when  the  Town  should  rightfully  be  expected 
to  make  a  suitable  observance.  And  we  would  recommend 
that  a  small  sum  be  set  aside  for  this  purpose.  Our  Pilgrim 
history  is  one  of  our  greatest  assets  and  it  is  not  wise  to  leave 
to  private  enterprise,  the  burden  of  raising  funds  for  such 
purposes. 

The  figures  in  connection  with  the  work  of  the  different 
departments  are  all  shown  in  the  report  of  the  Accountant 
and  we  have  refrained  from  putting  them  in  here.  They  cani 
readily  be  found  later  on  by  those  interested.  In  conclusion 
we  wish  to  thank  all  the  different  officers  and  departments 
who  have  worked  well  in  co-operation  with  the  Selectmen  the 
past  year  and  made  for  the  successful  conclusion  which  we 
flatter  ourselves  has  obtained. 

We  would  recommend  to  the  voters  favorable  action  on  the 
following  matters : 

The  Court  Street  drain. 

The  Alden  Street  drain. 

Taking  a  small  piece  of  land  on  Union  Street  for  widening. 

The  widening  on  Court  Street  at  North  Spooner  Street. 
The  latter  being  almost  imperative  to  relieve  the  congestion 
of  travel  in  this  one  of  the  narrowest  places  on  our  main 
thoroughfare. 

The  Court  and  Alden  Street  drains  will  have  to  be  done  at 
some  future  time  and  it  would  seem  to  be  better  economy  to 
do  these  now  than  to  wait  and  find  that  other  surface  drains 
were  also  necessary  and  have  them  all  to  do  at  one  time.  We 
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have  to  face  the  fact  that  a  system  of  surface  dramage  has 
got  to  be  installed  sooner  or  later,  and  it  will  be  less  of  a 
burden  on  the  Town  to  do  a  little  of  it  each  year  than  to 
have  it  all  come  at  the  same  time  with  the  consequent  large 
sum  of  money  involved  amounting  probably  to  thousands  of 
dollars  and  necessitating  a  bond  issue.  The  Union  Street  wid- 
ening merely  means  taking  a  small  strip  of  land  that  now 
protrudes  into  the  street  and  will  simply  align  this  with  the 
rest  of  the  property  along  the  street  and  enable  us  to  carry 
the  new  sidewalk  around  the  corner  from  Water  Street. 

We  have  installed  a  number  of  new  street  lights  in  pursu- 
ance of  the  avowed  policy  of  the  board  to  put  light  wherever 
needed.  At  the  present  time  the  Electric  Light  Co.  has  ex- 
tensive plans  for  an  improvement  in  service  but  there  is  a 
difference  of  opinion  as  to  how  these  changes  shall  be  made. 
It  is  probable,  however,  that  some  solution  of  the  controversy 
will  be  worked  out  and  the  Town  will  be  relieved  of  the  oc- 
casional shortage  of  current,  which  has  been  noticeable  in  the 
past. 

A  list  of  the  amounts  recommended  by  the  different  depart- 
ments will  be  found  farther  on.  We  hope  that  every  voter 
will  give  these  his  careful  attention  and  be  prepared  to  cast 
his  vote  for  what  he  believes  to  be  the  best  interests  of  the 
Town.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  you  will  not  this  year  reduce 
the  amount  asked  for  sidewalk  purposes.  Sidewalks  benefit 
more  people  than  any  other  one  thing  and  we  want  to  have 
in  the  end  an  unbroken  hard  surfaced  walk  from  the  Eel 
Kiver  Bridge  to  the  Kingston  line,  and  after  that  such  side 
streets  as  would  appear  to  be  proper.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  STREETS 
AND  TOWN  ENGINEER. 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen : 
Oentlemen : 

I  herewith  submit  the  report  of  the  Street  and  Engineering 
Departments  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1922. 

DETAILED  DESCRIPTION  OF  ROAD  WORK. 

COURT  STREET,  BETWEEN  SHIRLEY  SQUARE  AND 
BREWSTER  STREET. 

The  work  done  on  this  section  consisted  of  removing  the 
old  road  surface,  entirely,  and  spreading  it  on  Clyfton  and 
Chilton  Streets. 

The  road  bed  was  regraded  to  a  much  flatter  cross  section, 
with  a  straight  slope  from  the  east  car  rail  to  the  east 
gutter. 

A  4:"  penetration  base  of  trap  rock  and  Tarvia  ''X"  was 
put  in  with  a  2"  mixed  top  of  asphalt,  sand  and  trap  rock 
pea  stone. 

The  new  surfacing  was  carried  from  curb  to  curb,  includ- 
ing the  car  track,  and  thus  makes  the  whole  width  of  the 
road  between  curbs  available  for  travel  of  vehicles,  a  gain  of 
about  6.0'  in  the  usable  width  of  the  street  at  this  point. 

The  area  of  the  road  built  in  this  section  was  933  square 
yards,  and  the  total  cost  was  $2,099.25,  making  a  square 
yard  cost  of  $2.25. 

COURT  STREET,  BETWEEN  BREWSTER  AND 
CHILTON  STREETS. 
The  road  surface  on  this  section  was  scarified  and  regrad- 
ed, and  some  of  the  material  was  carted  to  the  side  streets. 
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A  2"  mixed  top  was  put  on  this  road  and  between  the 
rails  of  the  car  track. 

The  high  shoulders  on  the  old  road  were  removed  and  a 
very  much  flatter  cross  section  used. 

The  total  area  built  was  2,616  square  yards  at  a  cost  of 
$3,868.07,  making  the  cost  $1.48  per  square  yard. 

WATER. STREET,  NORTH  TO  LEYDEN  STREET. 

It  was  hoped  that  the  Tercentenary  Commission  would  be 
able  to  share  with  the  Town  the  cost  of  resurfacing  this  sec- 
tion of  road,  but  they  were  unable  to  do  so  and,  in  conse- 
quence, the  cost  to  the  Town  was  materially  in  excess  of  the 
original  estimate  for  this  work. 

The  shoulders  of  the  old  road  were  widened  to  meet  the 
new  east  curb,  laid  by  the  Commission,  and  the  whole  road 
resurfaced  w4th  a  2"  asphalt  mixed  top. 

There  was  4,566  square  yards  in  this  job,  and  the  cost  was 
$4,815.40,  making  a  square  yard  cost  of  $1.05. 

WHITE  HORSE  ROAD. 

This  stretch  of  road,  from  its  junction  with  the  Shore 
Road  at  Taylor's  Farm  to  White  Horse  Beach,  has  received 
a  3"  mixed  top  on  the  old  gravel  road.  The  area  built  was 
3,308  sq.  yds.,  and  the  total  cost  was  $2,977.20. 

The  cost  per  square  yard  was  $0.90. 

BITUMINOUS  TREATMENT  ON  GRAVEL  ROADS. 

All  of  the  gravel  streets  in  Town  that  received,  last  year, 
a  treatment  of  Tarvia  ''B"  and  Pea  Stone,  have  received  an- 
other treatment  of  Tarvia  ''B"  and  sand  this  year,  and 
several  additional  streets  have  been  treated  in  a  similar  man- 
ner during  the  year. 

On  South  Street,  from  John  Kingsley's  to  Manuel  Me- 
dara's,  and  on  Standish  Avenue,  from  Samoset  to  Alden  Sts., 
Tarvia  K  P  was  sprayed  at  the  rate  of  about  a  half  gallon 
to  the  square  yard,  and  No.  2  stone  spread  on  the  tar  at  the 
rate  of  about  one  ton  to  30  square  yards,  and  thoroughly 
rolled  in. 
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After  the  road  had  been  open  to  travel  about  four  months 
it  was  given  a  treatment  of  Tarvia  "B"  and  sand. 

The  total  cost  of  this  work  on  these  two  streets  was  $0.31 
per  square  yard,  and  about  8,000  square  yards  were  built  in 
this  way.  With  an  annual  treatment  of  Tarvia  "B"  and 
sand,  and  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  $0.05  or  $0.06  per  square 
yard  it  should  be  possible  to  keep  them  in  satisfactory  shape. 

Our  experience  of  the  past  two  years  with  this  method  of 
treating  our  gravel  roads  would  seem  to  indicate  that  for 
those  streets  not  subjected  to  extremely  heavy  truck  travel, 
very  satisfactory  results  can  be  secured  with  a  moderate 
expenditure  for  maintenance. 

DARBY  ROAD,  from  its  junction  with  Samoset  Street 
to  the  Carver  line,  and  POINT  ROAD,  in  Manomet,  from  the 
State  Highway  to  the  road  leading  to  Mayflower  Inn,  were 
treated  with  Tarvia  ''B"  and  sand  at  a  cost  of  about  $0.06 
per  square  yard. 

EDES  STREET  was  laid  out  by  the  Selectmen  and  ac- 
cepted by  the  Town  at  the  regular  March  meeting. 

Some  work  was  done  in  grading  up  a  portion  of  this  and 
a  cinder  and  stone  dust  sidewalk  was  built. 

The  total  expenditure  on  this  street  was  $289.00. 

COURT  STREET  CAR  TRACK  AT  HEDGES  HILL. 

By  an  agreement  with  the  Brockton  &  Plymouth  Street 
Railway  officials,  the  space  between  the  tracks  of  the  Road 
was  surfaced  with  No.  1  stone  penetrated  with  asphalt  and 
covered  with  sand. 

This  work  extended  from  Cherry  Street  to  Hedges  Brook 
and  should  prevent  the  bad  washouts  that  have  occurred  at 
this  place  in  years  past. 

The  total  cost  of  this  work  was  $338.00,  and  the  Brockton 
&  Plymouth  Street  Railway  Company  contributed  $27.^. 
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BRIDGES. 

The  Eel  River  Bridge,  so-called,  where  the  State  Highway 
crosses  Eel  River,  has  been  rebuilt  during  the  past  year  as  a 
re-inforced  concrete  beam  and  slab  bridge. 

The  work  was  done  in  co-operation  with  the  State  and 
County.  The  Town  paying  one-half  the  cost,  and  the  State 
and  County  one-quarter  each. 

The  new  bridge  is  44.0'  between  concrete  rails,  and  has  a 
roadway  26.0'  wide  between  the  east  curb  and  the  east  rail 
of  car  track. 

A  very  great  improvement  has  been  effected  by  this  work, 
and  the  maintenance  of  the  bridge  is  reduced  to  a  minimum. 

Some  of  the  4"  timber  that  was  salvaged  from  the  old 
wooden  bridge  flooring  has  been  used  in  re-planking  the 
Carter's  River  Bridge  over  the  stream  between  Great  and 
Little  Herring  Ponds. 

SEWERS. 

The  most  important  piece  of  work  carried  out  during 
the  year  in  sewer  construction  was  the  renewing  of  a  sec- 
tion of  14"  sewer  outlet  pipe  at  the  State  Wharf  on  Water 
Street. 

In  the  report  of  1921,  attention  was  called  to  the  fact  that 
about  500"  of  the  old  14"  pipe  (over  a  portion  of  which  a 
corner  of  the  old  Craig  wharf  had  been  built)  was  defec- 
tive, and  an  appropriation  of  $5,000.00  was  recommended 
and  granted  to  replace  this  section. 

The  pipe  for  the  work  was  purchased  of  The  Central 
Foundry  Co.,  and  cost  $1,340.00,  including  freight  and  cart- 
ing. The  work  was  done  with  Town  laborers,  and  the  total 
cost  of  the  completed  job  was  $3,674.24. 

Work  was  begun  on  May  9th,  1922,  and  the  connection  was 
made  on  June  18th,  1922,  since  which  time  the  new  pipe  has 
"been  in  operation. 
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GRANOLITHIC  SIDEWALKS. 

Co-operation  on  the  part  of  the  property  owners  has  en- 
abled the  Town  to  construct  1,395  square  yards  of  grano- 
lithic sidewalk  during  the  year  1922,  at  an  average  cost  of 
$2.4-1  per  square  yard. 

In  figuring  this  average  cost  per  square  yard,  the  yardage 
and  cost  of  the  Obery  Street  job  was  not  used  because  all  the 
labor  and  some  of  the  material  on  this  job  was  furnished  by 
the  Count}'. 

Granolithic  sidewalk  construction  partakes  so  much  of  the 
nature  of  a  permanent  improvement  that  in  each  case  where 
the  abuttor  is  willing  to  share  one-half  the  cost  of  construc- 
tion, it  is  very  desirable  to  do  a  substantial  amount  of  this 
work  each  year. 

I  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $3,000.00  for  granolithic 
sidewalks  for  the  ensuing  year. 

ASPHALT  AND  PEA  STONE. 

On  Cliff  Street,  Sandwich  Road,  Cherry  and  Centennial 
Streets,  the  sidewalks  have  been  re-surfaced,  using  pea  stone, 
sprayed  with  asphalt.  Clean  sand  was  then  spread  over  the 
asphalt  and  the  surface  rolled  with  a  hand  roller. 

On  the  Cherr}^  Street  work  the  hot  asphalt  was  sprayed  in 
the  gutter  as  well  as  on  the  sidewalk,  and  this  should  tend 
to  prevent  a  recurrence  of  the  washou.ts  that  have  frequently 
occurred  on  this  hill. 

K.  P.  sidewalks,  described  in  last  year's  report,  have  been 
built  on  South  and  Fremont  Streets,  and  some  cinder  and 
crushed  stone  walks  on  other  streets  less  used  by  pedestrians. 
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stone  and  asphalt  sidewalk  built  during  the  year  1922.

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ROAD  OILING. 

A  considerable  amount  of  road  oiling  has  been  done  during 
the  year  with  such  satisfactory  results  that,  in  my  opinion, 
a  larger  appropriation  should  be  granted  and  more  of  this 
work  done  during  the  ensuing  year. 

There  has  been  58,647  gallons  of  Asphalt  Road  Oil  No.  3 
applied  during  the  year  at  a  total  cost  of  $3,938.69.  The 
cost  per  gallon  was  $0,066,  applied. 

For  the  first  time  in  several  years,  one  carload  of  oil  was 
used  at  Cedarville,  on  the  Bournedale  Road,  so-called,  from 
Costello's  Corner  to  Herring  Pond,  and  the  results  obtained 
in  that  section  warrant  an  annual  application. 

Not  only  does  this  oil  lay  the  dust,  but  it  very  materially 
prevents  washing  in  the  heavy  rains. 

I  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $6,000.00  for  road  oiling 
for  the  ensuing  year. 

COURT  STREET  RESURFACING. 

A  section  of  Court  Street,  northerly  from  Lothrop  Street, 
should  be  resurfaced  during  the  year  1923. 

I  recommend  that  $5,000.00  be  appropriated  for  this 
w^ork,  which  would  consist  of  scarifying  and  re-grading  the 
present  road  surface,  and  resurfacing  with  about  4"  of  No. 
1  stone,  penetrated  with  bituminous  binder. 

Probably  about  4,000  sq.  yds.  could  be  rebuilt  for  $5,000.00. 
which  would  finish  that  section  between  Lothrop  Street  and 
the  Plymouth  &  Brockton  Street  Railway  turnout  at  Knapp 's. 

CLIFF  STREET  MACADAM. 
It  has  been  suggested  that  a  bituminous  macadam  road  be 
built  on  Cliff  Street,  from  AVarren  Avenue  to  the  Sandwich 
Road. 

There  would  be  about  4,500  sq.  yds.  in  this  section  and 
the  estimated  cost  would  be  $6,000.00. 
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COURT  STREET  WIDENING. 

Plans  and  estimates  have  been  made  for  a  proposed  widen- 
ing on  Conrt  Street,  opposite  North  Spooner  Street. 

The  proposed  line  of  widening  would  start  at  the  norther- 
ly corner  of  Bagen's  store,  No.  393  Conrt  Street,  and  con- 
tinue northerly  in  a  straight  line  to  the  corner  of  the  Cordage 
Company  block  on  the  northerly  side  of  Ropewalk  Court, 
thence  following  the  face  of  this  "block  and  continuing  in 
the  same  direction  until  it  intersects  the  present  easterly 
line  of  Court  Street.  The  total  length  of  the  proposed 
change  is  770'  and  the  maximum  gain  in  width  would  be 
about  11.5'  opposite  the  end  of  Forest  Avenue.  The  present 
width  at  this  point  from  the  easterly  rail  of  car  track  to  the 
easterly  curb  is  17.5'  and  the  proposed  new  width  would  be 
about  29.0'. 

The  estimated  cost  of  this  work  is  $5,000.00,  including  land 
damage,  rebuilding  road  and  building  granolithic  curb  and 
sidewalk  for  the  entire  distance. 

SEAYERS  AND  DRAINS. 

The  surface  water  on  Court  Street,  from  Centennial  to 
Cherry  Streets,  has  always  been  a  troublesome  problem,  due 
to  the  very  flat  grade  on  Court  Street. 

A  study  of  this  question  seems  to  indicate  that  the  best 
solution  of  the  problem  would  be  to  lay  a  20"  drain  on  the 
west  side  of  Court  street,  beginning  at  Hamilton  Street,  and 
running  out  into  the  open  gutter  about  150'  north  of 
Cherry  Street. 

Suitable  catch  basins  at  intersecting  streets  should  be  in- 
stalled. 

The  estimated  cost  of  this  drain  is  $5,000.00. 
Another  surface  water  problem  that  has  been  studied  is 
on  Alden  Street  at  its  junction  with  Allerton  Street. 

In  heavy  rains  a  large  amount  of  water  comes  down  Alden 
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Street  from  considerable  drainage  area  and  occasionally 
over  taxes  the  existing  drain. 

This  situation  could  be  relieved  by  constructing  a  suita- 
ble catch  basin  on  the  north  side  of  Alden  Street,  opposite 
the  school  house  lot  and  laying  an  18'  pipe  from  this  catch 
basin  to  the  meadow.  An  existing  drain  at  the  northery  end 
of  the  meadow  would  take  the  water  under  Court  Street  to 
Cold  Spring  Brook. 

The  estimated  cost  of  this  work  is  $1,500.00. 

WATER  STREET  BRIDGE. 
The  present  wooden  flooring  on  Water  Street  bridge  over 
Town  Brook  has  required  considerable  attention  to  keep  it  in 
safe  condition  for  the  increasingly  heavy  travel  to  which  it  is 
subjected. 

The  masonry  abutments  appear  to  be  in  good  condition 
and  I  recommend  that  the  old  floor  be  replaced  by  15"  steel 
I  beams  encased  in  concrete,  with  a  7"  reinforced  concrete 
slab  between  the  beams. 

Sketches  and  estimates  for  this  work  have  been  prepared 
in  this  office  and  it  is  recommended  that  an  appropriation  of 
$1,500.00  be  made  for  this  work. 

PRINCE  STREET. 
A  request  has  been  received  for  a  sewer  extension  on 
Prince  Street. 

It  is  possible  to  extend  the  sewer  on  this  street  for  1.150' 
easterly  from  Court  Street  and  on  Cordage  Street  northerly 
from  Prince  Street  about  200'. 

If  this  sewer  were  laid,  there  would  be  26  lots  as  shown 
on  a  proposed  land  development  plan  that  could  ava:'. 
themselves  of  a  sewer  privilege. 

The  estimated  cost  of  this  work  would  be  $1,000.00. 
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A  summary  of  the  special  work  proposed  with  the  estimate 
cost  each  piece  of  work  is  given  below^ :

ENGINEERING. 
All  the  necessary  lines  and  grades  for  the  new  road  con- 
struction and  granolithic  sidewalks  have  been  furnished,  and 
grades  given  for  all  sewer  work. 

•  Record  plans,  showing  line  and  grade  of  sewers  and  the 
location  of  Y's  for  house  connections  have  also  been  made. 

SNOW  AND  ICE  REMOVAL. 

The  total  amount  charged  to  snow  and  ice  removal  during 
the  year  1922,  was  $1,997.40. 

Of  this  amount,  $200.00  was  spent  for  an  additional  snow 
plow  for  use  on  a  motor  truck,  and  $90.00  for  a  sidewalk 
plow  for  the  Chiltonville  district. 

For  use  in  the  Long  Pond  district,  a  Baker  V  Plow  for  a 
Fordson  tractor  has  been  purchased,  and  should  be  useful  in 
clearing  the  roads  in  this  section. 

In  closing  this  report  I  wish  to  acknowledge  the  uniform- 
ly courteous  treatment  from  your  Board.

Gentlemen : 

I  herewith  submit  report  of  the  financial  transactions  of 
the  Town  of  Pljmiouth  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1922,  arranged  as  in  former  years. 

Schedule  A.  shows  the  receipts  and  payments  for  the  year, 
classified  as  required  by  the  Division  of  Accounts  of  the 
Commonwealth. 

Schedule  B.  is  a  detailed  account  of  each  appropriation, 
showing  the  amount  appropriated,  the  additions  to  and  the 
payments  from  same. 

Schedule  C.  is  a  statement  of  the  Estimated  Receipts;  the 
charges  being  the  amounts  estimated  and  deducted  from  the 
total  of  the  appropriations,  by  the  Assessors,  in  making  the 
Tax  "Warrant,  and  the  credits  being  the  amounts  actually  re- 
ceived during  the  year. 

Schedule  D.  is  the  Revenue  Account  for  the  year. 

Schedule  E.  is  the  Excess  and  Deficiency  Account  for  1922. 

Schedule  F.  is  the  Balance  Sheet,  January  1,  1923,  showing 
the  condition  of  the  Town  Finances  after  closing  the  books 
for  1922. 

Schedule  G.  is  a  summary  of  the  Outstanding  Indebtedness, 
show^ing  the  debt  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  the  amounts 
paid  on  same,  and  the  principal  and  interest  requirements 
for  1923. 

Schedule  H.  is  a  detailed  statement  of  the  Outstanding 
Indebtedness. 

Schedule  I.  is  an  itemized  statement  of  the  Trust  Funds, 
not  including  the  January,  1923  dividends. 

The  corporation  tax  received  from  the  State  exceeded  the 
estimated  amount  by  over  $17,000,  and  the  income  tax,  also 
received  from  the  State,  exceeded  the  estimate  by  over 
$4,300. 

The  fixing  of  a  fee  of  $5.00  for  licenses  to  Inn-holders, 
Common  Victuallers  and  for  Sunday  sales,  by  a  vote  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  passed  at  the  beginning  of  the  season, 
has  resulted  in  receipts  by  the  Town  Treasurer  of  $485.00. 

Bills  contracted  in  1922  by  the  School  Department  amount- 
ing to  $2,729.45  are  unpaid  for  lack  of  funds  in  the  ap- 
propriation. 

I  recommend  that  appropriation  be  made  to  cover  this 
amount.

not  really  mean  that 

crime  is  on  the  increase  in  Plymouth,  as  a  great  number  of 
these  were  violations  of  the  automobile  laws. 

One  great  problem  which  confronts  our  Department  with 
the  small  force  which  we  have  at  present  is  the  great  amount 
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of  automobile  travel  which  passes  through  this  town  during 
the  summer  months.  At  times  it  is  difficult  to  get  an  officer 
with  experience  in  traffic  duty  to  take  care  of  the  automo- 
biles and  pedestrians  at  busy  corners  when  needed. 

Compared  with  the  Police  Forces  maintained  in  other 
towns  of  the  country  according  to  population  ours  is  the 
smallest  numerically,  we  have  less  than  one  policeman  for 
each  2,300  of  the  population.  The  average  throughout  the 
country  is  one  for  each  1,000,  and  in  most  cities  it  is  one  for 
every  600  people. 

The  Policeman  on  duty  is  more  heavily  burdened  with 
duties  and  responsibilities  than  the  average  citizen  has  any 
idea  of.  Among  other  things  he  must  familiarize  himself 
with  buildings  on  his  route  and  their  occupants;  he  must 
watch  for  violations  of  the  law  which  are  numerous ;  he  must 
preserve  order,  protect  juveniles,  watch  for  criminals  or  the 
criminally  inclined,  and  anticipate  and  prevent  crime.  Pa- 
trolmen are  also  called  upon  to  employ  sound  judgment  in 
accident  cases  involving  injury  to  life  and  property  in  some 
of  which  the  town  might  be  liable. 

Practically  every  incident  furnishes  something  new  in  the 
w^ay  of  police  duty  or  in  human  nature.  The  patrolman  is 
often  called  upon  to  be  both  judge  and  jury  and  to  exercise 
diplomacy.  In  this  brief  review  it  would  be  impossible  to 
state  adequately  the  variety  of  problems  they  meet  and 
solve  every  day. 

The  need  of  a  Police  Signal  System  seems  to  be  growing 
stronger  every  day,  and  therefor,  I  respectfully  recommend 
that  you  give  the  matter  of  providing  this  department  with 
such  a  system  your  earnest  consideration. 

I  respectfully  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $17,000  for 
the  year  1923.

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REPORT  OF  THE  OVERSEERS  OF  THE  POOR 


FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  DECEMBER  31,  1922. 


During  the  past  year  we  sustained  a  severe  loss  in  the  death 
of  our  Chairman,  Charles  A.  Strong,  which  occurred  July  6, 
1922.  A  member  of  this  board  since  1900,  and  its  Chairman 
since  1905,  he  served  the  Town  both  faithfully  and  well.  The 
community  has  lost  a  valuable  citizen  and  we,  his  fellow  mem- 
bers, a  personal  friend  for  whom  we  entertained  the  highest  re- 
gard as  a  man,  and  as  a  business  associate.  His  helpful  sug- 
gestions and  wise  counsel  in  matters  pertaining  to  this  depart- 
ment are  seriously  missed. 

As  provided  by  law  a  joint  meeting  of  the  Selectmen  and 
the  remaining  Overseers  was  held,  Mr.  George  L.  Gooding  be- 
ing elected  as  Overseer  to  serve  until  the  next  election  in 
March,  1923.  At  a  later  meeting  of  the  Overseers,  Mr.  Wil- 
liam T.  Eldridge  was  chosen  chairman. 

Outside  aid  has  been  given  to  52  families  and  12  individuals, 
comprising  100  males  and  137  females,  a  total  of  237  persons, 
a  somewhat  larger  number  than  the  preceding  year.  The 
condition  of  unemployment  that  obtained  at  the  end  of  1921 
was  carried  well  into  1922,  but  at  no  time  was  it  apparently 
so  bad  with  us  as  the  reports  from  other  places  within  the 
State  would  indicate.  To  those  that  applied  for  aid  and  were 
able  to  work,  we  found  something  for  them  in  the  shape  of 
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■work  at  the  Almshouse  on  one  and  U\o  days  a  week  alternate- 
ly, thus  enabling  them  to  earn  an  average  of  $6.00  per  week, 
about  one  dollar  more  than  the  usual  order  for  food  allowed 
an  applicant  for  aid.  Twelve  men  were  thus  employed  dur- 
ing the  early  part  of  the  year  gradually  diminishing  in  num- 
ber as  work  was  found  outside,  so  that  b}^  the  middle  of  April 
w^e  had  but  three  remaining,  the  latter  being  carried  about  a 
month  longer.  The  cost  of  this  work  is  shown  in  the  Ac- 
countant's figures  appended  herewith  under  the  heading 
' '  Almshouse, "  "  Other  Salaries  and  Wages. ' ' 

Everything  at  the  Almshouse  apparently  runs  the  same  cir- 
cle from  year  to  year.  We  maintain  the  plant  at  the  lowest 
possible  expense  for  repairs,  doing  only  those  things  that  are 
really  necessary  for  the  upkeep.  The  inmates  are  well  housed, 
well  fed,  and  well  cared  for  generally.  The  number  of  in-

Eight  of  these  are  men  with  ages  of  56,  63,  66,  74,  two  of 
75,  76  and  81,  with  four  women  aged  70,  75,  85  and  87,  re- 
spectively. 

We  have  expended  $20.00  of  the  accumulated  interest  on  the 
Julia  P.  Robinson  fund  for  the  benefit  of  the  inmates  of  the 
almshouse,  as  the  will  specifies.

REPORT  OF  PARK  COMMISSIONERS. 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of  Plym- 
outh : 

Gentlemen — During  the  past  year  the  various  parks,  play- 
grounds, bathing  beaches,  etc.,  under  our  supervision,  have 
been  conducted  and  cared  for  according  to  our  best  judg- 
ment. 

Morton  Park  is  receiving  our  careful  attention  in  regard 
to  cutting  out  all  of  the  old  oak  wood  which  serves  to  give 
the  white  pine  a  chance  to  grow,  and  also  helps  to  eliminate 
to  a  very  great  extent  the  gypsy  moth.  There  were  very  few 
of  these  pests  in  the  park  this  year  compared  with  other 
years. 

A  new  float  has  been  installed  here  at  the  boys'  bathing 
place  the  past  year,  which  we  hope  will  be  appreciated  enough 
by  the  boys  and  other  people  who  use  it  to  make  them  feel 
an  interest  in  taking  proper  care  of  it.  We  intend  to  place 
another  float  at  the  ladies'  bathing  place  the  coming  year. 

The  bath  houses  were  very  much  appreciated  as  usual,  1)- 
the  attendance  was  not  quite  as  large  as  last  year  on  account 
of  the  stormy  weather  that  prevailed  during  the  months  of 
July  and  August. 

We  think  that  a  small  playground  with  a  few  swings, 
slides,  etc.,  to  amuse  the  children  at  the  north  part  of  the 
towTi  somewhere  near  Castle  Hill  is  getting  to  be  very  essen- 
tial and  we  recommend  that  this  should  be  done  in  the  near 
future. 

We  are  also  of  the  opinion  that  the  Town  requires  a  muni- 
cipal camping  place.    Why  not  have  it?    There  are  many 
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beautiful  locations  already  owned  by  the  Town  perfectly 
available  for  such  purposes  that  could  be  readily  put  to 
such  use  with  very  little  cost.   We  especially  recommend  it. 

The  large  float  that  was  installed  at  Beach  Park  last  sea- 
son by  the  Community  Service  seemed  to  be  very  anxious  to 
drift  out  to  sea  quite  frequently  and  usually  headed  for  the 
Gurnet  Light  there  being  some  special  attraction  for  it  in 
that  direction.  However,  since  it  has  been  transferred  to 
the  Park  Department,  with  the  promise  of  repairs  which  it 
surely  is  in  need  of,  and  a  chance  to  try  its  luck  again  next 
year,  it  lies  tranquil  and  at  peace  on  the  back  side  of  the 
stone  breakwater. 

The  tract  of  land  purchased  of  Mary  S.  Baker,  et  al., 
adjoining  the  westerly  side  of  the  Stephens  Field  Playground 
has  been  all  filled  in  to  a  level  of  the  rest  of  the  field  and  will 
be  ready  to  loam  the  coming  Spring. 

The  sum  of  $500  which  was  appropriated  at  our  last  an- 
nual Town  Meeting  for  a  sea  wall  was  not  quite  sufficient  and 
we  ask  for  an  appropriation  of  $100  more  to  complete  it. 

The  Park  Commissioners  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that 
it  is  very  necessary  that  a  bath  house  be  erected  at  the  Steph- 
en Field  Playground  in  the  near  future,  but  do  no  advise 
doing  so  this  year,  wait  perhaps  another  year  when  there 
will  be  a  more  suitable  location  made  available  for  su.ch  a 
purpose. 

It  seems  to  us  that  it  is  about  time  the  Town  awoke  to  the 
absolute  fact  that  they  have  got  to  have  entrance  to  the 
field  from  Sandwich  street.  At  present  the  only  one  that 
we  own  and  control  is  from.  Fremont  street.  The  other  in 
use  at  present  from  Sandwich  Street  in  is  rented  by  us  from 
year  to  year  and  is  very  liable  to  be  closed  by  the  owners  at 
any  time,  and  if  this  is  done  it  will  necessitate  the  carting 
of  all  rubbish  in  by  way  of  Fremont  street  and  across  the 
playground,  which  of  course  would  not  only  be  a  perfect 
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nuisance  but  a  great  detriment  to  the  field  already  com- 
pleted. 

We  are  pleased  to  state  that  this  playground  has  been 
thoroughly  enjoyed  and  appreciated  by  many  thousands  of 
men,  women  and  children  the  past  season  and  we  trust  that 
every  day  and  in  every  way  it  may  grow  better  and  better. 

We  ask  for  the  ensuing  year  an  appropriation  of  $3,300 
for  parks  and  bathing  beaches,  $1,000  for  the  further  im- 
provement and  maintenance  of  the  Stephens  Field  Play- 
ground, $300  for  cutting  wood  in  Morton  Park,  $300  for 
Training  Green,  and  $100  to  complete  the  sea  wall  at  the 
Stephens  Field  Playgromid.  We  also  ask  for  an  appropria- 
tion of  $500  for  a  municipal  camping  place.

REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN. 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen — I  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year 
1922 :  The  Spring  of  1922  will  be  memorable  for  the  number 
of  disastrous  fires  that  occurred.  The  ones  of  April  29  and 
May  11  were  the  most  serious  in  the  writer's  experience. 
Another  large  fire  started  May  31  near  the  Bourne  line  that 
burned  over  several  hundred  acres.  All  three  of  the  above 
fires  were  undoubtedly  the  work  of  an  incendiary.  There 
were  thirty-seven  other  fires  during  the  year  of  lesser  extent 
attributed  to  the  following  causes :  One,  incendiary ;  three, 
rubbish  fires  that  through  negligence  were  allowed  to  get  be- 
yond control;  thirty-three,  careless  smokers,  and  automobile 
parties.  The  large  number  of  fires  last  year  were  not  con- 
fined to  Plymouth.  Similar  conditions  existed  all  over  the 
New  England  States,  and  in  New  York  and  New  Jersey. 
New  Jersey  in  particular  had  the  most  disastrous  fires  in  the 
history  of  the  State.  The  dry  weather  last  Spring  and  the 
continuous  high  winds  are  thought  to  be  the  principal  fac- 
tors in  causing  so  many  fires. 

The  fire  apparatus  suffered  more  than  in  any  previous 
year,  and  will  need  to  be  thoroughly  overhauled  and  in  part 
replenished.  The  Ford  automobile  that  has  been  in  use  four 
seasons  is  no  longer  dependable,  and  I  recommend  the  pur- 
chase of  a  new  one  to  take  its  place.  I  also  recommend  the 
employment  of  a  patrol  on  the  most  traveled  roads  during 
the  season  when  the  fire  danger  is  greatest.  Another  mat- 
ter to  which  I  wish  to  call  attention  is  the  danger  resulting 
from  rubbish  fires.  This  danger  was  plainly  illustrated  last 
Spring  when  a  careless  person  allowed  a  rubbish  fire  to  get 
beyond  his  control  and  caused  a  large  property  loss  and  en- 
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dangered  a  whole  neighborhood.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  more 
care  will  be  used  in  the  future  so  that  this  danger  may  be 
avoided.  There  were  four  arrests  the  past  year  for  violations 
of  the  law  relating  to  rubbish  fires,  one  receiving  the  extreme 
penalty  of  thirty  days  in  jail.  The  sum  of  $483.68  has  been 
paid  to  this  department  by  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  R.  R.  for 
extinguishing  railroad  fires;  another  case  is  pending  settle- 
ment.   The  total  expenditures  have  been  $8,384.83. 

I  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $3,500.00  for  the  pres- 
ent year.

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  a  marked  decrease  in 
the  number  of  moths,  and  the  damage  done  by  them  is  notice- 
ably less  than  in  former  years;  the  leaves  staying  green  and 
hanging  on  much  later  in  the  season.  The  work  of  this  de- 
partment has  been  carried  on  very  much  the  same  as  previous- 
ly, and  the  resi-lts  have  been  good.     The  Brown-tail  Moth  is 
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giving  very  little  trouble.  The  Calosoma  Beetle  that  was 
liberated  in  Plymouth  in  1911,  has  multiplied  rapidly,  and 
this,  together  with  the  Wilt  Disease,  has  helped  a  great  deal 
in  the  work.  The  weather  conditions  have  been  very  favor- 
able this  year,  and  this  department  has  used  the  most  mod- 
ern methods  of  fighting  the  pests.  I  find  the  conditions 
very  much  better  than  they  have  been  at  any  time  during  the 
eighteen  years  that  I  have  had  charge  of  the  work.  I  wish 
to  thank  the  many  property  owners  for  their  aid  in  the  work 
during  the  past  year. 

I  respectfully  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $5,000.00  for 
this  department  for  the  ensuing  year.

GENERAL  REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 

Plymouth,  IV^ass.,  January  1,  1923. 

The  past  year  has  not  been  marked  by  any  sensational 
changes  eithef  in  the  activities  of  the  Board  or  in  its  method 
of  carrying  on  its  work. 

The  only  change  of  moment  in  its  organization  was  the 
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election  of  Dr.  Walter  D.  Shurtleff  to  the  Chairmansliip  of 
the  Board,  followed  by  the  appointment  of  Dr.  Elmer  A. 
Barrows  to  be  physician  in  charge  of  the  Tuberculosis  Dis- 
pensary. The  Plumbing  Inspectors,  Mr.  Michael  D.  Welsh 
and  Arthur  Sampson  were  continued  in  office,  as  was  Mr. 
Edwin  B.  Young  as  Milk  Inspector,  and  Dr.  Frederick  H. 
Bradley  as  Cattle  Inspector,  while  Mr.  Edward  K.  Morse  con- 
tinued to  act  as  Fumigating  Officer. 

Believing  that  pure  water,  clean  milk  and  good  sanitation 
are  essential  to  good  health,  the  Board  has  caused  frequent 
examinations  to  be  made,  of  springs  and  wells  used  for  public 
or  private  drinking  purposes.  Thus,  water  from  Brewster 
Spring  has  been  analyzed  several  times,  as  have  the  wells  at 
Storrow  Camp  at  Long  Pond.  Here  (meaning  at  Storrow 
Camp),  several  wells  or  springs  were  found  to  be  unfit  for 
drinking  purposes,  and  a  number  of  changes  were  made  by 
the  authorities  in  charge,  so  that  a  supply  of  pure  water  was 
assured. 

The  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  "require  that  all  milk 
sold  shall  be  free  from  adulteration,  and  also  be  of  a  certain 
fixed. standard.  These  laws  are  enforced  by  State  Inspec- 
tors, so  that  our  problem  has  been  almost  entirely  one  of 
securing  an  adequate  supply  of  clean  milk.  Not  only  have 
local  dairies  been  inspected  and  licensed,  but  out  of  Town 
dairies  supplying  milk  to  Plymouth,  have  been  under  con- 
stant supervision.  Thus,  dairies  in  the  Towns  of  Carver, 
Plympton,  Marshfield,  Middleboro  and  elsewhere,  have  been 
ins'pected  and  licensed  before  milk  could  be  sold  from  them 
within  the  Town  limits. 

Complaint  having  been  made  by  the  residents  of  Peck's 
Avenue,  of  the  large  amount  of  stagnant  water  which  had 
^een  allowed  to  stand  in  the  road  bed  at  the  Westerly  end 
of  the  Avenue,  for  days  at  a  time,  investigation  was  made, 
aand  we  were  informed  that  the  Highway  Department  would 
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not  spend  their  money  to  remedy  the  conditions,  as  Peck's 
Avenue  was  not  a  Public  Way.  Therefore,  the  Board  au- 
thorized the  expenditure  of  their  funds  to  be  the  needed 
work  of  correcting  conditions,  and  the  actual  work  was  car- 
ried out  by  the  Highway  Department. 

In  the  matter  of  contagious  diseases,  the  tabulated  table 
speaks  for  itself.  Rigid  quarantine  measures  finally  check- 
ed an  epidemic  of  Scarlet  Fever,  that  was  general  through- 
out the  State.  Cases  of  other  diseases  did  not  approach  the 
epidemic  stage.

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An  unusually  large  number  of  expensive  Tuberculosis 
cases  have  been  a  drain  on  our  finances.  At  the  present 
time  these  cases  in  South  Hanson  alone,  cost  the  Board  near- 
ly Four  Hundred  Dollars  a  month,  or  between  Four  Thous- 
and or  Five  Thousand  Dollars  a  year;  although  it  is  true 
that  in  some  cases  a  subsidy  will  eventually  be  paid  the 
Town,  by  the  Commonwealth,  and  in  one  or  two  cases  pay- 
ment will  be  made  to  the  Board  by  relatives  or  friends  of  the 
unfortunates,  to  reimburse  us  for  our  expenses. 

The  Jordan  Hospital  has  again  been  used  for  the  majority 
of  contagious  cases  aided  by  the  Town.    It  will  be  of  in- 
terest to  note  that  the  amount  paid  to  the  Hospital  this  year,, 
including  the  annual  payment  of  Two  Thoiisand  Dollars,., 
amounts  to  about  Forty-five  Hundred  Dollars. 

The  Fremont  Street  Playground,  so-called,  is  being  built 
largely  at  the  expense  of  the  Board  of  Health,  a  man  being 
kept  there  constantly,  to  burn,  bury  or  otherwise  dispose  of 
rubbish.  While  the  expense  is  heavy,  the  work  is  well 
done,  and  a  very  valuable  piece  of  ground  is  being  built, 
while  at  the  same  time  the  question  of  disposM  of  rubbish, 
garbage  and  other  waste  material  is  well  solved  for  the 
greater  portion  of  the  Town. 

In  the  North  End  of  the  Town,  the  Public  Dump  on  the 
Cordage  Land  off  Standish  Avenue,  is  still  maintained,  and 
on  the  whole  has  been  satisfactory,  but  in  order  to  get  the 
best  results,  a  care-taker  should  be  employed  there  constant- 
ly, and  this,  we  have  not  felt  that  financial  conditions  war- 
ranted. 

At  AVhite  Horse  Beach  the  disposal  of  rubbish  and  gar- 
bage during  the  summer,  has  been  unsatisfactory,  and  a 
petition  has  recently  been  received,  requesting  the  Board  to 
maintain  a  system  of  Garbage  Collection,  and  to  establish 
there,  a  Public  Dump  under  competent  supervision.  Some-

thing  along  this  line  must  be  done  during  the  coming  sum- 
mer, and  our  budget  calls  for  an  appropriation  to  carry  on 
the  work. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  reports  of  our  various  ap- 
pointees as  shown  elsewhere  in  the  Town  Report. 

We  recommend  for  the  ensuing  year,  an  appropriation  of 
$17,000  to  carry  on  the  work  for  1923.

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REPORT  OF  INSPECTION  OF  MILK 


Plymouth,  Mass.,  Jan.  29,  1923. 
To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Health  of  Plymouth : — 

As  milk  inspector  for  the  Town,  I  herewith  submit  my  - 
report  for  the  past  year. 

The  records,  up  to  the  present  time,  show  the  following: 
facts :  Licenses  taken  out  for  olemargarine  Avere  six  in 
number,  as  in  the  preceeding  year.  Seventy-eight  dealer's- 
licenses  to  sell  milk  were  granted  as  against  sixty-four  in  the  * 
preceeding  year.  The  distribution  of  the  latter  was  as  fol- 
lows. 

Class  A,  for  dealers  such  as  hotels,  restaurants,  tea  roonis^ 
lunch  rooms,  drug  stores,  etc.,  where  milk  is  dispensed  mainly 
by  the  glass,  and  where  the  patrons  drink  it  on  the  premises — 
twenty-seven  in  number. 

Class  B,  for  dealers  such  as  stores  and  markets,  where  milk 
is  bought  by  the  pint,  quart,  etc.,  and  carried  to  the  home — 
nineteen  in  number. 

Class  C,  for  persons  primarily  dealing  in  milk,  or  produc- 
ing it  for  wholesale  or  retail  trade — thirty-two  in  number. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  there  are  many  persons  who 
have  permits  to  produce  milk  but  who  have  no  licenses  as 
dealers.  It  should  be  remembered  that  the  law  allows  a 
producer  of  milk  to  retail  an  amount  up  to  twenty  quarts 
without  a  milk  dealer's  license. 

The  inspector  wishes  to  call  the  attention  of  a  few  people 
to  certain  things  which  they  should  bear  in  mind.  All  per- 
sons who  have  cows  should  get  a  permit  from  the  Board  of 
Health.  As  mentioned  above,  producers  w^ho  wish  to  sell 
milk  to  consumers  should  get  a  milk  dealer's  license,  unless 
the  amount  is  below  twenty  quarts.    Milk  dealers  should 
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•avoid  using  containers  which  have  the  names  of  other  men 
on  them.  If  consumers  will  return  the  right  bottles  to  their 
milk  men  they  will  help  the  latter  not  to  break  the  law. 
Sufficient  care  should  be  used  in  cleaning  containers ;  cold 
water  is  not  enough.  As  all  licenses  expire  on  the  thirty-first 
of  May  regardless  of  when  they  were  taken  out,  all  persons 
needing  the  same  should  make  application  at  that  time. 
Places  such  as  mentioned  in  ''Class  A"  above,  where  raw 
milk  is  served,  should  remember  that  Victualers'  licenses  do 
not  cover  their  needs,  in  the  case  of  said  product. 

There  is  as  yet  no  supply  of  certified  or  of  pasteurized 
milk  in  town.  Here  is  still  an  open  field  for  some  ambitious 
person  to  establish  a  profitable  pasteurized  trade,  should  he 
have  a  good  business  head  and  a  little  capital.

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PLYMOUTH  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of 
Plymouth : 

As  an  index  of  the  increasing  activity  and  general  use- 
fulness of  the  library  in  the  community  it  should  be  noted 
that  the  total  circulation  during  the  year  was  52,540,  the 
largest  in  the  history  of  the  library,  and  an  increase  of 
4,178  over  1921.  It  is  gratifying  also  to  find  that  the  in- 
crease in  non-fiction  alone  was  2,109,  more  than  half  being 
in  the  children's  department.  This  does  not  include  the 
school  deposit,  which  is  largely  non-fiction.  •  442  foreign 
books  were  circulated  and  662  prints,  the  latter  from  the 
pictures  given  by  Miss  Mary  Graton  Bartlett,  the  Arts  and 
Crafts  Collection,  and  the  post  cards. 

The  Morton  school  reported  a  circulation  of  374  books 
from^he  school  deposit  sent  there  last  year.  This  is  a  large 
circulation,  as  they  have  only  twenty-five  or  thirty  books  at 
one  time,  seldom  exchanging  them  for  new  ones.  Deposits 
of  books  have  also  been  sent  to  a  school  at  Chiltonville,  to 
the  Jordan  Hospital,  and,  during'  the  summer,  to  the  Na- 
tional Girl  Scout  Training  School,  at  Long  Pond. 

Books  in  Greek,  Yiddish,  Russian  and  Italian  have  been 
borrowed  from  the  Division  of  Public  Libraries,  State 
House,  Boston.  Upon  the  request  of  persons  interested  in 
a  special  subject,  books  of  non-fiction,  not  found  in  a  lib- 
rary of  this  size,  have  been  borrowed  from  the  Boston  Pub- 
lic'Library.  A  few  volumes  have  been  lent  to  libraries  in 
Carver,  Duxbury,  Kingston,  Marshfield  and  Plympton.  This 
is  done  through  the  Inter-library  loan. 
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In  response  to  a  call  from  the  American  Merchant  Ma- 
rine Library  Association,  a  number  of  books  and  periodi- 
cals, contributed  by  the  public,  have  been  sent  to  Boston 
for  the  American  merchant  ships.  Periodicals  have  also 
been  sent  to  the  Duxbury  Pier  lighthouse  and  the  Manomet 
Coast  Guard.  Books  not  needed  in  this  library  have  been 
sent  to  the  Plymouth  County  Hospital,  at  South  Hanson. 

There  are  17,651  volumes  in  the  library,  895  volumes  hav- 
ing been  added  in  1922,  623  adult  and  272  juvenile;  of 
these,  270  were  gifts. 

The  number  of  card  holders  is  approximately  4,781;  but 
as  many  people  leave  town  without  giving  up  their  cards, 
it  is  difficult  to  give  the  exact  number.  372  adult  and  219 
juvenile  cardholders  have  been  enrolled  during  the  year, 
making  a  total  of  591 ;  of  these,  140  were  temporary. 

The  adult  attendance  for  reading  and  reference  alone  was 
13,533,  while  the  children's  attendance  was  16,383. 

In  connection  with  this  statement  which  indicates  that 
a  very  large  number  of  children  use  the  library,  in  point 
of  fact  a  number  so  large  that  the  building  is  hopelessly 
inadequate  to  accommodate  them,  it  should  be  noted  that 
the  Town  Improvement  Committee  of  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  has  a  project  which,  although  it  has  not  at  pres- 
ent assumed  definite  shape,  includes  a  Memorial  Library 
for  the  children  Avhich  presumably  would  be  made  a  part 
of  the  present  library  building  and  operated  in  connection 
with  it.  Such  a  memorial  would  certainly  be  a  fitting  and 
dignified  one,  serving  to  relieve  the  crowding  and  discom- 
fort of  the  present  accommodations,  every  year  becoming 
more  aggravated,  and  materially  furthering  the  efforts  of 
our  institution  to  open  the  minds  of  the  children  to  those 
high  ideals  which  shall  later  bear  fruit  in  enlightened  serv- 
ice. 

Should  the  proposal  of  this  committee  prevail,  the  Russell 
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Library  building'  might  be  directly  connected  with  a  com- 
munity building  including  a  hall  which  could  be  used  for 
public  lectures  as  a  recognized  feature  of  the  library  work, 
a  feature  which  though  extremely  desirable,  has  heretofore 
been  wanting. 

The  generous  bequest  of  $10,000  to  the  library  by  Miss 
]\rary  Pratt  who  was  always  a  liberal  supporter  of  Plymouth 
institutions  places  us  in  a  better  position  to  equip  and 
maintain  a  children's  library  should  the  building  be  forth- 
coming and  this  use  of  the  fund  we  feel  would  meet  with  the 
unqualified  approval  of  the  donor. 

The  Board  of  Free  Public  Library  Commissioners  has 
issued  a  graded  list  of  reading  for  children  in  grades  three 
to  eight  in  the  public  schools.  Any  child  who  reads  five 
books  receives  a  certificate,  bearing  the  state  seal,  and 
signed  by  the  Commissioner  of  Education  and  the  Librarian 
of  the  Boston  Public  Library.  This  opportunity  was  re- 
ceived with  enthusiasm  by  both  teachers  and  pupils,  over 
150  certificates  having  been  issued.  It  is  hoped  that  more 
children  will  take  advantage  of  this  selection  of  good  read- 
ing during  the  'coming  year. 

During  Children's  Book  Week,  November  12-18,  books 
especially  recommended  for  children's  reading  were  dis- 
played in  the  Library  and  at  a  meeting  of  the  Pljanouth 
Woman's  Club.  Mr.  Lyscom  A.  Bruce,  Director  of  Com- 
munity Service,  very  kindly  assisted  by  giving  talks  in 
the  schools  upon  the  subject  of  books  and  reading  also  the 
first  story  hour  of  the  winter  was  held.  ]\Iiss  Greene  told 
Czechoslovak  fairy  tales  and  showed  a  map  of  the  country 
explaining  about  its  hist  or}". 

This  children's  story  hour  held  under  the  direction  of 
the  assistant  librarian.  Miss  Greene,  has  been  greatly  en- 
joyed by  th'e  children  whose  appreciation  is  indicated  by 
the  attendance.    Those  who  have  assisted  at  the  story  hour 
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Avhich  is  held  twice  a  month  on  Saturday  mornings  are  Dr. 
H.  H.  Burns,  Rev.  Ernest  Pugh,  Miss  Florence  Leland  and 
Miss  Dorothy  Bruce. 

On  July  6th,  a  tea  and  sale  was  to  have  been  held  out- 
of-doors  on  the  estate  of  the  late  William  Hedge  whose  de- 
votion to  the  library  is  well  known.  Unfortunately  the 
<iay  was  cold  and  wet  so  that  it  was  necessary  to  make  use 
of  Kendall  Hall  which  was  kindly  offered  for  the  purpose. 
A  feature  of  the  occasion  was  an  interesting  exhibit  show- 
ing features  of  the  library  work  and  as  the  number  of 
visitors  was  very  gratifying,  something  was  accomplished 
in  the  Avay  of  making  the  library  and  its  needs  better 
known.  The  money  realized  was  used  for  the  purchase  of 
books.

Books  have  also  been  received  from  the  Division  of  Pub- 
lie  Libraries,  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  the 
Smithsonian  Institution,  the  Dennison  Manufacturing  Com- 
pany and  others. 

A  number  of  post  cards  and  photographs  of  foreign  views 
were  presented  to  the  Library  by  Mr.  William  N.  Drew,  from 
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the  estate  of  Mrs.  Susan  D.  Gaylord.  These,  with  many 
cards  and  photographs  of  scenes  in  North  America,  received 
from  Miss  Emma  S.  Hall,  form  a  valuable  collection,  which 
will  be  used  in  the  schools,  when  studying  special  countries. 

Pictures  relating  to  the  Pilgrims  in  England  have  been  pre- 
sented by  Miss  Jennie  S.  Hubbard,  and  books  and  a  large 
number  of  pictures  from  the  Arts  and  Crafts  Committee  of 
the  Plymouth  Woman's  Club,  make  an  interesting  addition 
to  their  collection. 

We  mourn  the  loss  of  one  of  the  noble  Lindens  which  for 
years  have  lent  distinction  and  beauty  to  our  library.  This 
tree  in  the  judgment  of  the  Tree  Warden  was  so  weakened  by 
internal  decay  as  to  be  a  menace  to  the  public,  and  was 
taken  do^vn  leaving  a  portion  of  the  trunk  standing  to  a 
heighth  of  about  15i  feet  from  the  ground.  The  center  of 
the  trunk  is  entirely  rotted  out  leaving  only  a  cylinder  of 
sound  wood  about  four  or  five  inches  thick  inside  the  bark. 
The  roots,  however,  are  still  vigorous,  and  we  are  assured 
that  the  now  bare  trunk  will  send  out  numerous  shoots  which 
will  afford  abundant  and  protecting  foliage,  screening  the 
unsightly  stump. 

Kealizing  that  other  trees  might  be  in  an  unsatisfactory  if 
not  dangerous  condition,  and  wishing  to  prevent  if  possible 
the  necessity  for  further  sacrifices  of  this  sort  the  Directors 
asked  that  a  careful  examination  of  the  remaining  trees  be 
made  by  the  Tree  Warden  and  an  expert  from  the  office  of 
the  State  Forester.  This  was  done  and  certain  recommen- 
dations made  which  will  be  carried  out  when  weather  condi- 
tions permit. 

There  are  few  people  today  who  would  question  the  use- 
fulness of  the  public  library  in  the  community,  but  it  is 
gratifying  nevertheless  to  have  our  opinions  supported  by 
evidence  from  reliable  sources. 

Mr.  Ralph  G.  Wells,  Secretary  of  the  National  Employ- 
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ment  Managers  Association  and  a  national  authority  on  hu- 
man relations  in  industry,  stated  positively  in  a  recent  lec- 
ture here  that  he  believes  in  the  public  library  as  it  gives  the 
Avorkers  a  broader  outlook  on  life,  helps  to  keep  them  con- 
tented and  removes  class  consciousness  which,  he  says,  is  at 
the  bottom  of  all  labor  troubles. 

Mr.  Wells'  opportunities  for  studying  labor  problems  have 
been  exceptional  as  he  was  employed  as  an  expert  by  the 
Duponts'  during  the  war  when  they  established  a  number  of 
great  industrial  centers  in  one  of'which  alone  44,000  people 
were  assembled  requiring  the  building  and  equipping  of  a 
complete  industrial  city  with  dwellings,  stores,  theatres, 
churches  and  public  utilities. 

As  Plymouth  is  an  industrial  town  the  citizens  should  feel 
that  every  dollar  invested  in  the  public  library  will  be  re- 
turned to  them  in  better  social  conditions  and  industrial 
prosperity.

The  largest  piece  of  construction  work  carried  out  by  the 
department  during  the  past  year  was  the  laying  of  about 
1,600  feet  of  10-inch  pipe  on  Court  Street,  from  Shirley 
Square  to  Vernon  Street,  to  replace  an  8-inch  pipe  that  was 
laid  in  1855. 

The  cost  of  this  work  was  $4,709.50. 

The  12-inch  wrought  iron  pipe  that  was  laid  across  Stand- 
ish  Avenue  bridge  in  1900  required  renewal  and  was  replaced 
this  year  with  a  12-inch  Universal  Cast  Iron  pipe,  made  by 
The  Central  Foundry  Company. 

This  pipe  is  manufactured  in  lengths  of  six  feet,  with  ma- 
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chined  taper  joints  on  each  end  and  connected  by  two  bolts 
at  each  joint,  which  makes  it  possible  to  lay  the  pipe  very 
rapidly. 

The  total  cost  of  removing  the  old  pipe  and  laying  the 
new  pipe  was  $458.42  and  the  length  was  150  feet. 

On  a  new  real  estate  development  w^est  of  Standish  Avenue, 
there  was  laid  755  feet  of  6-inch  pipe  at  a  cost  of  $1,007.00, 
and  on  South  Cherry  Street  Extension,  248  feet  of  4-inch 
pipe  at  a  cost  of  $210.20. 

FolloAving  the  policy  which  the  Commissioners  adopted 
some  3^ears  since,  of  making  annually  some  replacements  of 
old  pipe  and  constructing  proposed  new  work,  from  current 
funds  instead  of  issuing  bonds,  we  recommend  the  following* 
construction  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Replacements:  1,000  feet  of  2-inch  pipe  on  Manter's  Lane 
with  6-inch,  600  feet  of  2-inch  pipe  on  Winslow  Street  with 
6-inch,  300  feet  of  2-inch  pipe  on  South  Green  Street  with 
6-inch,  750  feet  of  4-inch  pipe  on  Howland  Street  with  8- 
inch,  600  feet  of  14-inch  pipe  from  pumping  station  to  high 
service  reservoir  with  16-inch,  and  about  1,000  feet  of  6-inch 
pipe  for  a  proposed  new  development  for  Malaguti,  west 
of  Standish  Avenue. 

AVe,  accordingly,  recommend  our  usual  maintenance  appro- 
priation of  $19,000.00  and  an  appropriation  of  $8,000.00  for 
construction.

RAINFALL.

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POND  ELEVATIONS  AND  STORAGE  DEPLETION, 

Plate  I  is  the  chart  that  is  presented  annually  and  shows 
graphically  the  variation  in  pond  heights  and  consequent 
change  in  storage  volume  of  Great  and  Little  South  Ponds, 
from  July,  1905  to  December,  1922,  inclusive. 

The  monthly  and  annual  rainfall  for  the  above  period  is 
shoAvn  on  the  same  chart. 

On  January  1,  1922,  Great  South  Pond  was  106.0  and  on 
January  1,  1923,  it  was  106.1  above  mean  low  water. 

The  highest  elevation  reached  during  the  year  was  106.7 
in  the  months  of  April  and  May. 

An  inspection  of  the  chart  shows  that  on  January  1,  1923 
there  was  about  855  million  gallons  in  storage  above  the  in- 
take pipe  at  Little  South  Pond.

Plate  II  is  a  graphic  chart  that  shows  the  average  daily 
consumption  each  week  for  the  year  1922. 

The  dotted  line  shows  the  low  service  consumption,  the  full 
line  above  the  high  service,  or  pumping,  and  the  top  line  is 
the  total  consumption  which  is  the  sum  of  the  low  service 
and  high  service. 

The  average  daily  low  service  consumption  for  the  year 
was  430,000  gallons,  the  high  service  was  850,000  gallons  and 
the  total,  1,280,000  gallons. 

The  high  service  was  66%  and  the  low  service  was  3-1%  of 
the  total  consumption. 


EXAMINATION  OF  SUPPLIES. 

During  the  fall  of  1922,  a  disagreeable  taste  and  odor  de- 
veloped in  the  w^ater  supply  for  a  few  weeks  and  then, 
apparently,  disappeared. 

In  order  that  we  might  get  the  best  available  information 
as  to  the  cause  of  the  trouble,  the  State  Department  of 
Health  was  appealed  to  for  advice.  Six  samples  of  water 
were  sent  to  them  for  examination  from  the  following 
sources :  Boot  Pond,  Great  South  Pond,  Little  South  Pond, 
high  service  reservoir,  low  service  reservoir  and  from  the 
Water  Department  office  service. 

A  copy  of  the  letter  from  the  Department  of  Health  fol- 
lows and  shows  that  the  total  number  of  organisms  found  in 
the  samples  was  small  and  practically  no  organisms  were 
found  in  large  numbers  which  are  likely  to  cause  any  dis- 
agreeable taste  or  odor  in  the  water.

Dear  Sir, — 

In  response  to  your  request,  this  Department  has  caused  an 
examination  to  be  made  of  certain  samples  of  water  col- 
lected by  you  from  the  sources  of  water  supply  in  the  Town 
of  Plymouth  in  order  to  ascertain  the  cause  of  complaint 
relative  to  odor  and  taste  in  the  water. 

The  result  of  these  examinations  do  not  show  the  cause 
of  the  offensive  odor  and  taste  in  the  water  but  do  show 
that  the  total  number  of  organisms  found  in  these  samples 
was  small  and  except  in  the  case  of  Boot  Pond,  practically 
no  organisms  were  found  in  any  considerable  numbers  which 
are  likely  to  cause  any  disagreeable  taste  and  odor  in  the 
water.  The  organisms  chiefly  represented  in  samples  col- 
lected were  those  of  the  Diatomaceae  group,  and  an  odor 
similar  to  that  caused  by  the  organisms  Dinobryon  was 
noted  in  the  samples  collected  from  Little  South  Pond,  the 
high  service  reservoir  and  the  low  service  reservoir. 

It  is  possible  that  just  previous  to  the  collection  of  the 
samples  by  you  these  organisms  were  present  in  large  num- 
bers but  had  disappeared  at  the  time  the  samples  were  col- 
lected or,  because  of  the  direction  of  the  wind  and  conse- 
quent motion  of  the  water  in  the  ponds,  the  organisms  had 
been  diverted  from  the  vicinity  of  the  intake  or  the  points 
where  samples  were  collected  and,  therefore,  the  samples  of 
water  submitted  did  not  represent  average  conditions 
throughout  the  pond. 

I  am  submitting  herewith,  for  your  information,  a  copy 
of  the  results  of  the  microscopical  examination  of  samples  of 
water  collected. 
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The  Department  will  be  pleased  to  investigate  further  the 
presence  of  microscopical  organisms  in  the  source  of  your 
water  supply  if  you  so  request.

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REPORT  OF  FIRE  COMMISSIONER 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen. 
Gentlemen : 

A  careful  analysis  of  the  records  of  the  department  will 
show  an  increase  in  number  of  alarms  recorded  over  the  pre- 
ceding year,  a  fact  which  proves  the  necessity  of  maintaining 
an  efficient  organization  to  meet  the  growth  of  the  town. 

The  greatest  loss  occurred  during  the  month  of  April,  and 
was  occasioned  by  the  forest  fires  crossing  the  Sandwich  road 
and  igniting  buildings  in  Chiltonville.  During  the  progress 
of  this  fire  the  entire  department  was  on  duty,  and  the  Town 
of  Kingston  responded  to  our  call  for  aid,  and  sent  a  chemical 
truck  for  duty  at  the  Central  Station  to  guard  against  a 
possible  call  from  other  parts  of  the  town.  The  department 
also  assisted  the  Forest  Warden  in  fighting  fires  at  South 
Pond,  and  gave  attention  to  preventing  buildings  from 
catching  fire  that  were  in  the  path  of  the  blaze. 

In  August  a  serious  loss  at  the  estate  of  Sherman  L.  Whip- 
ple was  occasioned  by  lack  of  the  water  supply,  and  it  was 
necessary  to  station  the  pumping  engine  at  a  pond  and  de- 
liver water  through  2,500  feet  of  hose. 

The  towns  of  Kingston,  Plympton  and  Carver  asked  for  as- 
sistance, and  in  each  case  the  department  responded  with  a 
piece  of  apparatus  and  a  crew  of  men. 

The  inspection  and  test  made  by  the  Fire  Underwriters,  of 
the  pumping  engine,  showed  the  apparatus  to  be  100%  ef- 
ficient, and  the  department  is  to  be  commended  upon  this 
showing,  made  after  the  pump  had  been  in  service  for  a  period 
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of  5  years.  During  the  year  a  350  gallon  pump  was  installed 
on  Combination  D,  and  many  times  proved  its  value  at  fires 
when  a  chemical  stream  was  insufficient. 

The  Commissioner  would  call  especial  attention  at  this 
time  to  the  condition  of  the  Pope  Hartford  Chemical  truck. 
This  piece  of  aparatus  was  the  first  motor  apparatus  pur- 
chased, and  has  seen  many  years  of  service,  and  suffered  ac- 
cidents which  have  weakened  its  condition,  and  is  liable 
to  receive  treatment  while  responding  to  fires  which  will 
put  it  out  of  commission.  No  appropriation  has  been  asked 
to  cover  such  a  situation,  but  should  it  occur  it  would  be 
necessary  to  purchase  a  new  piece  of  apparatus  if  the  town 
desires  to  keep  the  department  up  to  its  present  efficiency.

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REPORT  OF  WHARF  COMMITTEE 


The  Committee,  appointed  by  the  Town  at  the  regular  March 
meeting,  ''to  represent  the  Town  in  all  matters  pertaining  to 
the  re-location  of  wharf  facilities"  submits  the  following  re- 
port. 

The  Committee  has  considered  that  its  instructions  were  to 
inquire  into  the  possibilities  of  replacing  such  of  the  water 
front  facilities  as  have  been  destroyed  by  the  Tercentenary  im- 
provements, and  to  take  such  steps  as  would  help  to  secure 
Federal  and  State  assistance  in  dredging  a  channel  to  a  new 
wharf,  if  the  Town  should  decide  to  build  one. 

Since  the  present  State  pier  affords  facilities  for  a  public 
landing  for  pleasure  boats  and  the  passenger  steamer,  it  has 
seemed  to  the  Committee  that  the  requirements  for  a  new 
wharf  would  be  largely  commercial. 

We  believe  that  the  proper  location  for  the  new  wharf,  if 
one  is  built,  would  be  on  Water  Street,  at  the  foot  of  Park 
Ave.,  starting  from  the  northerly  line  of  the  Lothrop  lot  and 
extending  northerly  to  the  Goodall  property,  opposite  the  fool 
of  Lothrop  Street. 

If  a  wharf  were  built  on  this  location  it  would  occupy  land 
now  owned  by  the  Town  of  Plymouth,  the  New  York,  New 
Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company,  the  American  Woolen 
Company  and  Iiewis  Goodall. 

All  the  land  east  of  Water  street  now  owned  by  the  New 
York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company  and  the 
American  Woolen  Company  would  have  to  be  acquired,  and  a 
portion  of  the  land  owned  by  Goodall. 
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Several  plans  and  suggestions  for  a  wharf  have  been  pre- 
sented and  disenssed,  but  the  one  that  has  received  the  most 
favorable  consideration  by  the  Committee,  is  shown  on  the 
sketch  accompanying  this  reiDort. 

It  consists  of  an  earth  dike  with  a  masonry  rip  rap  slope, 
beginning  on  the  easterly  line  of  "Water  Street  at  the  norther- 
ly line  of  the  Lothrop  lot  and  extending  northerly  about  1,400 
feet  to  the  foot  of  Lothrop  Street. 

It  has  been  figured  that  the  dredged  material  taken  from  the 
proposed  new  channel,  extending  from  the  present  State  pier 
to  the  new  wharf,  could  be  placed  behind  this  rip  rap  slope 
and  make  about  thirteen  acres  of  filled  land. 

The  necessary  pile  structures  to  reach  the  channel  from 
the  filled  land  would  be  built  as  indicated.  It  would  be  pos- 
sible to  have  rail  facilities  on  a  wharf  in  this  location  by  ex- 
tending the  existing  track  that  now  serves  the  Puritan  Can- 
ning Company. 

Lieut.  CoL  Wildurr  Willing,  District  Engineer  of  the  "War 
Department,  has  made  a  survey  and  a  favorable  report  on  the 
proposed  channel,  to  connect  the  existing  channel  at  the  State 
pier  with  the  proposed  new  wharf,  which  he  recommends 
should  be  15  feet  deep  at  mean  low  water,  and  150  feet  wide. 

The  estimated  cost  of  this  channel  would  be  $102,000.00,  of 
which  he  recommends  the  Federal  Government  pay  $51,000.00, 
provided  the  State  of  Massachusetts  contributes  $51,000.00 
(providing  the  Town  builds  the  wharf.) 

In  a  recent  letter  from  Lieut.  CoL  Willing,  he  stated  that  it 
seemed  probable  the  Federal  appropriation  would  be  approved 
by  March  1st,  1923. 

A  bill  has  been  introduced  into  the  State  Legislature,  re- 
questing the  Commonwealth  to  make  an  appropriation  equal 
to  that  made  by  the  Federal  Government,  as  its  contribution 
towards  dredging  the  proposed  channel. 

Your  Committee  understands  that  no  hearing  will  be  held 
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on  this  bill  until  the  Town  has  taken  some  action  in  the  mat- 
ter of  making  an  appropriation  for  the  construction  of  the 
wharf. 

The  Bay  State  Dredging  Company  has  made  an  estimate  of 
the  cost  of  the  necessary  earth  dike  and  rip  rap  slope  of 
$50,000.00. 

The  Aberthaw  Construction  Company  made  an  estimate  of 
the  cost  of  the  necessary  pile  piers  and  landings  of  $46,000.00 

The  estimated  cost  of  sewer  and  surface  drain  extension 
would  be  $8,000.00,  land  damage  $7,800.00  and  $10,000.00  for 
engineering  and  supervision.  This  makes  a  total  estimated 
cost  of  $121,800.00. 

Your  Committee  feels  that  it  would  be  necessary  for  the 
Town  to  appropriate  $130,000.00,  in  order  to  build  such  a 
structure  as  we  have  considered. 

The  Committee  expresses  no  opinion,  and  makes  no  recom- 
mendation on  the  larger  question  as  to  whether  or  not  the 
Town  should  build  a  wharf.  It  merely  says  that  if  a  wharf 
IS  to  be  built,  it  recommends  the  location  and  plans  outlined 
above. 

So  that  the  Town  may  take  action  if  it  so  desires,  the  Com- 
mittee has  introduced  into  the  warrant  the  necessary  articles.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


Plymouth,  Mass.,  Feb.  1,  1923. 

We  herewith  present  our  annual  report,  together  with 
financial  statement  for  1922  and  budget  for  1923. 

In  the  latter  part  of  May  the  Committee  sustained  a  loss, 
when  the  Chairman,  Mr.  Frederick  D.  Bartlett,  forwarded 
his  resignation. 

Conditions  at  the  Jabez  Corner  school  were  very  unsatis- 
factory and  the  question  arose  as  to  the  advisability  of 
closing  the  school.  At  a  conference  with  the  interested 
parties  in  that  district  a  strong  sentiment  developed  in' 
favor  of  installing  modern  improvements  and  retaining  the 
school.  During  the  summer  vacation,  modern  sanitaries 
and  heating  plant  were  installed,  and  we  now  have  a  first 
class  school  housed  in  a  modern  building. 

We  find  the  usual  overcrowded  condition  in  the  north 
part  of  the  Town,  and  the  Committee  feel  that  a  building 
must  be  erected  in  that  section  during  the  present  year. 

At  the  completion  of  a  survey  of  the  school  population 
now  being  made  by  the  Superintendent,  the  Committee  ex- 
pect to  appear  before  the  Town  with  plans  and  specifica- 
tions of  a  suitable  building,  which  will  relieve  this  conges- 
tion that  has  existed  for  several  years. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  report  of  the  Superinten- 
dent of  Schools  for  which  we  ask  your  careful  considera- 
tion.

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SUPERINTENDENTS  REPORT 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Plymouth: 

Following  is  my  first  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of 
the  Plymouth  School  System. 

During  the  few  months  that  I  have  been  associated  with 
the  School  Committee  in  the  work  of  educating  the  children 
of  Plymouth,  I  have  been  impressed  with  the  fact  that  the 
people  of  the  Town  seem  to  realize  the  importance,  not 
merely  of  accumulating  things,  but  of  living.  They  care 
about  education ;  they  care  about  enriching  life  now  and  for 
the  years  that  are  coming. 

The  general  problem  for  us  is  to  bring  about  the  educa- 
tion of  children  to  prepare  them  for  living  among  condi- 
tions as  much  different  from  those  of  today  as  conditions 
of  today  are  different  from  those  of  a  quarter  of  a  century 
ago.  The  great  changes  that  have  come  about  in  food, 
clothing,  transportation  and  communication  in  the  past 
twenty-five  years  have  produced  very  different  conditions 
of  living.  It  is  reasonable  to  expect  that  in  the  same 
length  of  time  in  the  future  there  will  be  as  many  changes, 
if  not  more.  The  development  of  the  industrial  life  of 
Plymouth  has  enlarged  the  scope  of  education.  The  schools 
have  accepted  the  responsibility  of  teaching  many  things 
that  were  taught  in  the  home  before  the  coming  of  mills 
and  the  factory  system. 

The  largest  factor  in  the  successful  maintenance  of 
schools  is  not  the  annual  appropriation  of  money  for  their 
support.  An  intelligent  understanding  of  the  process  of 
converting  appropriated  money  into  the  intellectual,  physi- 
cal and  moral  growth  of  children  in  this  particular  school 
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system  is  needed  on  the  part  of  each  citizen,  if  he  would 
bear  his  share  of  responsibility  for  the  education  of  Plym- 
outh's children  and  earn  the  right  to  criticize.  The  life  of 
the  banks  and  other  commercial  enterprises  in  the  Town 
depends  upon  the  confidence  and  good  will  of  the  people. 
The  same  factors  are  necessary  for  the  successful  main- 
tenance of  our  greatest  public  enterprise, — the  schools. 
This  confidence  and  good  will  is  of  greater  importance  than 
appropriation  of  money. 

In  return,  those  of  us  who  do  any  thinking  about  the 
matter  are  rightfully  demanding  that  the  development  of 
certain  enduring  qualities  in  our  children  shall  be  the  first 
.aim  of  those  entrusted  with  their  education.  We  are  not 
satisfied  that  the  ''Three  R's"  shall  be  the  only  commodities 
sold  over  our  educational  counters.  We  expect  that  not 
only  the  formal  subjects  shall  be  taught  but  in  and  through 
these  self-control,  respect  for  law,  straight  thinking, 
straight  living,  good  health,  right  morals,  resources  for 
wholesome  recreation  and  substance  for  the  higher  life. 

Democracy  is  founded  upon  the  expectation  of  certain 
virtues  in  the  people,"  to  quote  from  James  Bryce.  If  our 
children  are  going  to  live  later  the  kind  of  lives  which 
membership  in  this  community  or  anywhere  in  th,e  Ameri- 
can democracy  requires,  provision  must  be  made  for  them 
to  live  such  lives  in  school  years.  Their  conduct  must 
be  based  upon  qualities  more  substantial  than  con- 
ventional morality.  Education  finds  its  highest  mean- 
ing in  the  realization  that  the  worth  of  life  consists  in  the 
endeavor  to  live  out  in  conduct  the  noblest  of  which  one 
is  capable.  These  statements  may  sound  trite  and  idealis- 
tic, but  such  worth  is  recognized  in  the  commercial  field 
and  has  its  money  value;  it  is  the  basis  for  the  greatest 
achievement  in  business  or  professional  life  or  any  other 
life. 
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To  the  accomplishment  of  this  end  it  is  possible  for  Plym- 
outh to  have  a  school  system  excelled  by  none, — not  in  the 
beauty  and  grandeur  of  its  buildings,  but  by  working  with 
the  homes  and  all  other  forces  for  education  in  the  com- 
munity in  the  teaching  of  boys  and  girls  to  live. 

It  is  our  purpose  to  develop  and  maintain  excellent 
schools  and  let  the  work  speak  for  itself  through  satisfied 
parents,  loyal  teachers,  and  capable  children  who  will  take 
their  places  in  the  town  as  able  citizens. 


When  the  Superintendent  began  the  duties  of  his  office 
about  the  first  of  August  there  were  several  problems  which 
called  for  immediate  attention. 

The  largest  and  most  far-reaching  in  its  effects  upon  the 
pupils  was  that  of  securing  principals  and  teachers  before 
the  opening  of  school  a  month  later.  There  were  twenty 
vacancies.  A  principal  and  nine  teachers  were  needed  at 
the  High  School,  five  teachers  at  the  Junior  High  School, 
and  a  principal  and  four  teachers  in  the  elementary 
schools. 

The  combined  salaries  for  these  positions  for  one  year 
require  an  expenditure  of  over  thirty  thousand  dollars. 
The  number  of  pupils  directly  influenced  is  nearly  a  thous- 
and. Teaching  is  the  most  important  factor  in  the  school 
system.  For  this  purpose  the  whole  organization  and  ex- 
penditure of  money  exists.-  Hence  it  was  imperative  that 
the  greatest  care  should  be  exercised  in  the  selection  of 
teachers.  Schools  were  closed  and  it  was  impossible  to  see 
candidates  at  work. 

On  the  opening  day  in  September  there  was  a  trained 
teacher  in  each  school-room  where  a  vacancy  had  existed 
a  month  before,  and  we  have  reason  to  believe  that  the 
quality  of  teaching  has  not  been  lowered. 
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A  problem  of  less  importance  presented  itself  in  the  pur- 
chase of  supplies.  It  was  necessary  to  determine  the  needs 
of  the  various  schools,  order  the  supplies,  and  arrange  for 
their  distribution.  The  emergency  was  met  with  the  aid 
of  principals  and  teachers. 


SCHOOL  GROUNDS. 

There  is  one  condition  existing  at  several  of  our  school 
buildings  that  limits  the  worTv  of  physical  education.  AVith 
increased  enrolment  the  pla^'ground  facilities  have  become 
inadequate. 

If  all  of  the  pupils  at  the  Cornish  and  Burton  Schools 
were  to  stand  at  equal  distances  covering  the  whole  area 
of  the  playground,  any  one  of  them  could  reach  out  in 
any  one  of  four  directions  and  touch  his  neighbor.  A  piece 
of  ground  six  feet  square  is  not  large  enough  to  provide 
play  space  for.  an  active  boy  or  girl.  That  is  the  condition 
at  the  present  time. 

Various  interests  in  the  community  are  working  to  close 
the  street  between  the  two  buildings.  This  would  eliminate 
an  existing  danger  from  automobiles  and  add  approximate- 
ly seven  thousand  square  feet  to  the  area  of  the  grounds. 
The  undertaking  is  worthy  of  the  active  interest  of  all  citi- 
zens of  the  Town. 

The  portable  building  in  the  rear  of  the  Knapp  School 
has  taken  an  appreciable  area  from  the  playground  in  that 
district.  The  increased  number  of  children  in  itself  reduced 
the  amount  of  space  for  each  child.  The  two  factors  to- 
gether have  greatly  reduced  the  facilities  for  outdoor  ac- 
tivities. 

A  new  building  recommended  in  past  years  and  elsewhere 
in  this  report  would  make  possible  the  removal  of  the  porta- 
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ble  building.  This  would  increase  the  available  area  of  the 
grounds. 

Ample  and  attractive  surroundings  are  an  important  part 
of  any  school  plant. 


BUILDING  PROGRAM. 

The  proposition  of  a  new  school  building  is  not  a  new  one. 
The  need  has  been  emphasized  each  year  for  the  past  six 
years  in  the  annual  report  of  the  Superintendent  and  the 
School  Committee.  The  problem  of  maintaining  suitable 
housing  conditions  in  a  growing  school  system  is  persistent. 

It  has  now  become  increasingly  insistent.  Attempts  have 
been  made  to  take  care  of  the  immediate  need  by  erecting 
portable  buildings.  These  have  served  the  purpose  well 
for  a  short  time  as  an  emergency  method.  There  are  two 
portables  and  two  obsolete  buildings  in  use  now  which  will 
provide  pupils  for  seven  rooms  in  a  new  building.  Con- 
struction has  been  deferred  from  time  to  time  because  of 
high  cost.  Authorities  on  construction  costs  lead  us  to 
believe  that  nothing  further  is  to  be  gained  in  this  respect 
by  waiting  longer.  The  time  has  arrived  for  definite,  clear- 
cut  action. 


SCHOOLS  AND  THE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 

A  commendable  plan  to  encourage  reading  of  the  right 
kind  of  books  is  being  carried  on  jointly  by  the  Public 
Library  and  the  schools.  A  pupil  who  gives  evidence  to 
the  Librarian  of  having  read  five  books  from  a  prescribed 
list  for  his  grade  in  the  course  of  the  year  receives  a  certifi- 
cate from  the  State  Board  of  Education  and  the  Library. 

The  possibilities  of  this  activity  for  formation  of  habits 
and  influence  of  character  are  far-reaching.  Wider  publi- 
city will  be  given  to  the  plan  during  the  coming  months.

This  chart  shows  the  number  of  pupils  in  each  grade  in 
December  arranged  according  to  age  as  of  April  1,  1922. 

The  number  in  full-faced  type  indicate  the  largest  num- 
ber of  pupils  of  the  same  age  in  any  given  grade. 

Some  of  the  over-age  pupils  on  the  chart  are  in  the  spe- 
cial room  at  the  Knapp  School  and  others  are  in  the  South 
Street  Individual  School. 
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This  graph  shows  the  number  of  pupils  per  room  or  per 
teacher  in  the  elementarj^  schools. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  nineteen  of  the  fiftj^-five  rooms  rep- 
resented have  forty  or  more  pupils  each  and  thirty-eight 
have  thirty  or  more  each. 

The  small  enrollments  are  in  the  rural  or  special  schools. 
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HIGH  SCHOOL  REPORT 


Mr.  Horace  Turner, 

Superintendent  of  Schools,  Plymouth,  Massachusetts : 

]\Ir  clear  Mr.  Turner — The  report  of  the  Principal  of 
Plymouth  Hio^h  School  is  herewith  submitted : 

At  the  reopening  of  school  in  September  a  larger  number 
of  pupils  were  enrolled  than  in  any  former  year.  The  total 
registration  approached  closely  to  four  hundred.  The  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  high  school  pupils  is  not  merely 
a  local  condition.  Nor  is  it  a  temporary  state.  The  influx 
of  young  people  to  secondary  institutions  is  widespread. 
Investigation  of  the  last  three  decades  shows  the  growth  to 
be  continuous.  It  is  due  to  the  increased  recognition  of  the 
economic  value  of  education,  the  broader  opportunities 
offered  by  the  school  system,  and  the  demands  of  democracy 
for  intelligent  participation.  The  service  rendered  by  the 
high  school  to  the  community  needs  to  be  augmented  even 
more.  There  is  no  reason  to  believe  that  Plymouth  is  be- 
yond the  pale  of  the  general  progressive  educational  trend. 
Let  me  reiterate  the  statement  of  former  principals.  Plym- 
outh High  School  NEEDS  MORE  CLASS  ROOMS. 

The  duration  of  the  present  administration  has  been  four 
months.  Many  changes  in  the  corps  of  teachers  were  made 
in  the  summer  vacation.  The  selection  of  new  teachers 
was  exceedingly  fortunate.  The  co-operating  spirit  of  the 
experienced  and  skilled  teachers  who  remained  has  been 
worthy  of  constant  approbation.  The  success  of  the  school 
has  been  entirely  due  to  the  efficient  work,  unflagging  spirit, 
and  constructive  counsel  of  the  instructing  force.  Changes 
in  administration  have  been  introduced   gradually  and 
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quietly.  But  alterations  have  been  made  only  to  aid  the 
student  body  to  acquire  fruitful  knowledge,  to  develop  right 
attitudes,  and  to  express  these  in  action. 


HEALTH  AND  RECREATION. 

One  of  the  cardinal  principles  of  secondary  education  is 
proper  instruction  concerning  the  care  and  the  exercise  of 
the  body.  The  work  of  the  teachers  in  the  science  depart- 
ment has  been  so  planned  and  co-ordinated  that  hygiene^ 
proper  foods,  and  the  various  phases  of  health  instruction 
are  presented  without  separate  courses.  There  is  duplica- 
tion only  where  emphasis  is  needed. 

We  are  complying  with  the  state  law  concerning  physical 
exercise.  Calisthenics  are  held  daily.  These  exercises  are 
held  for  only  a  few  minutes.  The  pupils  are  not  dressed 
for  the  purpose.  The  space  and  equipment  is  insufficient. 
But  the  training  is  UNIVERSAL.  Every  pupil  receives  the 
benefit.  The  healthy  and  robust  pupils  are  not  singled 
out  and  given  intensive  instruction.  Correct  sitting  and 
standing  postures  are  being  developed  by  these  gymnastics. 
Proper  breathing  habits  are  being  formed.  Unused  muscles 
are  being  called  into  action.  In  general,  the  health  of  all 
is  better. 

Organized  athletics  with  interscholastic  competition  have 
not  been  abolished.  But  a  school  athletic  team  tends  to 
develop  only  a  few  individuals  and  the  few  selected  are 
usually  already  well  developed.  Sports  in  school  are  prim- 
arily valuable  to  mold  character,  to  develop  a  spirit  of  fair 
play,  and  to  teach  the  subordination  of  individual  glory 
to  the  welfare  of  the  group.  Football  and  baseball  have 
been  retained  as  sports.  Basketball  has  been  abandoned 
because  it  is  too  fatiguing  for  growing  youths  unless  a 
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proper  place  is  provided  for  regular  practice.  Interest  in 
track  events  has  been  fostered. 

The  dramatic  work  has  been  continued  not  only  because 
it  provides  funds  for  extra-curricula  activities,  but  it  is 
adapted  to  develop  qualities  in  some  students  which  would 
not  be  revealed  otherwise. 

The  publication  of  a  school  paper  has  been  revived.  Many- 
pupils  learn  to  do  by  doing.  Expression  in  action  often  is 
the  best  teacher.  The  school  periodical  furnishes  an  oppor- 
tunity to  the  pupils  to  test  their  powers.  It  is  one  of  the 
best  incentives  for  better  work  in  English. 


STANDARDS  AND  SUBJECTS. 

Although  the  devices  used  formerly  for  the  improvement 
of  scholastic  work  have  been  retained,  other  expedients 
have  been  instituted  to  promote  a  higher  standard  of 
scholarship.  The  more  prominent  of  these  are  the  honor 
roll  announcements  and  the  system  of  checking  up  appoint- 
ments for  incomplete  work. 

The  experience  of  the  entire  faculty  has  been  used  in 
planning  a  reorganization  of  the  course  of  study  in  order 
that  the  students  may  derive  a  maximum  of  benefit.  Many 
conferences  have  been  held  by  different  groups  and  the  de- 
cision is  unanimous  that  the  teaching  of  subjects  intensively 
for  one  year  is  much  more  beneficial  than  instruction  of  the 
same  number  of  hours  extended  over  a  longer  period  of 
time.  Accordingly,  the  following  specific  recommendations 
are  made : 

1.  That  algebra  be  offered  five  periods  per  Aveek  during 
the  first  year  and  five  periods  per  week  during  one-half  of 
the  third  year  instead  of  two  and  one-half  years  as  at 
present. 

2.  That  bookkeeping  be  offered  five  periods  per  week 
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during  the  second  and  third  years  instead  of  during  the 
first  three  years. 

3.  That  typewriting  be  reserved  for  the  later  years  of 
the  high  school  work. 

4.  That  all  history  and  civics  classes  be  maintained  five 
periods  weekly  of  which  one  period  shall  be  assigned  for 
library  work. 

5.  That  commercial  arithmetic  be  made  compulsory  for 
the  freshman  year  for  commercial  pupils. 

6.  That  salesmanship  be  added  to  the  list  of  commercial 
subjects  presented. 

7.  That  domestic  science  be  compulsory  for  all  girls  dur- 
ing one  year. 

8.  That  lockers  be  installed  in  the  coat  rooms. 


PROMISCUOUS  ELECTIVES. 

By  the  test  of  trial  and  error  the  fact  has  become  recog- 
nized that  the  program  of  studies  in  a  public  high  school 
best  meets  the  needs  of  pupils  when  there  are  a  few  curri- 
cula in  which  certain  subjects  are  constant  and  other  sub- 
jects are  elective. 

One  of  the  prime  functions  of  a  junior  high  school  is  to 
explore  the  interests,  aptitudes  and  inclinations  of  pupils. 
A  senior  high  school  needs  to  cultivate  and  develop  princi- 
pally after  the  exploration.  But  the  free  elective  system 
that  is  maintained  in  the  Plymouth  High  School  prolongs 
the  exploration  period  unduly.  Although  educational 
guidance  is  provided  for  the  pupils,  there  are  many  who 
complete  the  four  years'  work  without  any  definite  sequence 
of  subject  matter.  What  is  the  result?  Some  graduates 
desire  to  go  to  college,  but  find  they  have  elected  too  many 
commercial  subjects.  There  are  others  who  desire  to  enter 
commercial  offices,  but  have  selected  too  many  of  the  classi- 
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cal  studies.  An  indiscriminate  mixture  of  subjects  does 
not  form  a  course.  It  is  difficult  to  progress  without  follow- 
ing* a  course.  I  recommend  that  a  program  of  studies  be 
adopted  in  which  there  will  be  a  small  number  of  curricula 
with  constant  and  elective  subjects. 


WHO  GOES  TO  HIGH  SCHOOL? 
WHY? 

A  private  school  frequently  confines  its  student  body  to 
one  course  such  as  college  preparation  or  accounting  or 
electricity^  or  mechanics.  A  public  high  school  is  main- 
tained for  the  development  of  pupils  whatever  may  be  their 
natural  bent.  A  public  high  school  must  cater  to  the  public 
need.  It  must  care  for  pupils  of  different  mentalities,  of 
different  home  environment  and  training,  of  different  aims 
and  prospects. 

The  high  school  needs  to  be  prepared  to  fit  young  men 
and  women  for  colleges  and  schools  of  medicine,  dentistry, 
pharmacy,  law,  education,  secretarial  science,  business  ad- 
ministration, agriculture,  engineering  and  mechanics.  The 
high  school  needs  to  train  young  people  so  that  they  may 
•easily  adapt  themselves  to  home  making,,  nursing,  agricul- 
ture, salesmanship,  office  work  and  manifold  other  occupa- 
tions. In  order  that  pupils  shall  not  be  compelled  to  con- 
form to  the  school  a  broad  diversification  of  opportunity 
is  necessary.  The  more  extensive  the  departments  of  the 
high  school  the  more  satisfactory  will  the  increasing  needs 
of  the  community  be  served.  There  must  be  no  retrench- 
ment if  thereby  opportunities  are  Avithheld  from  children 
during  the  plastic  period  of  their  lives.

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AGRICULTURE. 

I  take  pleasure  in  incorporating  parts  of  the  report  of 
the  agricultural  department  as  presented  to  me  by  the 
instructor,  Mr.  Young. 

"The  activities  of  our  agricultural  boys  are  much  the 
same  as  have  been  described  in  the  past.  With  special  ref- 
erence to  out  of  door  farm  practice  we  have  done  orchard 
renovating,  spraying,  building  construction  work,  tractor 
work,  work  connected  with  the  handling  of  poultry  such 
as  killing  and  caponizing,  gardening  and  many  other  varie- 
ties of  farm  work.  We  wish  to  thank  our  many  friends 
who  have  made  it  possible  for  us  to  get  this  varied  experi- 
ence. 


BEEGMAN  AND  HIS  BIEDS. 
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TRACTOR  INSTRUCTION. 


Enrollment — In  September  fourteen  pupils  were  accepted 
and  enrolled  in  the  Department,  although  in  June  preceed- 
ing,  thirt3"-four  signified  their  intention  of  taking  this 
course.  The  reduction  in  number  was  largely  due  to  the 
fact  that  many  do  not  understand  the  pre-requisites  of  a 
Vocational  Agricultural  Course.  Had  there  only  been  a 
course  in  the  high  school  on  the  general  study  of  this  sub- 
ject, this  desire  could  have  been  satisfied.  However,  many 
of  last  year's  problems  are  eliminated  because  of  the  pres- 
ent number  of  pupils. 

Equipment — Changes  which  have  taken  place  since  the 
end  of  the  last  school  year  have  gone  so  far  towards  re- 
ducing the  cost  of  the  Agricultural  Department  that  when 
considering  the  State  Aid  for  this  vrork,  it  is  now  one  of 
the  least  expensive  departments  in  the  school  to  the  Town. 
It  should  be  noted  that  the  School  Committee  no  longer 
furnishes  us  with  a  Ford  automobile  and  its  maintenance. 
Also,  some  of  the  equipment  hitherto  bought  for  the  De- 
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partment  is  now  used  in  part  or  in  whole  by  other  pupils 
or  parts  of  the  school  system. 

Project  Results — Accounts  of  the  boys  during  the  past 
year  have  shown  that  their  garden,  poultry,  and  other 
projects,  have  produced  a  clear  profit  of  $1,025.35,  while 
they  earned  from  farm  labor  and  substitute  w^ork  $2,204.44, 
making  a  total  earned  of  $3,229.79,  or  in  other  words,  about 
$230.69  per  average  pupil  for  those  who  turned  in  their 
figures. 

Some  of  our  boys  have  won  prizes  at  the  various  shows 
and  fairs  amounting  to  $31.20  in  all,  covering  a  period  of 
one  year.  Of  these  Hillery  Bergman  and  Everett  Pyle 
deserve  special  mention.  Bergman  won  $13.75  in  prize 
money  and  for  the  most  part,  on  poultry.  At  the  Brockton 
Fair  Pyle's  pig  took  second  place  in  the  Junior  Contest  and 
fourth  place  in  the  Senior  Contest.  Of  the  boys  in  the 
freshman  class,  Robert  McMahon  has  the  best"  showing  so 
far  for  the  new  year  for  prize  winning."

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JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHCK)L  REPORT. 


Mr.  Horace  F.  Turner, 

Superintendent  of  Schools,  Plj^moutli,  Mass. : 
Dear  Sir — At  the  close  of  the  present  year  in  June,  the 
school  will  have  completed  its  tenth  year  of  organization. 
Although  organized  in  1913  to  contain  the  eighth  and  ninth 
grades,  it  was  not  until  1917  when  the  newly  enlarged 
building  was  completed  that  the  seventh  grade  was  intro- 
duced. 

Nine  hundred  sixty  pupils  have  graduated  from  the 
school,  beginning  with  the  class  of  1914,  numbering  ninety- 
six  to  the  class  of  1922  inclusive,  numbering  one  hundred 
fifty-five. 

In  its  organization  the  emphasis  was  placed  upon  "the 
attempt  to  help  the  pupil  explore  his  own  aptitudes  and  to 
make  at  least  provisional  choice  of  the  kinds  of  work  to 
which  he  will  devote  himself."  It  should  be  noted  that 
many  pupils  become  fourteen  years  of  age  during  the  eighth 
school  year  and  are  legally  free  to  leave.  As  a  proof  of  the 
holding  power  of  the  school,  the  records  show  that  the  per 
cent,  of  pupils  leaving  has  been  due  almost  wholly  to  eco- 
nomic reasons  at  home.  There  has  been  a  steadj^  increase 
in  the  number  remaining  to  finish  their  course  and  enter 
High  School.  Fewer  eliminations  have  taken  place  in  the 
ninth  than  in  any  other  grade  and  the  percentage  of  girls 
leaving  has  been  higher  than  that  of  the  boys. 

Pre-vocational  training,  a  part  of  the  regular  course  of 
study,  has  been  one  of  the  strongest  holding  powers.  The 
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number  of  boys  electing  manual  training  varies  from  one- 
third  to  two-thirds  of  all  the  boys.  Besides  the  opportunity 
to  acquire  information  and  knowledge  with  some  degree  of 
skill,  the  course  also  gives  the  application  of  arithmetic, 
mechanical  drawing,  design,  and  free  hand  drawing,  and 
stimulates  individual  initiative. 

The  girls  also  have  practical  home  tasks  such  as  the  the- 
ory- of  cooking,  meal  planning,  table  setting  and  table 
serving.  In  the  sewing  classes  not  only  is  the  time  given 
to  the  making  of  garments  but  also  to  the  study  of  textiles. 
These  two  departments  give  the  girls  a  chance  to  test  their 
aptitudes. 

Commercial  training  begun  in  the  eighth  grade  is  pre- 
vocational  f or  both  boys  and  girls.  For  those  who  do  and 
those  who  do  not  intend  to  enter  High  School,  it  gives  the 
opportunity  to  learn  both  typewriting  and  bookkeeping. 

Provision  is  also  made  for  those  wishing  to  take  an  aca- 
demic course  by  allowing  a  choice  of  either  French  or  Latin. 
At  the  end  of  their  Junior  High  School  course  pupils  can, 
in  most  cases,  know  their  aptitudes. 

The  fact  that  the  purpose  of  the  school  is  to  train  for 
intelligent  and  efficient  citizenship  has  not  been  neglected. 
The  qualities  for  these  are  acquired  in  history,  civics  and 
English,  and  by  the  observance  of  days  of  special  import- 
ance. Ten  selections  of  classic  literature  besides  forty 
choice  thoughts  are  memorized  each  year  by  all  pupils. 

I  cannot  speak  too  highly  of  the  interest  shown  in  the 
Library  Club.  This  is  evidenced  not  only  by  the  number 
belonging  in  this  school,  but  also  by  those  boys  and  girls 
who,  although  now  in  High  School,  still  keep  up  their  mem- 
bership and  take  an  active  part  in  its  program. 

Boys  and  girls  who  have  left  school  for  economic  reasons 
sometimes  return  after  the  lapse  of  five  or  six  months  or 
even  a  year.    This  happens  when  the  shop  or  factory  has 
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a  dull  season.  In  a  few  cases,  they  have  returned  to  grad- 
uate. This  spirit  should  be  encouraged  and,  if  a  sufficient 
number  of  such  pupils  return,  the  policy  of  the  school 
should  be  to  arrange  a  program  so  that  while  here  they  may 
make  the  best  possible  use  of  their  time. 

More  and  more  I  see  the  necessity  of  utilizing  all  the  ac- 
tivities of  the  school  for  those  who  may  wish  to  continue 
an  education,  interrupted  perhaps  by  conditions  in  the 
home.  The  Library  Club  could  expand  its  program  so  as  to 
admit  those  who  have  a  leisure  hour  or  two  in  the  afternoon 
and  who  could  profitably  spend  that  time  in  wholesome 
reading. 

There  should  be  inaugurated  some  kind  of  a  follow^-up- 
system  to  enable  one  to  learn  to  what  extent  the  training 
given  actually  functions. 

The  school  has  always  been  active  in  both  national,  state 
and  community  service.  The  records  kept  during  the  war 
show  to  what  extent  it  responded  to  the  Red  Cross,  Victory 
Boys  and  Girls,  and  in  buying  War  Savings  Stamps.  It 
has  participated  in  community  activities  both  by  pageants 
and  plays,  in  patriotic  exercises  and  by  contributions  to 
commemorate  the  soldiers  and  sailors. 

A  summary  of  what  the  pupils  past  and  present  have 
purchased  for  the  school  through  their  entertainments  are  : 
The  piano,  victrola  and  all  records,  pictures  that  adorn  the 
walls,  reflectoscope  with  300  slides,  all  the  flags  in  the  build- 
ing and  books  for  supplementary  use.  To  beautify  the  ex- 
terior they  contributed  all  the  evergreen  shrubs  and  paid 
for  their  setting  out. 

The  following  requisitions  are  suggested: 

A  coping  of  some  kind  around  the  roof  to  prevent  snow 
slides. 

A  fire  signal  bell. 

A  program  clock. 
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In  closing  this  report,  permit  me  to  express  my  apprecia- 
tion to  all  who  have  shown  an  interest  and  have  been  a  help 
in  the  work  of  the  school, — to  the  School  Committee,  the 
teachers,  and  the  townspeople.  It  is  only  through  the  co- 
operation of  these  that  the  work  can  be  successfully  car- 
ried on.

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EXTRACTS  FROM  REPORTS  OF  PRINCIPALS 
OF  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS. 


COPtNISII  DISTRICT. 

"The  introduction  of  physical  training  and  organized 
lAay  has  met  with  hearty  endorsement  and  co-operation. 

The  policy  of  sending  pupils  to  a  higher  grade,  whenever 
it  has  been  found  to  be  an  advantage  to  them  to  have  this 
advancement  without  waiting  for  the  regular  time  for 
promotion,  has  been  followed.  Several  pupils  will  thus  be 
able  to  gain  a  year.  Several  over-age  pupils  have  also  been 
transferred  to  high  grades  that  they  might  be  associated 
with  pupils  of  more  nearly  their  own  age. 

There  seems  to  be  an  imperative  need  that  some  way  be 
found  to  provide  for  the  over-age  pupils  in  this  district. 
There  are,  at  present,  22  pupils  who  are  14  years  of  age 
or  over.  It  is  desirable  that  these  be  given  an  opportunity 
to  receive  the  special  instruction  they  need.  Their  removal 
from  the  regular  classes  would  make  it  possible  to  provide  a 
room  and  an  instructor  at  no  additional  expense  except 
the  necessary  equipment." 


KNAPP  SCHOOL. 
"The  separating  of  the  sub-normal  and  much  retarded 
pupils  has  been  a  decided  advantage  to  the  work  of  the 
various  rooms.    Likewise  has  it  been  an  advantage  to  the 
pupil  himself. 

In  the  Overage  Room  at  the  Knapp  there  is  need  of  much 
more  along  the  line  of  Manual  Training.  At  present  the 
girls  are  given  sewing  once  a  week  for  one  hour.  This  might 
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well  have  much  more  time.  A  bench  and  a  few  tools,  where 
a  boy  could  use  his  hands  in  really  making  something, 
would  be  decidedly  an  advantage. 

The  appointment  of  a  Physical  Director  for  the  past 
year  has  brought  many  good  results.  The  playground  work 
has  been  carried  on  and  has  shown  steady  improvement. 

The  school  is  well  equipped  for  visual  instruction,  having 
800  stereographic  views.  Late  last  Spring  a  new  Balopti- 
con  and  300  glass  slides  were  purchased.  This  last  repre- 
sented an  expenditure  of  over  $200.  The  entire  amount 
as  well  as  more  for  records  and  other  things  has  been 
raised  through  the  efforts  of  the  teachers  and  pupils.  This 
equipment  greatly  aids  the  work,  especially  in  geography 
and  history.  The  manner  of  obtaining  it  makes  the  pupils 
appreciate  more  than  ever  its  value.  We  hope  soon  to 
obtain  the  rest  of  the  set  of  slides. 

We  have  had  an  orchestra  during  the  past  year  which 
has  met  regularly  after  school.  They  have  been  able  to 
play  several  numbers  at  the  two  entertainments  given  in 
the  Cordage  Auditorium  this  past  year." 


HEDGE  SCHOOL. 

"We  have  emphasized  obedience  to  the  law,  the  principles 
of  democracy,  and  the  duties  of  citizenship.  Our  School 
Club,  which  was  organized  early  in  the  year,  proved  a  val- 
uable aid  in  this  direction,  but  specific  teaching  is  neces- 
sary and  we  need  good  text  books  for  that  purpose. 

Much  interest  in  the  care  of  the  teeth  has  been  aroused 
under  the  direction  of  the  dental  nurse.  A  large  percent 
of  the  pupils  have  bought  tooth  brushes,  and  the  installa- 
tion of  dental  apparatus  in  the  building  has  made  it  possible 
for  more  children  to  receive  treatment.    Heretofore  car 
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fares  and  the  long  distance  to  the  dental  clinic  prevented 
many  from  getting  much  needed  help. 

The  recent  appointment  of  a  physical  director,  who  has 
charge  of  all  physical  training,  is  a  decided  help  in  the  ad- 
vancement of  the  health  movement,  and  good  results  are 
already  noticeable.  With  our  fine  health  department  and 
the  sincere  co-operation  of  the  teachers  much  should  be 
accomplished. 

Our  non-English  speaking  class  continues  to  be  a  success, 
giving  the  children  who  would  be  handicapped  in  the 
grades  on  account  of  lack  of  knowledge  of  the  English 
language  a  chance  to  advance  with  greater  rapidity,  and, 
at  the  same  time  inculcating  high  ideals  in  regard  to  Ameri- 
can citizenship.'* 


MT.  PLEASANT  SCHOOL. 

' '  The  school  is  in  very  good  condition,  the  standard  high, 
a  fine  corps  of  teachers  who  are  ever  ready  to  co-operate 
wdth  each  other,  the  principal,  and  the  superintendent  for 
the  advancement  of  education. 

Much  improvement  in  reading  through  dramatizing  has 
l)een  accomplished. 

There  is  decided  improvement  in  composition  and  letter 
writing.  One  prize  composition  on  'Organized  Play'  was 
published  in  the  'Old  Colony  Memorial.' 

Much  has  been  done  for  the  physical  health  and  happi- 
ness of  the  child  in  this  branch.  Proper  exercises  and 
games  are  taught  for  the  development  of  the  body,  and  or- 
ganized play  has  been  established  which  still  further  per- 
fects the  child  physically,  gives  every  one  a  chance  to  have 
a  good  time  and  prevents  indulgence  in  harmful  games  and 
pastimes.  Some  apparatus  for  the  playground  would  ad- 
vance this  good  work. 
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In  arithmetic  practical  problems  have  be-en  taught, — 
making  change,  oral  and  written  drills  on  the  fundamentals 
to  develop  accuracy  and  speed. 

An  inestimable  Avork  is  done  by  the  school  physician, 
nurse  and  dental  hygienist  to  improve  the  health  of  the 
pupils,  keep  them  Avell,  teach  them  habits  of  cleanliness  and 
prevent  the  spread  of  disease  and  vermin." 


PHYSICAL  EDUCATION. 

Reports  from  the  various  schools  indicate  satisfactory 
progress  of  the  work  in  physical  education  organized  under 
s.  special  supervisor.  Since  this  is  the  first  year  the  work 
lias  been  conducted  in  this  manner  a  large  part  of  the  re- 
port of  the  supervisor  is  given  revealing  the  plan  and  scope 
of  this  branch  of  educational  activity. 

' '  One  twenty-minute  period  a  week  is  given  to  each  room 
in  most  of  the  schools.  All  others,  with  the  exception  of 
Cedarville,  are  visited  every  two  weeks  and  a  longer  period 
given. 

The  work  taught  consists  of  gymnastics,  games,  folk 
dancing  and  rhythmic  work.  Believing  correct  posture 
lias  much  to  do  with  health  we  have  emphasized  this  point. 

By  teaching  co-ordination  of  nerves  and  muscles,  power 
of  concentration,  a  sense  of  rhythm,  ability  to  think  and  act 
quickly,  this  work  does  much  toward  training  mind  as 
w^ell  as  body. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  one  playground  had 
organized  play.  It  is  hoped  to  have  such  on  all  school 
grounds  before  the  end  of  the  present  school  year.  Stories 
written  by  the  children  show  they  much  prefer  this  method 
to  the  old  because  they  are  taught  many  new  games  and 
there  is  less  chance  of  accidents.    Nowhere  do  children

learn  more  about  self  control  and  fair  play  than  while 
playing  games. 

Because  this  recess  period,  belongs  to  the  children  they 
are  being  taught  to  have  entire  charge  of  their  play.  A  cap- 
tain, first  and  second  lieutenant  are  chosen  by  the  children 
from  each  room.  When  there  are  more  than  one  room 
playing  together  l^hey  take  turns  choosing  games.  The 
elected  officers  take  charge.  Teachers  are  always  on  the 
grounds  and  help  when  needed.  By  this  method  children 
learn  to  work  together,  respect  laws  made  by  their  democ- 
racy, the  school,  and  in  this  way  are  being  trained  for  good 
citizenship. 

Improvement  in  the  surfaces  of  the  plaj^ grounds  would 
be  much  appreciated.  The  Hedge  and  Knapp  have  many 
low  places  which  are  too  wet  for  use  after  stormy  weather.. 
This  greatly  reduces  the  playing  area  so  that  many  chil- 
dren cannot  play  as  they  wish.  The  Cornish  ground  is  in 
very  bad  condition.  I  would  strongly  recommend  the  im- 
provement as  outlined  for  the  larger  playground  by  closing 
Russell  Street.  At  present  there  is  not  enough  room  for 
all  the  grades  so  the  two  fourth  grades  have  no  outdoor 
recess  in  the  morning.  This  should  not  be  and  could  be 
remedied  by  having  a  larger  playground.  Most  of  the 
grounds  are  very  dusty  and  should  have  something  done  ta 
prevent  this.    The  oil  does  not  seem  satisfactory. 

Much  credit  is  due  the  teachers  in  the  schools  for  their 
splendid  co-operation  in  this  new  work.  I  consider  it  a 
great  pleasure  to  be  the  one  to  start  this  work  in  our  town 
and  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  superintendent 
and  committee  for  their  co-operation  and  support." 
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STATE-AIDED  PRACTICAL  ARTS  COURSES. 
Evening  and  afternoon  classes  in  practical  arts  were  con- 
ducted at  the  High  School.  Women  taking  the  courses  were 
enrolled  as  follows : 

Dressmaking,  56 
Millinery,  72 

Total  Enrollment,  128 
The  classes  met  for  two  lessons  a  week  for  twenty-four 
weeks.    The  courses  were  arranged  to  best  meet  the  needs 
of  those  who  came  for  instruction.    They  were  open  to  all 
women  in  the  Town. 

One-half  of  the  cost  of  instruction  was  paid  by  the  State. 


AMERICANIZATION  AND  EVENING  SCHOOLS. 

The  work  is  set  forth  in  the  report  of  the  director  of 
Americanization  and  evening  schools  as  follows: 

''Adult  classes  in  Americanization  have  been  carried  on 
during  the  past  year  for  a  period  of  twenty  weeks. 

One  Beginner's  Class,  two  Intermediate  Classes  and  one 
Citizenship  Class  have  been  in  session  three  afternoons  each 
week  at  the  Cordage  Company's  plant.  The  men  assemble 
in  Harris  Hall,  immediately  after  the  work  of  the  day,  and 
the  session  lasts  from  five  to  six  o'clock. 

Classes  in  Americanization  are  conducted  both  at  the 
Knapp  and  Cornish  Evening  Schools,  a  Women's  Class  at 
Spooner  Street  School,  and  a  class  of  men  at  the  Portu- 
guese National  Band  Club  on  Standish  avenue.  These 
Americanization  Classes  differ  from  the  regular  Evening 
School  in  that  they  are  composed  of  adult  men  and  women 
who  are  in  the  classes  through  their  own  initiative.  The 
zeal  manifested  by  these  groups  is  most  praiseworthy." 

Citizenship  Classes  were  organized  last  year  using  the 
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new  State  Course  for  the  first  time.  The  number  of  men 
in  those  classes  compared  most  favorably  with  towns  and 
cities  larger  than  Plymouth.  This  year  these  classes  are 
still  larger.  No  man  in  any  of  the  classes  last  year  failed 
to  pass  the  Educational  Test  given  by  the  Federal  Examiner, 
which  shows  the  excellent  work  done  by  the  men  and  the 
patient,  sympathetic  work  of  the  teachers. 

The  men  in  the  Citizenship  Classes  are  not  only  given  the 
class  instruction  but  are  aided  in  the  making  out  of  De- 
clarations of  Intention,  the  sending  for  Certificates  of  Ar- 
rival and  in  any  of  the  complications  which  many  times 
arise. 

Since  the  change  in  the  Naturalization  Laws,  which  took 
effect  last  September,  the  w4ves  of  alien  citizens  must  go 
through  the  same  process  of  Naturalization  as  do  the  men. 
Citizenship  Classes  for  women  will  be  necessary  in  the 
near  future. 

Three  Intermediate  women's  classes  are  now  in  session. 
Two  of  these  are  held  at  the  Knapp  School  and  one  at  the 
Spooner  Street  School.  All  of  them  are  obtaining  excellent 
results. 

The  Class  at  the  Portuguese  National  Band  Club  has  con- 
tinued its  study  three  evenings  a  week,  the  same  as  last 
year.  One-half  the  teacher's  time  is  given  to  Beginners 
and  the  other  half  to  Citizenship.  This  arrangement  is  to 
benefit  members  of  the  Club  who  wish  both  and  is  very 
satisfactory. 

Plymouth  is  most  fortunate  in  having  a  group  of  teach- 
ers for  both  Americanization  and  Evening  School  Classes 
who  have  received  special  training  and  have  also  had  suc- 
cessful experience.  The  majority  have  State  Certificates, 
given  as  a  result  of  special  training  for  this  work.  The 
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work  requires  patient,  sympathetic  as  well  as  careful  pre- 
paration.  This  I  feel  we  have  had. 

The  record  of  the  Evening  Schools  from  their  opening  in 
October  until  the  present  time  is  as  follows:

The  purpose  as  stated  by  the  principal  is  "to  help  those 
pupils  into  the  next  grade,  who,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
regular  teacher,  were  not  ready  for  promotion  in  June." 
Pupils  Avho  failed  to  be  promoted  have  the  privilege  of 
attending,  but  must  return  to  the  same  grade  in  September. 
On  the  other  hand,  ambitious  pupils  who  were  promoted 
may  come  if  they  wish. 

The  largest  attendance  is  usually  in  the  sixth  grade,  due 
no  doubt,  to  the  fact  that  those  pupils  are  preparing  to 
enter  Junior  High  School.  Membership  is  smallest  in  the 
eighth  grade.  Last  year  none  were  conditioned  from  Junior 
High  to  Senior  High.  The  eighth  grade  pupils  who  attend- 
ed were  preparing  for  ninth  grade. 

The  work  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  is  departmen- 
tal. For  that  reason  best  results  have  been  obtained  when 
regular  mathematics  and  English  teachers  have  been  in 
charge.

The  tests  of  sight  and  hearing  have  been  made  by  the 
teachers,  as  required  by  law. 


EMPLOYMENT  AND  EDUCATIONAL  CERTIFICATES. 

During  the  year  1922  certificates  were  issued  as  follows: 
102  First  Certificates  to  minors  14  to  16  years  old. 

23  Subsequent  Certificates  to  minors  14  to  16  years  old. 
191  First  Certificates  to  minors  16  to  21  years  old. 
136  Subsequent  Certificates  to  minors  16  to  21  years  old. 

Laws  have  been  enacted  from  time  to  time  in  relation  to 
child  labor  to  the  end  that  there  shall  be  safeguarded  for 
the  child  his  rights  in  education  and  physical  development. 
The  liability  is  placed  upon  the  employer. 

There  are  several  requirements  to  be  observed  by  any  in- 
dividual or  corporation  employing  a  person  under  twenty- 
one  years  of  age  : — 

1.  An  employer  must  require  and  place  on  file  a  cer- 
tificate issued  by  the  superintendent  of  schools  or  his  rep- 
resentative. The  certificate  must  be  obtained  before  em- 
ployment begins. 

2.  The  employer  must  return  the  certificate  to  the  su- 
perintendent of  schools  within  two  days  after  the  minor 
has  left  his  employ. 

The  rigid  observance  of  these  two  requirements  make  it 
possible  to  account  for  minors  in  relation  to  school  atten- 
dance and  employment.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  PHYSICIAN. 


IMr.  uiorace  F.  Turner, 

Superintendent  of  Schools,  Plymouth,  Mass. 
Dear  Sir: 

A  more  thorough  physical  examination  has  been  given  each 
pupil  during  the  past  year  than  ever  before  inasmuch  as  the 
routine  examination  of  the  child  has  been  made  to  include 
the  use  of  the  stethoscope  v^hich  heretofore  had  been  em- 
ployed only  on  those  whose  condition  had  in  some  way 
suggested  it. 

The  more  thorough  the  examination  can  be  made,  the 
greater  the  number  of  defects  which  can  be  brought  to  light 
without  doubt,  but  there  are  practical  considerations  which 
limit  the  scope  of  our  investigations.  The  ideal  examination 
would  require  the  removal  of  the  clothing  at  least  to  the  waist 
and  this  most  medical  leaders  in  school  health  work  urge  as 
of  the  greatest  importance,  although  it  is  done  in  only  a  few 
wealthy  communities.  ]VEoreover  the  presence  of  the  parent 
is  very  desirable  during  the  examination  as  his  or  her  in- 
terest and  cooperation  are  thus  assured  in  the  correction  of 
those  defects  which  may  be  disclosed. 

Dr.  Merrill  E.  Champion,  Director  of  Division  of  Hygiene, 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Health  who  urges  such  ex- 
aminations in  conference  with  the  parent,  tells  us  that  they 
should  take  about  twenty  minutes  for  each  individual,  i.  e. 
about  three  pupils  could  be  examined  in  an  hour.  That  one 
part-time  physician  with  2500  pupils  to  examine  cannot  de- 
vote 20  minutes  to  each  pupil  is  evident,  however  desirable  it 
might  be  to  do  so.  Fortunately  it  is  usually  possible  to  get 
a  very  fair  idea  of  the  condition  of  the  heart  and  lungs  in 
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most  cases  without  removing  the  clothing.  The  apices  of  the 
lungs,  the  portion  first  attacked  by  tuberculosis,  is  almost 
always  readily  accessible,  and  the  sweater,  the  garment 
which  offers  the  most  serious  obstacle  to  further  ausculta- 
tion of  the  lungs  and  heart  may  readily  be  pulled  up  out 
of  the  way. 

Admitting  that  such  an  examination  is  not  the  most  satis- 
factory but  submitting  that  it  is  the  only  practical  one  for 
us  it  has  yet  been  possible  to  detect  a  large  number  of  defects. 
In  a  number  of  instances  where  a  more  thorough  examination 
seemed  essential  the  consent  of  the  parents  has  been  obtained 
for  it. 

Statistics  given  out  by  the  Secretary  of  State  November 
23rd  and  covering  the  first  six  months  of  1922  show  that 
more  than  twice  as  many  people  died  of  heart  disease  as  died 
of  tuberculosis  during  that  period,  the  exact  figures  being 
heart  disease  4,741,  against  tuberculosis,  2,053. 

The  latter  disease  has  been  feared  as  the  greatest  scourge 
of  civilization  and  a  very  effective  offensive  waged  against 
it  but  now  we  have  another  enemy  taking  the  lead.  For  the 
purpose  of  studying  heart  disease  and  fighting  it  a  society 
of  the  leading  heart  specialists  •  in  the  country  called  the 
Society  for  the  Prevention  and  Relief  of  Heart  Disease  has 
been  formed.  This  society  has  suggested  five  classes  under 
which  all  those  who  have  heart  symptoms  or  might  be  ex- 
pected to  develop  them  may  be  grouped  for  the  purpose  of 
study.   The  classes  are  as  follows  : 

Class  I.  Patients  with  organic  heart  disease  who  are  able 
to  carry  on  their  habitual  physical  activity. 

Class  II.  Patients  with  organic  heart  disease  who  are  able 
to  carry  on  diminished  physical  activity. 

Class  III.  Patients  with  organic  heart  disease  who  are 
unable  to  carry  on  any  physical  activity. 

Class  IV.    Patients  with  possible  heart  disease. 

Class    V.    Patients  with  potential  heart  disease. 
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Dr.  Harry  B.  Schmidt  under  whose  direction  148,000 
children  in  Detroit  were  examined  says:  ^'When  we  con- 
sider that  more  than  2,000,000  people  in  the  United  States 
suffer  from  heart  disease,  and  that  a  large  proportion  of 
these  people  give  a  previous  history  of  rheumatism  or 
chorea,  it  can  be  seen  that  great  benefit  will  be  derived 
from  measures  adopted  toward  prevention  of  these  two 
diseases,  which  are  so  common  in  childhood  and  adolescence. 

We  must  therefore  of  necessity  begin  with  the  child,  and 
-there  is  no  better  place  for  this  campaign  of  education  and 
investigation  than  in  the  schools  throughout  the  United 
.States/' 

The  examination  of  pupils  in  our  schools  showed  that 
there  are  thirty-two  who  have  abnormal  heart  sounds. 
These  cases  were  studied  and  classified  as  above  with  the 
following  result:  Class  I,  8;  Class  II,  2;  Class  III,  0;  Class 
IV,  22. 

For  Class  V,  those  who  show  no  signs  or  sj^mptoms  of 
the  disease,  but  have  had  diseases  which  are  known  to  be 
capable  of  producing  it,  we  have  no  figures.  It  is,  however, 
a  large  class  for  it  includes  all  those  who  have  had  such 
diseases  as  rheumatism,  chorea  or  St.  Vitus  dance,  and  ton- 
silitis.  Those  who  have  given  the  problem  the  most  careful 
study  believe  that  tonsilitis  or  sore  throat  is  capable  of 
causing  heart  trouble.  It  should  therefore  be  considered  as 
a  serious  disease  and  the  child  given  the  best  of  care  and 
attention.  It  is  especially  important  that  he  or  she  should 
not  be  put  to  work  or  sent  back  to  school  too  soon  after 
having  been  ill  with  a  severe  sore  throat. 

The  sane  way  to  deal  with  pupils  with  heart  disease  in 
the  public  schools  is  that  advocated  by  Dr.  Halsey  of  New 
York  City  whose  successful  handling  of  the  problem  in  the 
public  schools  of  that  city  is  well  known.  He  believes  that 
as  far  as  possible  these  children  should  be  allowed  to  enjoy 
a  normal  school  life.   Much  harm  is  done  them  he  contends, 
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by  the  morbid  fear  of  exercise  entertained  by  many  pa- 
rents and  teachers,  for  such  children  need  the  exercise  as 
much  or  more  than  their  normal  companions.  Dr.  Halsey 
therefore  lets  them  take  physical  exercise  with  the  others, 
allowing  them  to  be  the  judge  of  what  is  enough  for  them. 
The  result  is  that  many  who  begin  timidly  and  fearfully 
gradually  extend  their  activities  until  they  are  doing  the 
full  measure  of  work  comfortably,  without  undue  effort. 
Who  can  estimate  the  good  it  does  such  a  child  to  take  his 
place  beside  his  fellows  rather  than  be  compelled  to  stand 
aside  as  a  weakling. 


DENTAL  CLINIC 


The  activity  and  efficienc}^  of  our  dental  clinic  has  qiiite 
naturally  attracted  attention  and  in  some  quarters  criticism. 
All  the  work  may  be  placed  under  one  of  two  heads,  either 
Educational  or  Corrective. 

Through  talks  on  oral  hygiene,  tooth-brush  drills,  in- 
spections and  the  awarding  of  attractive  buttons,  Miss 
White  carries  on  the  educational  propaganda,  but  of  all 
the  methods  which  she  employs  nothing  brings  home  the 
advantages  of  a  clean  mouth  quite  so  forcefully  as  the 
thorough  technical  cleaning  which  she  gives  their  teeth. 

The  Corrective  program  is  carried  out  in  the  dental 
clinics  held  two  mornings  a  week  by  paid  dentists,  Drs. 
Donovan  and  Dyer. 

In  view  of  the  numbers  who  need  the  assistance  of  the 
clinic  our  policy  is  a  preventive  one,  i.  e.  instead  of  turning 
out  a  few  children  with  perfect  mouths  we  do  those  things 
which  will  save  the  maximum  number  of  useful  teeth  and 
eliminate  possible  sources  of  trouble  for  the  greatest  num- 
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ber  of  children.  By  doing  some  of  the  work  that  is  most 
urgently  demanded  in  their  mouths  we  try  to  teach  them, 
the  advantages  of  dental  correction  and  implant  a  desire  for 
it  which  will  lead  them  to  follow  it  up  themselves. 

The  principals  of  the  buildings,  Miss  White,  and  the  den- 
tists are  watching  to  see  that  the  clinic  is  not  taken  ad- 
vantage of  by  children  whose  parents  can  afford  private 
treatment,  and  no  child  is  treated  without  a  statement  of 
the  family  income.  No  doubt  some  do  get  in  who  should 
not  but  we  feel  that  we  are  taking  every  reasonable  precau- 
tion against  it. 

There  is  danger  that  we  may  be  led  into  giving  too  much 
of  our  time  and  attention  to  the  more  brilliant  and  striking 
results  of  the  operative  program  as  carried  out  in  the  clinic,, 
whereas  I  believe  much  the  most  important  and  vital  part 
of  our  work  is  educational,  for  the  educational  propaganda 
reaches  many  more  children  and  produces  greater  and  more 
far  reaching  results.  We  shall  therefore  for  the  present  at 
least,  have  the  school  dentist  on  duty  give  but  one  morning'- 
a  week  to  the  clinic,  the  other  morning  being  devoted  to  ex- 
aminations in  the  schools.  In  this  way  the  dentists  will 
come  in  contact  with  a  far  greater  number  of  children  and 
their  parents  will  receive  a  detailed  statement  from  him  as 
to  the  exact  condition  of  the  teeth  of  the  children. 

Early  in  the  year  with  a  view  to  making  the  educational 
side  of  our  work  as  broad  as  possible  we  obtained  films 
from  the  Department  of  Hygiene  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health,  teaching  some  of  the  truths  of  oral  hj^giene  in  a 
very  striking  and  interesting  way  and  these  were  run  for 
a  week  at  the  Old  Colony  Theatre  by  courtesy  of  the  man- 
agement; also  we  are  indebted  to  the  Plymouth  Cordage 
Company  for  showing  them  at  their  Saturday  afternoon 
performance  for  the  children. 

As  there  have  been  difficulties  in  the  way  of  getting 
children  in  from  the  north  part  of  the  town  to  the  clinic 
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rooms,  Miss  White,  the  dental  hygienist,  has  been  giving 
one  day  a  week  to  cleaning  at  the  Hedge  school.  The  equip- 
ment there,  however,  was  unsanitary  and  the  old  foot- 
power  engine  which  she  was  obliged  to  run  made  her  work 
very  difficult.  Recognizing  the  necessity  for  it  the  com- 
mittee has  purchased  a  fountain  cuspidor  and  electric  en- 
gine. Both  are  second  hand  but  have  been  put  in  good  con- 
dition and  w^hen  installed  will  not  only  make  the  work  of 
the  hygienist  easier  but  enable  her  to  do  more  and  better 
work.

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Much  has  been  done  this  year  not  only  to  remove  dental 
defects  among  the  school  children  of  Plymouth  but  what 
is  more  worth  while  to  teach  the  children  the  importance  of 
the  care  of  the  teeth. 

As  there  are  so  many  children  needing  dental  attention 
we  are  unable  as  yet  to  treat  any  teeth,  so  must,  if  a  tooth 
is  badly  decayed,  extract  it.  I  wish  to  urge  the  parents 
to  keep  watch  of  their  children's  "back  teeth."  The  first 
permanent  molar  tooth  comes  at  the  age  of  six  years.  At 
this  age  it  is  the  last  tooth  on  either  side  of  the  jaw,  upper 
and  lower.  If  this  tooth  is  lost  it  will  never  be  replaced 
and  as  it  is  the  ' '  key  stone ' '  to  the  dental  arch,  causing  the 
other  permanent  teeth  to  come  straight,  it  is  necessary 
to  preserve  it.  We  have  to  extract  this  tooth  for  a  great 
many  children  because  the  parents  deeming  it  a  first  tooth, 
have  neglected  to  attend  to  it.  Parents  should  watch  the 
children  when  they  are  brushing  their  teeth  and  see  that 
they  brush  the  back  teeth  as  well  as  the  front.  All  children 
have  had  the  tooth-brush  drill  and  understand  how  to  brush 
their  teeth.  It  is  necessary  that  the  teeth  should  come 
regularly  to  their  proper  positions  so  that  they  may  come 
together  accurately  and  allow  thorough  mastication  of  the 
food.  If  any  of  the  permanent  teeth  are  lost  the  food  can- 
not be  as  thoroughly  prepared  for  the  stomach  and  digestive 
troubles  may  arise. 

In  order  to  stimulate  interest  in  the  care  of  the  teeth,  I 
have  used  charts  and  awarded  buttons,  brushes,  tooth  paste, 
etc.,  to  those  children  who  brush  their  teeth  regularly 
every  day.  Each  child  is  examined  once  a  month  by  me  and 
given  credit  due  him  or  her.  I  find  it  necessary  to  use  these 
methods  to  obtain  the  best  results.  Children  will  not  work 
for  a  distant  goal  called  ''Health,"  there  must  be  some  im- 
mediate reward  in  view  as  an  incentive.  I  can  honestly  say 
that  there  has  been  a  great  improvement  in  the  mouths  of 
the  school  children  of  Plymouth. 
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At  the  annual  convention  of  the  National  Dental  Asso- 
ciation at  Los  Angeles,  California,  the  Plymouth  School 
Department's  Dental  Clinic  was  favorably  commented  upon 
by  a  worker  of  the  Mass.  State  Department  of  Health,  as 
one  of  the  best  and  most  up  to  date  for  municipalities  of  its 
size  in  the  country. 

We  are  glad  to  know  that  those  who  are  best  qualified  to 
judge  approve  of  us  but  we  must  not  let  that  approval  make 
us  too  well  satisfied  with  ourselves  to  do  better.  To  those 
of  us  who  realize  how  little  all  we  do  really  is  compared 
with  the  great  need,  a  dentist  working  two  mornings  a  week 
does  not  seem  enough.  May  the  time  soon  come  when  there 
will  be  a  dentist  at  work  in  the  clinic  every  morning.

SCHOOL  NURSE 


In  the  report  for  last  year  attention,  was  called  to  State 
Commissioner  Kelly's  keen  analysis  of  the  development  of 
the  public  health  movement  in  which  he  characterizes  the 
present  as  the  era  of  hygiene  now  just  beginning  and  des- 
tined to  be  by  far  the  most  beneficial  in  its  effect  upon  the 
race.  The  central  idea  today  is  that  the  individual  man, 
woman  and  child  instead  of  being  compelled  to  conform  to 
<3ertain  arbitrary  health  laws  as  heretofore  must  be  taught 
how  to  keep  himself  or  herself  well.  The  keynote  of  the 
age  in  public  health  work  is  then  to  be  Education  and 
therefore  Cooperation. 

The  Modern  Health  Crusade  is  national  in  its  scope,  over 
4,000,000  schools  having  been  enrolled  since  it  was  first  in- 
troduced by  the  National  Tuberculosis  Association  a  few 
years  ago,  and  it  has  received  the  unqualified  endorsement 
of  the  National  Educational  Association. 

It  appeals  to  the  imagination  of  the  child  and  helps  him 
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form  health  habits  while  he  is  learning  to  understand  the 
reason  for  them  but  perhaps  the  strongest  factor  in  the 
sweeping  success  which  the  Crusade  has  had,  has  been  the 
opportunity  which  it  affords  for  the  exercise  of  the  spirit 
of  competition  which  is  so  easily  aroused  in  every  normal 
<child. 

Feeling  that  the  Crusade  is  in  harmony  with  modern  ideas 
on  public  health,  it  has  been  introduced  in  our  schools  under 
the  direction  of  the  school  nurse,  the  equipment  being  pro- 
vided from  a  small  sum  of  money  which  the  school  physician 
Las  at  his  disposal  for  health  work.  The  work  which  the 
nurse  has  been  doing  under  the  head  of  nutrition  classes" 
is  now  included  in  the  Crusade  which  requires  the  weighing 
and  measuring  of  pupils,  and  those  habits  of  life  which  she 
lias  been  teaching  in  trying  to  overcome  the  effects  of  mal- 
nutrition are  now  acquired  through  the  daily  chores  which 
^ire  the  vital  part  of  the  movement.  Hence  the  Crusade  is 
supplementary  and  adjuvant  to  the  work  which  has  already 
"been  done.  The  larger  grade  schools  now  have  bulletin 
iDoards  upon  which  the  nurse  places  the  weight  charts  of 
those  who  are  under-nourished.  The  normal  weight  for 
each  child  is  indicated  on  his  or  her  chart  by  a  red  star 
and  it  is  interesting  to  watch  the  gradual  and  sometimes  in- 
terrupted ascent  of  the  weight  line  towards  the  goal.  This 
is  a  great  stimulus  to  effort. 

Although  all  the  larger  buildings  have  been  equipped 
^vith.  weighing  scales  for  some  time,  the  children  in  the 
smaller  schools  did  not  receive  the  benefit  of  the  weighing 
and  measuring  which  has  proved  so  effective  in  improving 
the  condition  of  the  under-nourished.  This  has  been  reme- 
died by  the  purchase  by  the  School  Department  of  por- 
table scales  which  the  nurse  carries  about  with  her  and 
sets  up  at  any  school  where  she  wishes  to  use  them. 

During  the  summer  the  nurse's  car  was  put  in  good  con- 
dition mechanically  and  repainted,  both  of  which  it  needed 
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very  badly  as  it  is  continuously  in  use  ten  months  in  the 
year  in  all  kinds  of  weather.  In  our  large  township  with 
widely  scattered  schools,  the  efficiency  of  the  nurse  would 
be  greatly  reduced  without  a  car. 

The  school  physician  wishes  to  gratefully  acknowledge 
the  assistance  rendered  by  Miss  Collins,  director  of  physical 
education,  who  has  done  much  to  lighten  the  burden  of  the 
school  nurse  by  taking  over  the  adjustment  of  school  desks 
and  seats  and  otherwise  generously  assisted  in  the  health, 
program.

During  the  year,  physicians  have  kindly  continued  giving 
their  services  for  the  correction  of  diseases  of  the  eye  and 
ear,  and  in  operating  for  diseased  tonsils  and  adenoids.  In 
October,  the  Modern  Health  Crusade,  which  is  a  system 
of  training  in  good  health  habits  was  introduced  into  the 
schools  here,  the  work  being  done  by  the  children  from  the 
third  to  sixth  grades.    Pupils  are  enrolled  as  "pages"  and 
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become  successively  Squire,  Knight  and  Knight  Banneret. 
The  requirements  are  the  performance  of  health  chores  and 
the  recording  of  the  performance  on  ''score  cards"  which 
are  kept  at  home.  A  good  number  of  children  have  already 
shown  a  decided  improvement  in  health,  and  general  ap- 
pearance, and  some  who  were  from  five  to  fifteen  pounds 
underweight,  have  gained  from  four  to  thirteen  pounds.  A 
simple  form  of  score  card  is  also  being  kept  in  the  first  and 
second  grades,  under  the  supervision  of  the  teachers,  going 
to  bed  early,  being  one  of  the  requirements  to  earn  a  re- 
ward. 

With  the  cooperation  of  parents,  in  seeing  that  their 
children  perform,  and  faithfully  record  their  health  scores, 
good  health  habits  will  be  formed,  which  will  result  in  im- 
proved physical  condition  of  the  child,  better  attendance 
at  school,  and  also  aid  in  the  prevention  of  disease.  It 
would  be  a  great  help,  if  teachers  could  give  a  short  time 
every  day  to  the  teaching  of  health,  and  the  pupils  be  given 
credits  as  for  their  regular  school  work.

On  June  23rd,  a  health  play  entitled,  "The  Fountain  of 
Health,"  was  very  creditably  given  in  the  Cordage  Audi- 
torium by  the  pupils  of  the  Hedge  school,  before  a  large  au- 
dience most  of  whom  were  children.  The  importance  of 
good  food  and  the  part  each  food  plays  in  building  up  the 
body  was  interestingly  shown  as  well  as  the  necessity  for 
sufficient  sleep,  exercise  in  the  open  air,  and  other  health 
habits.  If  one  may  judge  by  the  eager  attentive  faces  of  the 
audience  the  lessons  of  the  play  were  not  lost  upon  them.

Much  credit  is  due  the  principal  and  teachers  of  the  Hedge 
school  for  the  successful  presentation  of  a  play  which  served 
so  well  to  compliment  the  efforts  of  the  school  physician 
and  nurse. 

Through  the  efforts  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  of 
the  Woman's  Club  we  received  a  visit  from  a  ''health 
clown"  who  used  his  instant  and  tumultous  popularity 
with  the  children  to  good  advantage  by  driving  home  a 
number  of  timely  health  hints.  On  Friday,  May  12th,  he 
gave  two  performances  at  the  Cornish  School,  and  one  at 
the  High  school  for  grade  pupils  in  the  South  part  of  the 
Town.  Saturday  morning  he  went  to  the  Manomet  school 
and  a  large  number  of  children  at  the  North  enjoyed  a  per- 
formance in  the  afternoon  at  the  Cordage  Auditorium. 


DUST  ON  PLAY  GROUNDS. 
Last  fall  there  was  more  complaint  than  usual  from 
teachers,  of  the  clouds  of  dust  which  irritated  the  mucous 
membranes  of  the  eyes,  nose  and  throat  and  all  but  ob- 
scured the  children  at  times.  It  seemed  as  though  some- 
thing should  be  done  to  abate  this  nuisance,  and  arrange- 
ments were  made  Avith  Mr.  Blackmer  of  the  Street  De- 
partment to  spray  the  troublesome  playgrounds  at  the 
Cornish,  Knapp  and  Hedge  schools  with  a  light  oil  at  the 
week  end  so  that  they  might  have  a  day  or  two  to  dry 
before  using  them.  This  proved  not  to  be  an  unmixed 
blessing  for  soon  after  the  oil  was  applied,  it  rained,  creat- 
ing a  very  unsatisfactory  condition,  especially  at  the  Hedge 
school  where  there  were  large  pools  of  water  and  oil.  If 
after  the  oil  was  applied  a  coating  of  sand  had  been  spread 
over  it,  the  results  would  have  been  much  better,  particular- 
ly if  there  were  no  rain  for  some  time. 
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This  method  of  relieving  the  dust  nuisance  in  the  fall  is 
worth  a  further  trial  but  the  oil  should  be  applied  about 
the  middle  of  August,  giving  plenty  of  time  for  it  to  dry 
out  before  school  opens.  A  still  better  solution  of  the 
problem  would  be  to  spread  fine  crushed  stone  and  cinders 
on  the  playgrounds.  This  material  is  in  use  at  the  Mt. 
Pleasant  school  and  is  very  satisfactory  as  it  does  not  pack 
down  hard,  but  offers  a  yielding  surface  free  from  dust. 


LIGHT  IN  THE  SCHOOL  ROOM. 
The  State  assumes  grave  responsibilities  when  it  compels 
growing  children  to  remain  confined  in  school  rooms  five 
hours  a  day  five  days  in  the  week  for  forty  weeks  in  the 
year.  It  devolves  upon  the  School  Committee  in  whose  im- 
mediate charge  the  children  are  placed  to  see  that  the  con- 
ditions in  their  school  rooms  are  as  favorable  to  the  normal 
development  of  the  child  as  possible.  Even  under  such 
conditions  the  constant  demand  upon  the  eyesight  of  the 
child  has  a  well  recognized  tendency  to  produce  myopia  or 
nearsight  and  in  poorly  lighted  school  rooms  this  tendency 
becomes  a  positive  menace  to  normal  sight.  During  the 
winter  months  when  the  days  are  short  and  particularly 
on  stormy  days  there  is  a  very  rapid  loss  of  light  during 
the  afternoon  so  that  by  the  time  the  pupils  are  dismissed 
the  light  in  the  school  rooms  is  greatly  diminished.

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The  illustration  gives  the  results  of  an  experiment  the 
purpose  of  which  was  to  show  the  relative  intensity  of  the 
light  in  school  rooms  in  the  middle  of  the  day  and  about 
closing  time. 

Each  square  is  a  reproduction  of  the  photograph  of  a  sheet 
of  white  paper  placed  on  a  pupil's  desk  in  a  school  room. 
The  camera  used  was  supported  on  a  frame  so  constructed 
that  it  cast  as  little  shadow  on  the  paper  as  possible  (none 
can  be  detected  on  the  prints),  and  operated  from  a  dis- 
tance by  a  thread.  All  exposures  were  made  for  50  seconds 
and  on  the  same  roll  of  films.  The  exposed  films  were  all 
developed  together  and  all  the  printing  was  done  in  one 
frame  at  the  same  time  so  that  the  squares  as  reproduced 
should  give  us  a  true  idea  of  the  relative  intensity  of  the 
light  at  each  exposure. 

No.  1  was  taken  at  1.15  p.  m.  in  a  well  lighted  school  room 
with  a  northern  exposure,  the  sun  shining  on  the  snow  out- 
side, and  may  be  taken  as  a  standard  of  excellent  lighting 
for  the  purpose  of  comparison.  No.  II  was  taken  at  1  p.  m. 
on  the  same  day  in  another  room,  low  in  the  walls  and 
poorly  lighted.  The  light  out-side  was  so  strong  at  this 
time  of  day  that  even  the  poor  room  got  a  very  good  light, 
the  print  showing  only  a  shade  darker  than  No.  I.  No.  Ill 
was  taken  at  3.50  p.  m.  on  the  same  clear  day  in  the  same 
room  as  No.  II  and  shows  a  very  decided  loss  of  light.  No. 
IV  was  taken  at  4.20  p.  n^i  in  the  same  room  on  a  cloudy  day. 
This  of  course  is  after  school  hours  but  it  serves  well  to 
show  the  rapid  loss  of  light  in  the  school  room  on  a  cloudy 
winter  afternoon. 

That  we  need  to  make  every  reasonable  effort  to  increase 
the  amount  of  light  in  the  school  rooms  is  obvious  and 
there  is  one  simple  and  very  effective  method  of  doing  it. 
Ceilings  when  properly  whitened  reflect  a  large  amount  of 
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light  from  the  windows  and  add  materially  to  their  effi- 
ciency, but  ceilings  very  quickly  become  blackened  and  ab- 
sorb light  instead  of  reflecting  it.  If  each  summer  all  the 
ceilings  were  inspected  and  every  one  not  in  perfect  con- 
dition whitened,  the  improvement  due  to  added  cheerful- 
nss  and  relief  from  eyestrain  would  more  than  pay  for  the 
expense.  Light  yet  restful  tints  for  the  walls  are  also  im- 
portant but  not  as  important  as  the  ceilings,  which  should 
be  the  first  to  receive  attention. 


CONTAGIOUS  DISEASE. 

As  was  the  case  in  the  previous  year,  1921,  so  again  this 
year  during  the  early  months,  the  incidence  of  scarlet  fever 
increased  to  the  proportions  of  an  epidemic,  twenty-three 
cases  being  reported  by  the  Board  of  Health  for  the  month 
of  February  but  the  disease  did  not  become  as  prevalent 
as  the  year  before  and  soon  died  out. 

Chicken-pox  has  been  very  prevalent  during  the  past 
year,  especially  so  in  the  later  months.  Though  as  a  rule 
not  a  serious  disease,  it  has  seriously  interfered  with  school 
attendance,  the  more  so  on  account  of  the  long  period  of 
incubation  and  the  necessity  for  excluding  exposed  children 
from  school  during  that  period. 

Small-pox  is  becoming  more  prevalent  in  the  country  at 
large,  the  United  States  Public  Health  Service  having  re- 
ported seventy-two  cases  and  twenty-one  deaths  for  the 
week  ending  November  11th.  This  alarming  increase  in  the 
disease  is  attributed  to  indifference  and  hostility  toward 
vaccination  and  the  authorities  are  urging  every  one  to  see 
that  they  and  their  dependents  are  properly  protected.

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COST  OF  SCHOOLS— A  COMPARISON 


Do  You  Know : 

That  there  were  1090  passenger  automobiles  registered 
from  Plymouth  in  1922  besides  351  used  for  commercial 
purposes? 

That  it  is  a  conservative  estimate  to  say  that  the  average 
cost  of  the  1090  passenger  automobiles  w^as  $1,000  each 
and  their  average  life  five  years,  making  a  total  outlay  of 
$1,090,000  or  an  annual  outlay  of  $218,000? 

That  it  is  a  very  conservative  estimate  to  say  that  the 
average  annual  cost  of  running  each  one  of  these  1090 
passenger  automobiles  was  $300,  or  for  running  all  of  them 
$327,000? 

That  combining  these  two  amounts  we  are  forced  to  the 
very  conservative  conclusion  that  the  private  citizens  of 
Plymouth  of  their  own  individual  free  will  spent  $545,000 
on  their  own  passenger  automobiles?  (It  would  be  in- 
teresting to  know  the  increased  outlay  for  maintenance  of 
streets  made  necessary  for  these  automobiles.) 

That  the  total  cost  of  schools  for  the  same  year  in 
Plymouth  was  less  than  $210,000,  or  $335,000  less  than  was 
spent  on  passenger  automobiles? 

That  riding  in  automobiles  and  education  of  our  boys 
and  girls  for  living  now  and  through  years  to  come  are 
both  very  essential  to  our  welfare  as  a  community? 

That  it  is  quite  worth  while  that  we  consider  the  rela- 
tive importance  of  passenger  automobiles  and  education  in 
our  account  of  expense  and  net  returns  ? 
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In  closing  this  report  I  wish  to  state  that  it  has  not  been 
my  intention  to  treat  fully  all  of  the  activities  of  the  school 
system.  Excellent  work  has  been  done  by  the  teachers  of 
household  economics,  manual  training,  drawing  and  by  the 
supervisors  of  special  subjects.  These  branches  have  be- 
come established  and  are  integral  parts  of  the  educational 
work  of  the  Community. 

The  important  question  is  whether  there  has  been  sub- 
stantial progress  in  the  whole  system.  There  is  abundant 
evidence  that  excellent  work  has  been  done  in  building  up 
a  progressive  school  system.  It  is  my  hope  that  the  curve 
of  progress  will  continue  in  an  upward  direction.

Article  17.  To  hear  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the 
Veterans'  Memorial  Building  to  take  such  action  thereon  as 
the  Town  may  deem  expedient  and  make  an  appropriation 
therefor. 

Article  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
vote  passed  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  March  25,  1922, 
under  Article  Fourteen  of  the  warrant  for  said  meeting,  hy. 
striking  out  the  figures,  "$125,000.00"  wherever  the  same 
appear  in  said  vote  and  substituting  in  place  thereof  the 
words,  ''Two  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars"  so  that  said  vote 
shall  read  as  follows : 

"That  the  Town  appropriate  the  sum  of  Two  Hundred 
Thousand  Dollars  to  erect  and  equip  with  suitable  seats  a 
municipal  auditorium  on  the  Lothrop  lot  now  owned  by  the 
Town  on  Court  Street,  said  building  to  be  constructed  sub- 
stantially in  accordance  with  plans  submitted  and  now  be- 
fore this  meeting;  that  the  construction  of  said  building 
shall  be  under  the  direction  of  the  Selectmen  and  a  commit- 
tee of  five  to  be  appointed  by  the  Selectmen.  The  Select- 
men and  said  committee  shall  procure  bids  for  the  erection 
of  such  a  building  on  the  plans  submitted  and  specifications 
to  be  furnished;  by  advertising  therefor  in  the  usual  man- 


ner,  and  are  hereby  authorized  to  sign  a  contract  in  the 
name  of  the  Town  for  the  erection  of  said  building  at  a 
price  not  to  exceed  the  amount  of  the  appropriation  therefor 
and  that  any  contract  so  made  shall  cover  the  cost  of  the 
building,  1,500  seats  and  architects  and  engineering  fees." 

Article  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  issue  bonds 
or  notes  of  the  Town  to  carry  into  effect  any  action  the 
Town  may  take  under  the  preceeding  article,  Article  Eigh- 
teen of  this  warrant. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  Articles  14-15-16-18  and  19,  being 
closely  related,  be  considered  together.  (Article  17  is  in  the  hands 
of  a  Special  Committee.) 

The  Town  has  voted  to  erect  a  Memorial  Town  Hall  at  a  cost  of 
$300,000.00.  It  has  also  voted  to  erect  a  Municipal  Auditorium  at  a 
cost  of  $125,000.00  Xo  voter  wants  or  expects  the  Town  to  erect 
the  two  buildings.  It  seems,  however,  that  the  large  majority  of  the 
voters  believe  that  a  building  with  a  large  hall,  such  as  is  contem- 
plated by  both  plans  already  acted  upon,  is  necessary  for  the  needs 
of  the  Town. 

Many,  including  the  Committee,  believe  the  Town  is  under  obliga- 
tion to  erect  a  building  at  a  cost  of  approximately  $300,000.  As  a 
practical  matter  the  Committee  believes  that  neither  of  said  buildings 
can  be  or  will  be  erected  without  the  co-operation  of  the  factions 
in  interest. 

The  Committee,  therefore,  invited  the  Memorial  Town  Hall  Com- 
mittee and  Judge  Davis  to  discuss  with  them  the  plans  already  sub- 
mitted for  the  purpose  of  working  out,  if  possible,  a  plan  that  would 
incorporate  the  salient  features  of  both  plans.  Time  was  too  short 
to  work  out  a  plan  for  this  meeting,  but  the  Memorial  Town  Hall 
Committee  and  Judge  Davis  have  expressed  their  willingness  to 
?co-operate  with  the  belief  that  they  can  work  out  a  plan  that  will 
be  acceptable  to  a  large  majority  of  the  voters.  It  is  expected  that 
the  Memorial  Town  Hall  Committee  will  present  such  a  plan  at  a 
Special  Town  Meeting  in  the  near  future,  and  the  Advisory  Com- 
mittee, therefore,  recommends  that  no  action  be  taken  under  these 
Articles. 

Article  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  Chap- 
ter One  Hundred  and  Sixty-two  of  the  Acts  of  1921,  entitled 
*'An  act  authorizing  the  Town  of  Plymouth  to  erect  a 
wharf  and  public  landing." 

The  Committee  recommends  that  the  Tow^n  accept  Chapter  162  of 
the  Acts  of  1922,  entitled  ''An  act  authorizing  the  Town  of  Plymoutk 
to  erect  a  wharf  and  public  landing." 

Article  21.  To  hear  the  report  of  the  Relocation  Com- 
mittee appointed  according  to  the  vote  under  Article  6  of 
the  Special  Town  Meeting  held  on  January  29,  1921. 

This  article  referred  to  a  special  committee. 


Article  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  erect  a  wharf 
or  pier  on  the  property  now  owned  by  the  Town  and  proper- 
ty to  be  acquired,  on  Water  Street  opposite  South  Park  Ave- 
nue, extending  northerly  to  a  point  opposite  Lothrop  Street 
on  land  of  Lewis  Goodall,  and  to  make  an  appropriation 
therefor. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  the  Town  erect  a  wharf  or  pier 
according  to  this  article  and  make  an  appropriation  of  $130,000  there- 
for.   (Messrs.  Burns,  Eoyal,  Edes,  Parsons,  and  Eichards,  dissenting.) 

Article  23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  issue  bonds 
or  notes  of  the  Town  to  carry  into  effect  such  action  as  the 
Town  may  take  under  Article  Twenty-two  of  this  warrant. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  the  Town  issue  bonds  or  notes  to 
carry  into  effect  Article  22.

contract  so  made  shall  cover  the  cost  of  the  building,  1500 
seats  and  architects  and  engineering  fees."

Article  twenty-two : 

On  motion  of  George  B.  Howland,  it  was  unanimously 
voted;  That  the  consideration  of  Articles  22  and  23  be 
taken  up  together. 
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Mr.  Harry  B.  Davis  moved:  That  the  Town  erect  a 
wharf  or  pier  and  public  landing  on  the  property  now  owned 
by  the  Town  and  property  to  be  acquired  on  Water  Street 
opposite  South  Park  Avenue  and  extending  Northerly  to  a 
point  opposite  Lothrop  Street,  in  accordance  with  plans 
submitted  by  the  Relocation  Committee  and  the  sum  of 
$130,000.00  be  and  is  hereby  appropriated  therefor.  The 
erection  of  said  wharf  or  pier  and  public  landing  shall  be 
under  the  direction  of  a  Committee  of  Ten  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Selectmen,  and  to  provide  funds  for  the  construction

To  take  such  action  as  the  Town  may  see  fit 
in  aid  of  the  Plymouth  Public  Library. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  the  sum  of  $5,000.00, 
including  the  Dog  Tax  of  1922,  amounting  to  $1,439.12,  be 
appropriated  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Plymouth  Public 
Library. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  a  sum  not 
exceeding  five  hundred  (500)  dollars  in  aid  of  the  Manomet 
Public  Library. 
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The  Committee  recommends  that  the  sum  of  $500.00  be 
appropriated  in  aid  of  the  Manomet  PubHc  Library. 

Article  8.  To  see  what  appropriation  the  Town  will 
make  for  the  care  and  improvement  of  the  various  parks  and 
of  the  Training  Green. 

The  Committee  recommends  the  following  appropriations: 
Park  Department,  $3,300.00;  Cutting  Wood  in  Parks, 
$300.00;  Training  Green,  $300.00. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  a  sum  not 
exceeding  one  thousand  (1,000)  dollars  for  the  maintenance 
and  improvement  of  the  Stephens'  Field  Playground. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  the  sum  of  $1,000.00 
be  appropriated  for  the  maintenance  and  improvement  of 
the  Stephens'  Field  Playground. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  (100)  dollars  for  construction  of  sea  wall 
at  the  Stephens'  Field  Playground. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  the  sum  of  $100.00  be 
appropriated  for  the  Stephens'  Field  Sea  Wall. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  a  sum 
not  exceeding  three  hundred  and  fifty  (350)  dollars  to  pay 
the  expenses  of  the  observance  of  Memorial  Day. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  the  sum  of  $350.00  be 
appropriated  for  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  observance  of 
Memorial  Day. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  use  of  the  Plymouth  County  Trustees 
for  County  Aid  to  Agriculture  a  sum  not  exceeding  two 
hundred  and  fifty  (250)  dollars  and  choose  a  Town  Director, 
as  provided  in  Section  45,  Chapter  128,  of  the  General  Acts 
1921,  and  act  thereon. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  the  Town  appropriate 
a  sum  not  exceeding  $250.00,  for  the  use  of  the  Plymouth 
County  Trustees  for  County  Aid  to  Agriculture,  and  choose 
a  Town  Director. 
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Article  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  that  the  ad- 
journed annual  meetings  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth  be  held 
on  the  evening  of  Monday  following  the  fourth  Saturday  of 
March.    (By  petition.) 

The  Committee  recommends  that  the  Town  take  no  action 
under  this  Article. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  rescind  the 
votes  passed  under  Article  Seven  at  a  Town  Meeting  held 
on  October  11,  1919,  providing  for  the  erection  of  a  Town 
Hall  as  a  Memorial  Building  and  making  an  appropriation 
of  three  hundred  thousand  (300,000)  dollars  therefor. 

Article  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  rescind  the 
vote  passed  under  Article  Twelve  at  the  Town  Meeting  held 
March  25,  1922,  appropriating  sixty  thousand  (60,000) 
dollars  for  the  construction  of  a  Memorial  Building. 

Article  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  rescind  the 
vote  passed  under  Article  Fourteen  at  the  Town  Meeting 
held  March  25,  1922,  appropriating  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
five  thousand  (125,000)  dollars  for  a  Municipal  Auditorium. 

Article  17.  To  hear  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the 
Veterans'  Memorial  Building  to  take  such  action  thereon  as 
the  Town  may  deem  expedient  and  make  an  appropriation 
therefor. 

Article  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
vote  passed  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  March  25,  1922, 
under  Article  Fourteen  of  the  warrant  for  said  meeting  by 
striking  out  the  figures,  ''$125,000.00''  wherever  the  same 
appear  in  said  vote  and  substituting  in  place  thereof  the 
words,  'Two  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars"  so  that  said  vote 
shall  read  as  follows: 

"That  the  Town  appropriate  the  sum  of  Two  Hundred 
Thousand  Dollars  to  erect  and  equip  with  suitable  seats  a 
municipal  auditorium  on  the  Lothrop  lot  now  owned  by  the 
Town  on  Court  Street,  said  building  to  be  constructed  sub- 
stantially in  accordance  with  plans  submitted  and  now  be- 
fore this  meeting;  that  the  construction  of  said  building  shall 
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be  under  the  direction  of  the  Selectmen,  and  a  committee  of 
five  to  be  appointed  by  the  Selectmen.  The  Selectmen  and 
said  committee  shall  procure  bids  for  the  erection  of  such  a 
building  on  the  plans  submitted  and  specifications  to  be  fur- 
nished, by  advertising  therefor  in  the  usual  manner,  and  are 
hereby  authorized  to  sign  a  contract  in  the  name  of  the  Town 
for  the  erection  of  said  building  at  a  price  not  to  exceed  the 
amount  of  the  appropriation  therefor  and  that  any  contract 
so  made  shall  cover  the  cost  of  the  building,  1,500  seats  and 
architects  and  engineering  fees." 

Article  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  issue  bonds 
or  notes  of  the  Town  to  carry  into  effect  any  action  the 
Town  may  take  under  the  preceding  article.  Article  Eight- 
een of  this  warrant. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  Articles  14-15-16-18 
and  19,  being  closely  related,  be  considered  together.  (Arti- 
cle 17  is  in  the  hands  of  a  Special  Committee.) 

The  Town  has  voted  to  erect  a  Memorial  Town  Hall  at  a 
cost  of  $300,000.00.  It  has  also  voted  to  erect  a  Municipal 
Auditorium  at  a  cost  of  $125,000.00.  No  voter  wants  or 
expects  the  Town  to  erect  the  two  buildings.  It  seems,  how- 
ever, that  the  large  majoiity  of  the  voters  believe  that  a 
building  with  a  large  hall,  such  as  is  contemplated  by  both 
plans  already  acted  upon,  is  necessary  for  the  needs  of  the 
Town. 

Many,  including  the  Committee,  believe  the  Town  is  under 
obligation  to  erect  a  building  at  a  cost  of  approximately 
$300,000.  As  a  practical  matter  the  Committee  believes 
that  neither  of  said  buildings  can  be  or  will  be  erected  with- 
out the  co-operation  of  the  factions  in  interest. 

The  Committee,  therefore,  invited  the  Memorial  Town  Hall 
Committee  and  Judge  Davis  to  discuss  with  them  the  plans 
already  submitted  for  the  purpose  of  working  out,  if  possible, 
a  plan  that  would  incorporate  the  salient  features  of  both 
plans.  Time  was  too  short  to  work  out  a  plan  for  this  meet- 
ing, but  the  Memorial  Town  Hall  Committee  and  Judge  Davis 
have  expressed  their  willingness  to  co-operate  with  the  be- 
lief that  they  can  work  out  a  plan  that  will  be  acceptable 
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to  a  large  majority  of  the  voters.  It  is  expected  that  the 
Memorial  Town  Hall  Committee  will  present  such  a  plan  at 
a  Special  Town  Meeting  in  the  near  future,  and  the  Advisory 
Committee,  therefore,  recommends  that  no  action  be  taken 
under  these  Articles. 

Article  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  Chap- 
ter One  Hundred  and  Sixty-two  of  the  Acts  of  1921,  entitled 
''An  act  authorizing  the  Town  of  Plymouth  to  erect  a  wharf 
and  public  landing." 

The  Committee  recommends  that  the  Town  accept  Chap- 
ter 162  of  the  Acts  of  1922,  entitled  ''An  act  authorizing  the 
Town  of  Plymouth  to  erect  a  wharf  and  public  landing." 

Article  21.  To  hear  the  report  of  the  Relocation  Com- 
mittee appointed  according  to  the  vote  under  Article  6  of 
the  Special  Town  Meeting  held  on  January  29,  1921. 

This  article  referred  to  a  special  committee. 

Article  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  erect  a  wharf 
or  pier  on  the  property  now  owned  by  the  Town  and  proper- 
ty to  be  acquired,  on  Water  Street  opposite  South  Park  Ave- 
nue, extending  northerly  to  a  point  opposite  Lothrop  Street 
on  land  of  Lewis  Goodall,  and  to  make  an  appropriation 
therefor. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  the  Town  erect  a  wharf 
or  pier  according  to  this  article  and  make  an  appropriation 
of  $130,000  therefor.  (Messrs.  Burns,  Royal,  Edes,  Parsons, 
and  Richards,  dissenting). 

Article  23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  issue  bonds 
or  notes  of  the  Town  to  carry  into  effect  such  action  as  the 
Town  may  take  under  Article  Twenty-two  of  this  warrant. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  the  Town  issue  bonds  * 
or  notes  to  carry  into  effect  Article  22. 

Article  24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  taking  of  such  land  lying  between  the  easterly  line  of 
Water  Street  and  low  water  mark  as  may  be  necessary  to 
carry  into  effect  any  action  the  Town  may  take  under  Arti- 
cles Twenty-two  and  Twenty-three  of  this  warrant. 
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The  Committee  recommends  the  taking  of  such  land  ly- 
ing between  the  easterly  line  of  Water  Street,  and  low  water 
mark,  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  Articles  22  and 
23. 

Article  25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  and  allow  the 
taking  of  certain  land  by  the  Park  Commissioners,  in  fee  by 
eminent  domain,  for  park  purposes  as  reported  to  the  Towti  ; 
said  land  being  a  parcel  of  land  on  the  northerly  side  of 
Town  Brook  and  lying  easterly  from  Main  Street  Extension, 
so-called,  and  make  an  appropriation  therefor. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  the  Park  Commissioners 
be  instructed  to  ascertain  how  much  said  land  can  be  pur- 
chased for  and  to  report  to  the  next  Special  Town  Meeting. 

Article  26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  and  allow  a 
layout  of  part  of  Newfields  Street,  from  Summer  Street  to 
a  stone  bound  southerly  of  Jackson's  Lane,  as  laid  out  by 
the  Selectmen  and  reported  to  the  Town,  said  layout  to 
supersede  all  previous  laying  out  of  that  part  of  the  way. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  the  Town  accept  and 
allow  the  layout  of  Xewfields  Street  as  specified  in  the  above 
article. 

Article  27.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  make  an  appropria- 
tion not  exceeding  five  thousand  (5,000)  dollars  for  resur- 
facing on  Court  Street. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  the  Town  appropriate 
a  sum  not  exceeding  $5,000.00  for  resurfacing  on  Court  Street. 

Article  28.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  a  sum 
not  exceeding  five  thousand  (5,000)  dollars  for  construction 
of  a  surface  water  drain  on  Court  Street  from  Hamilton 
Street  northerly. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  a  sum  not  exceeding 
$5,000.00  be  appropriated  for  the  construction  of  a  surface 
Water  Drain  on  Court  Street,  northerly  from  Hamilton  Street. 

Article  29.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  a  sum 
not  exceeding  fifteen  hundred  (1,500)  dollars  for  construc- 
tion of  a  surface  water  drain  for  Alden  Street. 
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The  Committee  recommends  that  the  Town  appropriate 
a  sum  not  exceeding  $1,500.00  for  construction  of  a  surface 
Water  Drain  on  Alden  Street. 

Article  30.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  a  sum 
not  exceeding  four  thousand  (4,000)  dollars  for  construc- 
tion of  a  sewer  on  Prince  Street,  easterly  from  Court  Strret, 
and  on  Cordage  Street  northerly  from  Prince  Street. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  the  Town  take  no  action 
under  this  article. 

Article  31.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  a  sum 
not  exceeding  fifteen  hundred  (1,500)  dollars  for  rebuilding 
the  bridge  over  Town  Brook  on  Water  Street. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  the  Town  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $1,500.00  for  rebuilding  the  bridge  over  Town 
Brook  on  Water  Street. 

Article  32.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the  sum 
of  ten  thousand  (10,000)  dollars  for  macadamizing  of  Sand- 
wich Road  from  the  present  end  of  macadam,  near  the  en- 
trance of  the  Jordan  Hospital,  to  BramhalFs  Corner  in  Chil- 
ton ville.    (By  petition). 

The  Committee  recommends  that  the  Town  appropriate 
$10,000.00  for  macadamizing  Sandwich  Road  from  a  point 
near  the  entrance  of  the  Jordan  Hospital,  southerly  towards 
Bramhall's  Corner. 

Article  33.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  make  an  appropria- 
tion for  laying  a  bituminous  macadam  or  other  suitable  hard 
surface  on  the  Beaver  Dam  Road  in  Manomet,  from  the 
State  Highway  to  the  bridge  over  Beaver  Dam  Brook.  (By 
petition.) 

The  Committee  recommends  that  the  Town  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $5,000.00  for  laying  a  bituminous  macadam  or 
other  suitable  hard  surface,  on  the  Beaver  Dam  Road  from 
the  State  Highway,  towards  the  bridge  over  Beaver  Dam 
Brook. 

Article  34.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the  sum 
of  eighteen  hundred  (1800)  dollars  for  alterations  and  addi- 
tions to  the  building  in  Vine  Hills  Cemetery. 
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The  Committee  recommends  that  the  sum  of  $2,800.00  be 
appropriated  for  consistent  alterations  and  additions  to  the 
building  in  Vine  Hills  Cemetery. 

Article  35.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  instruct  the  Select- 
men to  investigate  and  report  at  some  future  meeting  of  the 
Town  as  to  the  desirability  of  the  Town  contracting  with 
the  Pilgrim  Tercentenary  Commission,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Governor  and  Council,  for  the  care  and  main- 
tenance, by  the  Town,  of  the  land  acquired  and  the  struc- 
tures erected  by  said  Commission  along  the  waterfront  and 
Water  Street  in  Plymouth,  constituting  the  Water  Front 
Improvements,  so-called. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  the  subject  matter  there- 
of be  referred  to  the  Selectmen  to  examine  and  report  as  to 
the  advisability  of  the  Town  entering  into  a  contract  for  the 
future  care  and  maintenance  of  land  of  the  Commonwealth 
bounded  by  Water  Street  and  the  structures  thereon,  and 
report  to  the  Town  Meeting  hereafter  to  be  held,  with  their 
recommendations  thereon. 

Article  36.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  contract  with  the 
Pilgrim  Tercentenary  Commission,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Governor  and  Council,  for  the  future  care  and  main- 
tenance, by  the  Town,  of  the  land  acquired  and  the  struc- 
tures erected  thereon,  between  School  Street  and  Burial 
Hill  and  South  Russell  Street. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  the  Selectmen  be  author- 
ized to  contract  in  the  name  and  behalf  of  the  Town  with  the 
Pilgrim  Tercentenary  Commission,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Governor  and  Council,  for  the  future  care  and  main- 
tenance of  the  land  lying  between  School  Street  and  the 
Burial  Hill  and  South  Russell  Street  and  the  Burial  Hill  in 
Plymouth,  which  was  acquired  by  the  Commonwealth,  and 
the  retaining  wall  enclosing  the  same,  now  forming  part  of 
Burial  Hill. 

Article  37.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  headquarters  for  Post  40,  American 
Legion,  a  sum  not  exceeding  six  hundred  (600)  dollars,  as 
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provided  in  Section  9,  Chapter  40  of  the  General  Laws. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  the  Town  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $600.00  for  the  purpose  of  providing  headquarters 
for  Post  No.  40,  American  Legion,  as  provided  in  Sec.  9, 
Chap.  40,  of  the  General  Laws. 

Article  38.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  headquarters  for  the  United  Spanish 
War  Veterans  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  and  fifty 
(150)  dollars,  as  provided  in  Chapter  227,  Acts  of  1921. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  the  Town  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $150.00  for  the  purpose  of  providing  headquarters 
for  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans,  as  provided  in  Chap. 
227,  Acts  of  1921. 

Article  39.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a 
public  camping  place  as  recommended  by  the  Park  Commis- 
sioners and  make  an  appropriation  for  that  purpose  not 
exceeding  five  hundred  (500)  dollars. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  the  sum  of  $200.00  be 
appropriated  for  a  public  camping  place  at  the  foot  of  Nelson 
Street,  as  recommended  by  the  Park  Commissioners. 

Article  40.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate 
a  sum  not  exceeding  five  hundred  (500)  dollars  for  public 
band  concerts,  said  money  to  be  disbursed  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  the  sum  of  $500.00  be 
appropriated  for  public  band  concerts.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  TOWN  LIGHTING 

MARCH  24,  1923. 

The  Committee  appointed  under  vote  of  the  Town  to  make 
a  study  of  the  electric  lighting  conditions  are  in  a  position  to 
make  a  report  of  progress  only  at  this  time. 

Several  inspections  of  the  lights  throughout  the  Town  have 
been  made  by  members  of  the  Committee  and  satisfactory 
conferences  have  been  held  with  Mr.  Bent  and  Mr.  Gardner 
of  the  Plymouth  Electric  Light  Company. 

We  recommend  that  the  wires  be  put  underground  on 
Water  Street  near  Plymouth  Rock  and  on  Coles  Hill  as  was 
originally  intended  when  the  improved  street  lighting  was 
adopted.  We  also  recommend  that  the  White  Way  lamps 
be  given  more  attention  and  the  globes  kept  in  better  condi- 
tion which  we  are  assured  will  be  done.  We  also  recommend 
that  a  part  of  the  inspections  be  made  at  night  rather  than 
daytimes  which  we  are  also  assured  will  be  done.  We  also 
recommend  a  re-location  of  some  of  the  lamps  and  believe 
that  better  results  will  be  obtained.  At  the  present  time 
there  is  no  allowance  made  for  lamps  that  are  out  which 
occurs  very  often  and  sometimes  for  quite  a  period.  We 
recommend  that  this  be  taken  into  consideration  and  there 
be  an  abatement  made  to  the  town  for  such  lamps  as  are  out. 

We  hope  and  believe  that  in  the  near  future  there  will  not 
only  be  a  marked  improvement  in  the  character  of  lights 
now  furnished  the  Town  but  a  reduction  made  in  the  cost  for 
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the  service  rendered;  furthermore,  the  members  of  this  Com- 
mittee are  united  in  the  view  that  the  Electric  Light  Com- 
pany should  be  accorded  every  assistance  in  their  endeavor 
to  improve  their  facilities  according  to  plans  which  have  been 
brought  to  our  attention  and  fully  explained,  and  in  reaching 
this  conclusion  we  are  strongly  influenced  by  the  fact  that  a 
reduction  in  cost  of  electricity  to  all  consumers  has  been 
practically  assured  us.

REPORT  OF  THE  PARK  COMMISSIONERS  TO  THE 
TOWN  IN  THE  MATTER  OF  TAKING  OF  CERTAIN 
LAND  ON  THE  NORTHERLY  SIDE  OF  TOWN  BROOK 

AUGUST  4,  1923. 


In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  Town,  the  Park  Com- 
missioners have  attempted  to  obtain  figures  from  the  owners 
of  the  land  on  the  northerly  side  of  Town  Brook  the  taking 
of  which  land  was  under  consideration.  The  Commissioners 
have  been  unable  to  obtain  from  the  owners  prices  which 
they  can  at  this  time  submit  to  the  Town. 

The  Board,  however,  having  studied  this  matter  and  have 
had  a  plan  of  the  contemplated  taking  prepared  by  the  Town 
Engineer  and  they  have  obtained  the  services  of  three  persons 
whom  they  believe  to  be  familiar  with  real  estate  values  in 
Plymouth.  Those  persons  have  given  their  judgment  as  to 
the  value  of  the  land  included  in  the  plan.  Those  values 
amount  to  $15,200. 
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It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Board  that  those  figures  represent 
a  fair  value  for  the  land  and  that  the  land  could  be  taken  by 
eminent  domain  for  park  purposes  at  the  cost  of  approxi- 
mately $15,200.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SELECTMEN 


It  is  perhaps  one  of  the  most  difficult  tasks  that  the  Select- 
men are  called  on  to  perform,  to  present  to  the  citizens  at 
the  close  of  the  year  a  report  that  shall  cover  in  a  concise 
form  the  activities  of  the  Town  for  the  past  year.  Such  a 
report  must  necessarily  be  sketchy.  There  are  many  matters 
that  come  up  in  the  course  of  the  years  business  that  do  not 
appear  of  value  enough  to  occupy  space  in  this  report  but  to 
some  individual  it  is  that  particular  matter  that  is  of  the  most 
vital  interest.  To  such  persons  we  can  only  say  that  we  put 
in  such  things  as  seem  to  us  to  be  of  general  interest  and  the 
party  who  wants  further  information  can  get  it  by  personal 
inquiry  at  the  Town  House. 

A  large  part  of  the  Towns  annual  affairs  are  matters  of 
routine  and  do  not  materially  differ  from  one  year  to  another. 
These  things  have  been  attended  to  and  the  ordinary  work 
of  caring  for  the  streets  and  sidewalks  has  been  done.  The 
streets  are  in  as  good  condition  as  the  amount  of  money  at 
our  disposal  will  allow,  and  they  compare  very  favorably 
with  those  of  other  towns.  A  certain  amount  of  new  work 
has  been  done  as  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Streets 
will  show.  A  large  amount  of  the  so-called  tar  sidewalk 
has  been  laid  and  this  has  proved  to  be  eminently  satisfactory. 
It  is  the  intention  of  the  Board  to  continue  this  work  until 
every  street  has  at  least  one  good  walk  for  the  use  of  the 
citizens. 

A  new  section  of  road  has  been  put  on  the  ''Beaver  Dam" 
road  in  response  to  a  petition  from  the  citizens  of  Manomet. 

There  has  been  a  petition  presented  to  the  County  Com- 
missioners for  a  widening  on  Court  St.  near  Shirley  Square. 
This  while  a  meritorious  plan  as  a  simple  widening  was  found 
on  careful  investigation  to  be  so  expensive  that  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  felt  that  the  best  interests  of  the  Town  called 
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for  opposition  to  this  project  and  we  accordingly  appeared 
in  remonstrance  and  the  matter  is  at  present  in  abeyance 
until  after  the  Town  has  had  an  opportunity  to  express  its 
desire  in  Town  Meeting. 

The  details  of  road  and  sidewalk  work  can  be  found  in 
the  report,  of  the  Superintendent  of  Streets. 

The  Police  Department  has  functioned  as  usual  in  an 
efficient  manner  and  the  traffic  has  been  handled  in  a  satis- 
factory way.  The  infractions  of  the  general  laws  have  been 
no  more  than  usual  and  in  a  majority  of  cases  have  been 
punished  as  the  Law  provides.  It  has  been  found  necessary 
to  add  one  permanent  man  to  the  force  as  the  Civil  Service 
Commission  under  whose  control  the  Department  is,  have 
criticized  the  plan  of  keeping  special  officers  on  duty  for 
any  continued  length  of  time. 

In  the  report  of  the  Chief  of  Police  he  calls  attention  again 
to  the  need  of  a  Signal  System  whereby  the  officers  can  get 
in  touch  with  the  station  and  the  Chief  can  also  get  a  man 
on  the  street  if  needed  at  once.  This  matter  was  agitated 
a  year  ago  and  a  demonstration  was  given  at  the  station 
by  the  Gamewell  people,  but  at  that  time  the  system  propos- 
ed was  so  comprehensive  and  also  so  expensive  that  it  was 
thought  that  the  Town  was  hardly  in  a  position  to  spend  so 
much  money  although  the  need  of  something  of  the  kind  was 
very  evident.  The  same  Company  have  now  shown  a  very 
compact  and  effective  plan  that  provides  ample  facilities 
for  getting  in  touch  with  the  men  wherever  they  may  be  and 
also  is  a  complete  check  on  their  movements  at  all  times. 
This  would  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  Department  and  we 
consider  it  a  matter  well  worth  the  careful  consideration  of 
the  citizens. 

We  were  faced  with  the  necessity  of  appointing  a  new  Fire 
Commissioner  this  year.  Mr.  Robert  C.  Harlow  who  has 
satisfactorily  administered  that  office  since  its  creation  was 
obliged  to  resign.  He  having  for  business  reasons  moved 
away.  The  Selectmen  after  careful  consideration  appointed 
Mr.  Fred  A,  Jenks  who  has  been  identified  with  large  interests 
all  of  his  life  and  who  has  been  much  interested  in  Fire 
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Department  matters.  The  appointment  appears  to  have  given 
general  satisfaction  and  we  have  no  doubt  that  the  affairs 
of  the  Department  will  be  administered  in  an  efficient  and 
practical  manner.  The  general  conduct  of  the  Department 
has  been  very  successful  and  while  alarms  have  been  numer- 
ous the  loss  has  been  confined  within  very  small  limits.  With 
the  present  equipment  the  Department  gets  to  a  fire  in  the 
shortest  possible  period  of  time  and  are  enabled  to  commence 
their  work  of  extinguishment  at  once.  The  report  of  the 
Commissioner  will  give  the  details  of  the  years  work  and  also 
what  he  considers  to  be  the  needs  of  the  Organization  for  the 
coming  year.  We  can  only  say  that  he  is  in  the  best  position 
to  know  what  is  required  and  we  trust  the  Citizens  will 
consider  carefully  his  recommendation. 

There  were  a  number  of  projects  that  received  attention 
at  the  last  Annual  Meeting  and  some  of  them  received  ap- 
propriations. ]\Iost  of  these  were  carried  out.  One,  (the 
Alden  Street  Drain)  was  not  done  as  there  developed  some 
technical  difficulties  that  have  not  as  yet  been  cleared  up. 
It  is  hoped  that  we  shall  be  able  to  go  ahead  with  this  soon 
and  complete  this  very  much  needed  disposal  of  surface 
water. 

The  widening  on  Court  St.  at  North  Plymouth  developed 
so  much  opposition  from  the  abuttors  that  it  was  abandoned 
and  the  road  surface  was  carried  across  the  car  track  at 
that  point  making  available  some  six  or  eight  feet  more  of 
street.  This  has  alleviated  to  a  large  extent  the  difficulty 
there.  It  is  more  and  more  evident  that  with  traffic  in- 
creasing as  it  is  that  no  system  of  widening  will  cope  with 
the  situation.  The  only  remedy  seems  to  be  to  open  new 
streets  and  we  would  call  especial  attention  to  the  proposed 
plan  for  a  new  street  from  the  north  end  of  the  Town  along 
the  water  front  to  the  present  Water  Street.  This  is  entirely 
practical  and  can  be  built  for  a  sum  no  greater  than  the  pro- 
posed widening  at  Shirley  Square,  while  the  benefits  to  be 
derived  exceed  that  project  so  much  th?t  there  can  be  no 
reasonable  comparison.  It  is  not  suggested  that  this  all 
be  done  at  once,  but  a  layout  can  be  made  and  a  partial  ap- 
propriation made  from  year  to  year  until  the  work  is  com- 
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plete  and  the  Town  will  have  not  only  relief  on  Court  St.  but 
an  attractive  drive  that  will  be  an  asset  to  the  Town  in  the 
minds  of  the  travelling  Public. 

There  are  a  number  of  new  projects  that  will  come  before 
the  Town  at  this  March  Meeting.  Of  these  we  would  special- 
ly call  your  attention  to  the  one  calling  for  a  Tarvia  surface 
on  the  Bartlett  Road  in  Manomet.  Last  year  the  Town 
put  in  a  hard  surface  on  the  Beaver  Dam  Road,  and  it  would 
seem  fair  to  do  the  same  on  the  Bartlett  Road  as  this  is  a 
more  important  road  and  in  addition  now  accommodates  the 
new  Community  Building.  The  situation  is  worse  than  the 
other  in  the  fact  that  the  Bartlett  Road  joins  the  State  High- 
way on  a  down  grade  and  there  is  a  constant  wash  from  the 
road  which  the  hard  surface  will  do  away  with.  This  road 
is  also  used  a  great  deal  by  people  going  to  Fresh  Pond  and 
is  a  through  route  to  the  State  Highway  again  joining  just 
below  Fresh  Pond.  The  article  calling  for  a  sidewalk  along 
the  State  Highway  is  also  one  that  merits  approval.  The 
travel  on  the  Highway  is  so  great  that  a  foot  passenger  is  in 
constant  peril  of  life  and  a  suitable  place  to  walk  would  be  of 
the  greatest  public  good.  There  are  many  places  where 
money  can  be  spent  to  advantage  and  while  all  can  not  be 
done  it  is  the  duty  of  the  citizens  to  give  careful  attention 
to  what  is  asked  for  and  vote  intelligently  for  what  will  give 
the  greatest  good  to  the  greatest  number.  Another  matter 
that  should  receive  favorable  action  is  the  petition  of  the 
residents  of  White  Horse  Beach  for  a  continuation  of  the 
road  from  the  end  of  the  present  hard  surface  along  the  water 
front.    This  is  now  a  bed  of  sand  and  carries  a  heavy  traffic. 

In  the  report  of  the  Park  Commissioners  a  number  of 
special  appropriations  are  asked  for.  Of  these  the  one  calling 
for  the  purchase  of  two  small  parcels  adjoining  what  the  Town 
has  already  acquired  on  the  northerly  side  of  Town  Brook 
should  be  granted.  This  would  give  the  Town  the  control 
of  the  entire  bank  of  the  Brook  where  so  much  money  has 
already  been  spent  by  Mrs.  Edith  Emerson  Forbes  inlandscap- 
ing,  and  would  also  provide  a  fitting  site  for  the  Statue  of  the 
Pilgrim  Maiden  which  the  Society  of  New  England  Women 
have  had  made  and  are  only  waiting  for  a  place  to  put  it. 
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This  statue  which  is  similar  to  the  one  of  Massasoit  on  Cole's 
Hill  is  a  fine  work  of  art  and  would  be  an  attractive  ornament 
to  the  park.  Everything  of  this  nature  is  an  asset  to  the  Town 
as  it  makes  the  place  more  attractive  to  the  travelling  Public, 
such  a  large  proportion  of  which  comes  to  Plymouth  and  inci- 
dentally makes  business  for  our  citizens.  Some  of  the  other  ap- 
propriations asked  for  by  the  Park  Commission  may  seem 
large  but  it  must  be  remembered  that  the  Public  is  making 
more  and  more  use  of  the  park  facilities  and  in  order  to  have 
this  done  in  an  orderly  and  successful  manner  we  must  pro- 
vide the  necessary  bath  houses  and  other  paraphenalia. 
Money  spent  for  these  objects  is  a  good  investment  for  the 
Town  as  they  go  far  to  make  the  people  satisfied  with  their 
surroundings  and  encourage  a  proper  local  pride.  Another 
suggestion  is  for  an  entrance  to  the  Stephens  Field  Playground 
from  Sandwich  St.  This  should  be  done  now  while  the  lot 
is  empty  and  before  values  increase.  This  would  give  a  road 
reaching  the  southerly  end  of  the  playgi^ound  and  could 
then  be  carried  along  the  upper  side  of  the  field  and  come  out 
on  Fremont  St.  making  a  loop  with  an  entrance  on  both 
streets. 

In  closing  this  report  we  want  to  again  call  the  attention 
of  the  voters  to  the  finances  of  the  Town.  While  at  present 
we  are  in  a  very  good  condition  it  will  require  very  careful 
study  and  a  conservatism  in  expenditure  to  keep  us  there. 
"\Miile  the  Town  should  never  be  niggardly  in  the  granting  of 
appropriations  for  worth  while  matters,  still  the  voters 
should  weigh  carefully  the  different  matters  and  use  their 
best  judgment  in  granting  the  sums  asked  for.  Always 
keeping  in  mind  that  the  heads  of  the  different  departments 
are  in  the  best  position  to  know  what  is  actually  required  to 
keep  the  Towti  work  up  to  the  best  standard  of  efficiencj^ 
The  refusal  of  an  appropriation  for  personal  reasons  or  be- 
cause without  due  investigation  it  seems  too  much  is  a  poor 
business  procedure.  On  the  other  hand  money  should  not 
be  granted  just  because  someone  asks  for  it.  There  is  no 
good  reason  why  with  the  intelligent  cooperation  of  the 
citizens  the  present  stable  condition  of  the  towns  finances 
can  not  be  kept  up. 
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We  wish  to  thank  the  different  Departments  for  the  loyal 
way  in  which  they  have  cooperated  with  the  Board  the  past 
year.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  STREETS 
AND  TOWN  ENGINEER 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen : 
Gentlemen : 

I  herewith  submit  the  report  of  the  Street  and  Engineering 
Departments  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1923. 

BRIDGES. 

The  bridge  over  Eel  River,  near  the  factory  of  the  Boston 
Woven  Hose  &  Rubber  Company,  had  to  be  rebuilt  during 
the  past  year,  at  a  cost  of  $1,483.47. 

A  facing  wall  of  concrete  was  built  to  strengthen  the  exist- 
ing masonry  abutments  and  14"  steel  I  beams  placed  33 on 
centres  were  put  in  and  planked  with  4"  hard  pine  timbers. 

WATER  STREET  BRIDGE. 

In  accordance  with  a  recommendation  made  in  my  report 
of  last  year  that  a  reinforced  concrete  floor  be  built  on  the 
Water  Street  bridge  over  Town  Brook  an  appropriation  of 
$1,500.00  was  made  to  do  this  work. 

Plans  were  prepared  in  this  office  and  submitted  to  the 
Highway  Division  of  the  Public  Works  Department  for 
approval  by  their  bridge  engineer. 

This  approval  having  been  obtained,  work  was  started 
on  May  16th,  and  completed  on  June  16th. 

When  the  work  was  started  it  was  found  that  the  masonry 
abutments  would  need  to  be  strengthened  before  the  new 
floor  was  put  on. 
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A  concrete  reinforcing  wall  was  placed  in  front  of  each 
abutment  and  this  has  materially  strengthened  the  structure, 

K  1"  reinforced  concrete  slab  floor  between  15"  steel  I 
beams  spanning  the  stream  was  built  on  these  abutments, 
together  with  a  reinforced  concrete  rail  on  each  side. 

The  necessity  of  strengthening  the  masonry  abutments  add- 
ed substantially  to  the  cost  of  the  work  and  total  cost  was 
$2,772.00. 

The  Town  now  has  here  a  very  durable  structure  capable 
of  carrying  the  heaviest  loads  likely  to  come  upon  it. 

EEL  RIVER  BRIDGE  AT  WHIPPLE  STONE  CRUSHER 

There  is  a  wooden  bridge  over  Eel  River  on  Clifford  Road 
that  should  be  rebuilt  during  1924. 

Plans  have  been  prepared  for  a  reinforced  concrete  flume 
10'  X  10'  with  provision  at  one  end  to  put  in  flash  boards  in 
order  that  the  water  in  Howlands  Pond  may  be  kept  up. 

Mr.  Sherman  L.  Whipple  has  signified  his  willingness  to 
contribute  $500.00  towards  the  construction  of  this  bridge 
if  provision  is  made  for  flash  boards,  since  Howland  Pond  is 
on  his  property  and  the  appearance  of  the  surroundings  will 
be  much  improved  by  a  full  pond. 

The  estimated  cost  of  this  work,  exclusive  of  the  extension 
necessary  for  flash  boards,  is  $1,500.00  and  an  appropriation 
of  this  amount  is  recommended  for  this  work. 

SIDEWALKS. 

A  considerable  amount  of  KP  sidewalk,  so  called,  has  been 
built  during  the  past  year,  the  location  and  cost  being  shown 
in  detail  in  the  following  table. 

The  total  area  of  this  type  of  walk  built  during  the  past 
year  was  4,000  square  yards  at  an  average  cost  of  $.70  per 
square  yard. 

The  usual  appropriation  of  $3,500.00  for  sidewalk  main- 
tenance is  recommended  for  1924.

GRANOLITHIC  SIDEWALK. 

The  following  table  shows  the  yardage  of  granolithic  side- 
walk constructed  during  the  year  1923  and  the  lineal  feet  of 
concrete  curb. 

The  cost  of  the  granolithic  sidewalk  averages  about  $2.25 
per  square  yard  and  the  concrete  curb  about  $1.00  per  lineal 
foot. 

I  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $3,000.00  for  continuing 
granolithic  sidewalk  construction  during  the  year  1924  in 
co-operation  with  abuttors.

SANDWICH  ROAD. 


Sandwich  Road,  from  the  Jordan  Hospital  to  Bramhalls 
Corner,  a  distance  of  4,470  feet,  was  rebuilt  as  a  penetration 
macadam. 

The  total  cost  of  this  job  was  $11,877.00  and  the  area 
9,575  square  yards,  making  a  cost  per  square  yard  of  $1.24. 


Court  Street,  from  Lothrop  Street  to  Nelson  Street,  has 
been  resurfaced  the  past  year  with  a  4"  Tarvia  X  penetration 
macadam. 

The  old  road  was  scarified,  regarded  to  reduce  to  crown  of 
the  road,  and  the  surplus  material  used  to  resurface  Nelson 
Street. 

The  new  surface  was  carried  to  the  east  curb  for  the  whole 
distance,  and  between  the  rails  of  the  Plymouth  and  Brock- 
ton Street  Railway  from  Lothrop  Street  to  Cold  Spring. 

This  adds  materially  to  the  usable  width  of  the  road  in 
narrow  sections. 

The  total  cost  of  this  work  was  $5,300.00  and  the  area  was 
3,073  square  yards,  making  a  cost  per  square  yard  of  $1.72. 

A  section  of  the  road  between  the  rails  of  the  Plymouth 
and  Brockton  Street  Railway  on  Court  Street  at  North 
Spooner  Street,  containing  about  400  square  yards,  was  rebuilt 
with  penetration  macadam,  at  a  cost  of  $1.50  per  square  yard. 

That  section  of  Court  Street  from  Nelson  Street  to  Cherry 
Street  should  be  rebuilt  during  the  year  of  1924. 

The  length  of  this  section  is  4,130  feet,  the  average  width 
from  east  rail  of  car  track  to  east  curb  is  23.6  feet  and  the 
total  yardage  is  10,830  square  yards. 


COURT  STREET  RESURFACING. 
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The  estimated  cost  of  this  work  is  $20,000.00  and  I  re- 
commend an  appropriation  of  this  amount  to  carry  out  this 
work. 

TAR  TREATMENT  OF  GRAVEL  STREETS. 

The  hght  surface  treatment  of  gravel  streets  with  tar  and 
pea  stone,  initiated  in  1921,  has  been  continued  during  the 
past  year. 

Brewster,  Chilton,  Allerton,  from  Court  to  Alden,  and 
Alden  Streets,  from  Allerton  Street  to  Standish  Avenue,  are 
the  gravel  streets  that  have  received  their  first  tar  treatment. 

The  streets  similarly  surfaced  in  preceding  years  have 
been  satisfactorily  maintained  during  the  past  year  by  a 
light  application  of  tar  (about  3^  gallon  per  square  yard) 
and  a  coating  of  sand. 

The  following  table  shows  in  detail  the  amount  and  type 
of  surfacing  that  have  been  built  during  the  year  and  the 
cost  of  same,  also  the  area  and  maintenance  cost  of  streets 
previously  tar  treated. 

There  has  been  15,810  square  yards  of  gravel  road  thus 
treated  during  the  year  at  an  average  cost  of  $.163  per  square 
yard. 

The  above  yardage  is  equivalent  to  1.5  miles  of  road,  18 
feet  wide,  surfaced  at  a  cost  of  $1,710.00  per  mile.

It  may  be  of  interest  at  this  time  to  review  the  experience 
of  the  past  four  years  in  maintaining  comparatively  light 
travelled  streets  with  tar  and  pea  stone  treatment. 

An  analysis  of  the  cost  of  this  work,  on  the  three  streets 
selected  for  experiment,  namely  Market,  Pleasant  and  South 
Streets,  is  shown  in  the  following  table. 

This  shows  in  the  case  of  Market  Street  a  total  cost  per 
square  yard  for  four  years  of  $.41,  or  an  average  annual  cost 
of  $.102. 

On  South  and  Pleasant  Streets  the  total  square  yard  cost 
for  the  same  period  was  $.316,  making  an  average  annual 
cost  of  $.079  per  square  yard. 

These  figures  would  appear  to  indicate  that  gravel  streets 
not  subjected  to  heavy  truck  travel  can  be  maintained,  in 
the  manner  these  three  streets  have  been,  at  an  annual  cost 
of  from  $.08  to  $.10  per  square  yard,  with  an  initial  cost  that 
probably  would  not  exceed  $.20  per  square  yard. 
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In  view  of  the  generally  satisfactory  results  obtained  by 
this  method  of  surfacing  streets,  I  recommend  that  Allerton 
Street,  from  Russell  to  Alden  Street.;  Standish  Avenue,  from 
Alden  to  Spooner  Street;  Spooner  Street  to  Court  Street  and 
all  side  streets  connecting  the  above  mentioned  route  with 
Court  Street  be  improved  in  a  similar  manner  during  the  year 
1924. 

The  approximate  square  yards  in  these  streets  is  40,000 
and  I  estimate  $0.25  per  square  yard  as  the  cost  of  resurfacing, 
making  a  total  estimated  cost  of  $10,000.00. 

I  recommend  a  special  appropriation  of  $10,000.00  for 
carrying  out  this  work  during  the  ensuing  year. 

STONE  CRUSHER. 

A  new  portable  stone  crusher  was  purchased  in  1923  of 
the  New  England  Road  Machinery  Company,  at  a  cost  of 
$3,050.00. 

The  old  scales  at  the  crusher  required  renewal  and  a  new 
set  of  'Tairbank"  ten  ton  scales  were  installed  at  a  cost  of 
$299.52. 

A  new  pit,  platform,  scale  house  and  roof  (over  bins) 
was  built  at  a  total  cost  of  $1,190.26. 

There  was  3,050  tons  stone  crushed  during  the  past  year 
at  a  total  cost  of  $6,100.00,  excluding  depreciation  on  plant. 
This  makes  a  cost  of  $2.00  per  ton  including  cost  of  stone 
which  during  the  year  1923  has  been  $1.50  per  ton  delivered 
at  the  crusher. 

SEWERS  AND  DRAINS. 

An  appropriation  of  $5,000.00  was  made  to  install  a  20" 
drain  on  Court  Street  between  Cherry  and  Centennial  Streets 
as  recommended  in  the  report  of  1922. 

This  drain  has  been  laid  from  Cherry  Street  to  Savery 
Lane  and  four  catch  basins  have  been  put  in. 

When  the  Plymouth  and  Brockton  Street  Railway  Com- 
pany are  able  to  install  a  suitable  track  drain  at  Savery  Lane, 
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to  connect  with  the  catch  basin  at  that  point,  most  of  surface 
water  that  now  follows  down  the  track  to  Cherry  Street  will 
be  intercepted  and  taken  off  by  the  drain. 

There  was  laid  398'  of  8"  sewer  on  Towns  Street  from 
South  Street  to  a  point  opposite  the  house  owned  by  Max 
Schreiber  and  the  total  cost  of  the  job  was  $516.19. 

The  8"  main  sewer  on  Standish  Avenue  was  extended 
218'  to  house  of  Manuel  Lema  at  a  cost  of  $217.66. 

On  November  15,  1923  the  main  sewer  on  Sandwich  Street, 
near  Fremont  Street,  was  reported  clogged. 

An  examination  showed  that  the  Fremont  Street  sew^er  was 
broken  near  Sandwich  Street  and  it  became  necessary  to 
replace  14'  of  15"  pipe.  The  total  cost  of  this  job  was 
$459.65  and  the  high  cost  of  repairs  is  explained  by  the  fact 
that  the  sewer  at  this  point  is  about  18'  deep. 

Upon  completion  of  this  repair  job  it  was  discovered  that  a 
section  of  the  main  sewer  on  Sandwich  Street  was  also  broken 
and  repairs  on  this  were  made  at  a  cost  of  $555.00  and  the 
work  completed  on  January  15,  1924. 

It  is  probable  that  the  Town  will  be  requested  to  m.ake 
sewer  extensions  in  several  newly  developed  streets  during 
1924  and  I  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $4,000.00  be  made 
for  sewers. 

ROAD  OILING 

There  has  been  used  during  the  past  year  55,900  gallons 
of  No.  3  Asphalt  Road  Oil,  purchased  of  the  Standard  Oil 
Company  of  New  York,  at  a  price  of  $0,083  per  gallon  ap- 
plied. .        -  . 

One  carload  was  used  in  Cedarville  on  the  same  section 
that  was  treated  in  1922,  and  the  results  have  been  satis- 
factory. 

I  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $6,000.00  for  road  oiling 
for  the  year  1924. 

SNOW  REMOVAL. 

Under  Chapter  81,  Section  19,  of  the  General  Laws,  'The 
Town  in  which  a  state  highway  lies  shall  at  its  own  expense 
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keep  such  highway  sufficiently  clear  of  snow  and  ice  to  be 
reasonably  safe  for  travel." 

The  Town  of  Plymouth  has  substantially  fifteen  miles  of 
state  highway,  extending  from  Jabez  Corner  to  the  Bourne 
line. 

Under  the  law,  as  quoted  above,  the  responsibility  for 
keeping  this  stretch  of  road  open  devolves  upon  the  Town. 

In  order  to  increase  our  facilities  for  snow  removal,  a  five 
ton  Holt  Caterpillar  Tractor  with  a  Sargent  Plow  was  pur- 
chased in  December,  1923,  at  a  cost  of  $5,500.00.  This  will 
add  a  powerful  and  efficient  unit  to  our  snow  removal  equip- 
ment and  should  enable  us  to  keep  our  roads  open  even  dur- 
ing severe  storms. 

The  total  expenditures,  including  cost  of  tractor  and  plow, 
was  about  $11,000.00,  during  the  past  year. 

ENGINEERING. 

Lines  and  grades  for  road,  sidewalk  and  sewer  construction 
have  been  finished  during  the  year,  and  record  plans  of  sewers 
and  Y  locations  have  been  made. 

A  plan  for  studying  a  proposed  new  shore  road  from  Prince 
Street  to  Water  Street  Extension  has  been  started  and  work 
on  this  is  still  in  progress. 

Surveys  and  plans  for  new  lot  development  in  Vine  Hill 
Cemetery  have  been  made  at  the  request  of  the  Cemetery 
Commissioners.

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
Plymouth,  Mass. 

Gentlemen: 

I  herewith  submit  report  of  the  financial  transactions  of 
the  Town  of  Plymouth  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1923,  arranged  practically  as  in  the  last  few  years. 

Some  proposed  changes  and  elimination  of  certain  parts 
of  the  report  have  been  considered  but  as  no  material  saving 
appeared  to  be  effected  have  not  been  carried  out  this  year. 

Schedule  A.  shows  the  receipts  and  payments  for  the  year, 
classified  as  required  by  the  Division  of  Accounts  of  the 
Commonwealth. 

Schedule  B.  is  a  detailed  account  of  each  appropriation, 
showing  the  amount  appropriated,  the  additions  to  and  the 
payments  from  same. 

Schedule  C.  is  a  statement  of  the  Estimated  Receipts; 
the  charges  being  the  amounts  estimated  and  deducted  from 
the  total  of  the  Appropriations,  by  the  Assessors,  in  making 
the  Tax  Warrant,  and  the  credits  being  the  amounts  actually 
received  during  the  year. 

Schedule  D.  is  the  Revenue  Account  for  the  year. 

Schedule  E.  The  Excess  and  Deficiency  Account,  for  1923. 

Schedule  F.  is  the  Balance  Sheet,  January  1,  1924,  showing 
the  condition  of  the  Town  Finances  after  closing  the  books 
for  1923. 

Schedule  G.  is  a  summary  of  the  Outstanding  Indebted- 
ness, showing  the  debt  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  the 
amounts  paid  on  same,  and  the  principal  and  interest  require- 
ments for  1924,  as  far  as  applies  to  the  bonds  outstanding. 
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Schedule  H.  is  a  detailed  statement  of  the  Outstanding 
Indebtedness,  required  by  law  to  be  published  as  a  part  of 
this  report. 

Schedule  I.  is  an  itemized  statement  of  the  Trust  Funds 
not  including  the  January,  1924,  dividends. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  this  is  the  first  time  in 
many  years  that  a  substantial  cash  balance  has  been  carried 
over  on  the  balance  sheet,  no  part  of  which  was  borrowed 
money. 

This  is  partly  accounted  for  by  the  current  and  previous 
year's  taxes  being  more  closely  paid  up,  but  principally  by 
the  amount  of  accumulated  surplus.  This  has  now  reached 
a  point  where  some  of  it  should  be  used.  I  would  recommend 
that  not  less  then  $30,000.  be  appropriated  to  reduce  the  tax 
levy  of  1924.

I  desire  again  to  call  your  attention  to  the  importance  of 
installing  a  standard  police  signal  system  whereby  the  patrol- 
men can  keep  in  touch  with  headquarters  at  all  times,  and  of 
headquarters  being  able  to  call  any  patrolman  on  the  street 
when  emergency  cases  arise.  As  it  is  now  there  is  no  means 
of  getting  a  patrolman  on  the  street  in  the  North  part  of  the 
town  except  through  the  good  will  of  some  person  having  a 
telephone  who  will  go  out  to  the  street  and  tell  the  officer  that 
he  is  wanted  at  headquarters. 

This  installation  is  to  be  for  telephone  and  flashlight  only, 
but  so  arranged  that  signaling  and  recording  apparatus  can 
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readily  be  made  in  the  boxes,  and  at  headquarters  when  de- 
sired. 

In  conducting  poHce  matters  occasions  frequently  arise 
when  several  officers  are  wanted  at  the  same  time,  with  an  up 
to  date  system  it  is  possible  to  do  this.  Without  such  a  sys- 
tem it  is  extremely  difficult  to  have  the  department  act  with 
the  efficiency  desired. 

The  location  of  boxes  and  lights  to  be  as  follows : 

Sandwich  Street,  corner  of  Bradford  Street, 

Main  Street,  corner  of  Leyden  Street, 

Court  Street,  corner  of  Park  Avenue, 

Court  Street,  corner  of  Centennial  Street, 

Court  Street,  corner  of  Cherry  Street, 

Court  Street,  corner  of  Forest  Avenue, 

With  such  a  system  installed  the  citizens  are  better  protect- 
ed both  day  and  night  as  service  can  be  given  quickly,  under 
existing  conditions  an  extended  time  might  elapse  before  help 
from  the  police  department  could  be  rendered,  and  the  differ- 
ence between  the  two  means  success  or  failure  to  carry  out 
and  enforce  the  law  or  give  the  citizens  the  proper  protection. 

I  therefore  respectfully  recommend  that  a  special  appropri- 
ation be  made  of  $4,100.00  for  this  system  complete.  This 
amount  will  provide  for  six  (6)  police  boxes  equipped  with 
telephones,  six  (6)  flashlights  and  eight  (8)  controllers  for  op- 
erating same. 

In  order  that  we  may  be  able  to  furnish  better  police  pro- 
tection in  sections  of  the  town  not  properly  patroled  at  the 
present  time.  I  will  respectfully  recommend  that  three  men 
be  added  to  this  department  as  regular  police  officers. 

I  respectfully  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $23,000.00 
to  defray  the  expenses  of  this  department  for  the  year  1924.

REPORT  OF  THE  OVERSEERS  OF  THE  POOR 


FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  DECEMBER  31,  1923. 


The  past  year  has  been  very  quiet  so  far  as  the  work  of  this 
department  was  concerned,  but  ninety  eight  people  hving 
here  and  twenty  six  elsewhere  for  which  this  town  was  respon- 
sible having  received  relief  outside  the  almshouse.  This 
small  number  would  seem  to  indicate  that  work  was  plentiful 
for  those  able  to  do  it,  those  carried  on  our  list  being  mostly 
the  steady  cases  that  are  carried  on  the  books  from  year  to 
year.

Number  remaining  Dec.  31st,  13 
Of  this  number  eight  are  men  and  five  women.  The  Julia 
P.  Robinson  fund  yielded  $21.14  in  dividends  which  were 
given  to  the  Matron,  Mrs.  Dickson,  with  instructions  to  give 
each  inmate  $1.50  to  be  spent  by  the  recipient  as  each  thought 
best,  the  small  balance  remaining  being  spent  to  purchase 
fruit  and  candy  for  their  use. 

The  wooden  extension  joined  to  the  main  house  in  the  rear 
consisting  of  a  basement,  with  one  story  above  the  driveway, 
is  in  very  poor  shape  and  something  will  have  to  be  done  with 
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it  the  present  year.  We  are  not  quite  ready  to  suggest  the  de- 
molishment  of  this  part  and  the  subsequent  rebuilding  when 
necessary  of  an  addition  that  will  match  the  rest  of  the  build- 
ing, on  account  of  the  expense  involved.  At  present  only 
the  basement  is  in  use  for  the  storage  of  wood,  etc.,  but  the 
rooms  above  have  been  used  and  may  be  found  useful  again, 
therefore  we  shall  proceed  with  such  repairs  to  the  present 
structure  as  may  be  found  necessary. 

Mr.  Dickson,  the  Superintendent,  reports  the  sale  of  milk 
and  eggs  to  the  amount  of  $185.86,  also  the  production  for  use 
at  the  almshouse  of  milk,  butter,  eggs  and  dressed  poultry  to 
an  amount  of  excess  in  $750.00  based  on  the  market  price. 
The  garden  this  year  was  a  disappointment. 
Our  total  expenditures  during  the  year  were,  $15,056  56 
Reimbursements  from  the  State,  cities  and  towns,     2,409  25

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REPORT  OF  PARK  COMMISSIONERS 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen, 

Gentlemen — During  the  past  year  the  park  under  the  su- 
pervision of  the  Park  Commissioners  have  been  cared  for 
according  to  our  best  judgement. 

BEACH  PARK. 

Early  in  the  season  a  number  of  requests  were  received  for 
permission  to  erect  private  bath  houses  on  the  Beach  Park 
Reservation.  The  Board  thought  it  unwise  to  grant  such 
requests,  as  a  substitute  for  private  houses  it  was  thought  ad- 
visable to  erect  a  small  bath  house  as  an  annex  to  the  present 
house  and  rent  the  rooms  by  the  week,  month  or  season.  This 
met  with  the  approval  of  the  public  and  all  rooms  were  let  for 
the  balance  of  the  season  as  soon  as  the  house  was  completed. 
Some  requesting  that  rooms  be  reserved  for  them  the  coming 
season. 

The  old  bath  house  was  in  need  of  paint  and  this  was  paint- 
ed. Some  extra  expense  was  incurred  on  account  of  traps  not 
being  drained  the  previous  fall,  this  causing  them  to  freeze. 

It  is  strongly  recommended  by  the  board  that  a  pavilion  or 
some  sort  of  shelter  from  the  sun  and  for  eating  of  lunches  be 
erected.  Also  that  more  rooms  should  be  added  to  the  bath 
house  for  private  rental.

STEPHEN'S  FIELD. 

The  Stephen's  Field  Playground  has  received  due  attention. 
The  sea  wall  was  completed  and  the  filling  in  is  going  rapidly 
on.  It  was  necessary  to  ask  for  an  appropriation  of  $1,500.00 
at  a  special  Town  Meeting  for  purchasing  and  putting  in  24 
inch  drain  pipe  as  the  filling  had  reached  the  small  brook 
which  must  be  put  under  ground.  The  base  ball  field  is  in 
good  condition  and  will  improve  each  year. 
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We  recommend  fencing  in  the  playground,  erecting  a  roof 
over  one  of  the  bleachers,  not  only  as  a  protection  from  the 
sun  but  from  rain  in  case  of  sudden  showers.  The  erection 
of  a  bath  house  similar  to  that  at  the  Nelson  St.  Playground. 
A  right  of  way  should  be  procured  from  Sandwich  St. ,  as  the 
way  now  used  is  rented  and  may  be  closed  at  any  time.  More 
playground  equipment  should  be  procured  and  arrangements 
made  for  flooding  a  portion  of  the  field  now  being  filled  in  for 
a  skating  park  in  the  winter. 

MORTON  PARK. 

Morton  Park  has  received  due  attention.  The  drives  and 
paths  were  placed  in  good  condition  early  in  the  spring. 
Brush  from  the  wood  cutting  of  the  previous  winter  was  piled 
and  burned.  200  trees  have  been  set  out.  The  trees  were 
sprayed  by  the  town  Forester  at  the  proper  time.  Before 
wood  cutting  was  started  this  season  the  expert  advice  of  the 
State  Forester  was  requested.  He  going  over  the  Park  with 
the  commissioners  and  later  making  his  recommendations 
which  have  been  followed.  All  wood  cut  the  past  year  was 
sold. 

We  would  recommend  the  construction  of  several  piers  on 
the  shore  of  Billington  Sea  as  well  as  Little  Pond  on  which  the 
fire  pumping  engine  could  be  placed  and  pump  from  pond  in 
case  of  fire.  The  erection  of  a  bath  house  at  Little  Pond  sim- 
ilar to  the  one  at  Nelson  St.  playground  and  the  extension  of 
the  town  water  system  and  electricity  to  this.  A  record  of 
the  number  of  bathers  at  Little  Pond  the  past  summer  show 
nearly  four  hundred  on  some  days.  The  conditions  are  very 
deplorable,  for  where  such  numbers  go  in,  it  is  necessary  for 
them  to  use  the  bushes  for  dressing  rooms  as  well  as  toilets. 
The  sanitary  conditions  are  necessarily  very  bad.  A  deer 
park  would  not  be  amiss  in  a  section  of  the  park  at  some 
future  date.

NELSON  STREET. 

The  Nelson  St.  playground  and  bath  house  have  been  very 
well  patronized.  The  caretaker  was  on  duty  when  the  tide 
was  right  as  late  as  11  P.  M.  and  many  improved  this  oppor- 
tunity. It  was  necessary  to  have  electricity  installed  not 
only  for  the  late  bathing  but  for  those  who  were  using  the 
camp  ground.  It  was  necessary  to  construct  outside  en- 
trances to  the  toilets  for  the  night  use  of  the  campers.  Some 
extra  expense  was  caused  here  as  at  Beach  Park  on  account 
of  the  freezing  of  traps. 

We  recommend  more  playground  equipment.  The  cess 
pools  need  to  be  rebuilt  or  a  new  system  of  sewerage  installed. 

MUNICIPAL  CAMP  GROUND. 

The  municipal  camp  ground  was  well  patronized  up  to  Oct. 
1st.  A  register  was  kept  during  Aug.  and  Sept.  and  tourists 
from  thirtj'-one  of  the  states  as  well  as  Canada,  England,  Aus- 
tralia and  Porto  Rico  registered.  There  was  a  total  of  408 
registered  for  the  time  record  was  kept  and  all  were  delighted 
with  the  camp  site,  claiming  it  was  one  of  the  best  they  had 
found  on  their  tour.  Following  are  some  letters  received  from 
some  of  them,  by  the  caretaker  and  Commissioners:

Throughout  my  trip,  camping  at  Ply- 
mouth stands  out  as  one  of  the  most  satisfactory.  I  wish  to 
congratulate  the  people  of  Plymouth  on  the  location  of  this 
camp  and  upon  the  conveniences  which  they  have  and  upon 
the  conduct  of  the  camp. 
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I  have  one  suggestion  to  make  and  that  is  that  cards  be 
passed  out  to  tourists  with  the  request  that  they  leave  their 
names,  the  number  of  nights  spent  in  Plymouth  Camp,  the 
amount  of  money  spent  for  oil,  gasoline,  food, clothing  and  the 
miscellaneous  supplies,  while  in  Plymouth.  I  think  you  will 
find  the  statistics  which  you  obtain  from  them,  enlightening 
as  tourists  are  pretty  good  spenders.

The  first  was  placed  on  the  lower  part  of  the  hill  off  School 
Street  and  near  the  site  of  the  first  schoolhouse. 

At  the  top  of  this  tablet  is  a  figure  representing  the  head 
and  shoulders  of  a  soldier  of  the  Continental  Army  and  be- 
neath the  inscription  reads  as  follows  : 

"ALEXANDER  SCAMMELL 
1747  -  1781 

Teacher  -  Soldier  -  Patriot 
*'He  taught  the  public  school  on  this  site. 
''Colonel  and  Adjutant  General  in  the  Continental  Army. 
''Mortally  wounded  at  Yorktown. 

"This  memorial  dedicated  by  the  General  Society  Sons  of 
the  Revolution  June  19,  1923." 

The  second  stone  was  placed  in  the  Warren  lot,  near  the 
site  of  the  First  Fort,  at  the  top  of  the  Hill. 

This  tablet  bears  the  likeness  of  General  Warren  at  the  top, 
and  the  inscription  is  as  below :

Recommendations. 


1.  The  present  conical  shaped  liquid  measures  used  for 
testing,  have  been  declared  obsolete  by  the  District  Inspector, 
because  of  their  inaccuracy.  The  purchase  of  a  new  set, 
ranging  from  one  gallon  to  one  gill,  would  be  appreciated  by 
the  department. 

2.  I  recommend  the  purchase  of  an  auto  for  the  transporta- 
tion of  the  Sealer  and  Equipment  about  the  town. 

3.  The  work  of  this  department  has  increased  to  such 
extent  that  it  requires  the  entire  time  of  the  sealer.  The 
average  hours  of  labor  per  week  range  from  44  to  60.  It 
is  earnestly  recommended  that  the  salary  of  the  Sealer  of 
Weights  and  Measures  be  increased,  to  at  least,  a  living  wage.

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REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Gentlemen — I  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year 
1923. 

While  the  number  of  fires  in  1923  was  not  as  great  as  in 
some  previous  years,  several  were  of  large  extent  and  occurred 
at  a  time  when  very  dry  conditions  prevailed  and  made  it 
necessary  to  have  the  fire  line  patrolled,  until  a  heavy  rain 
made  it  impossible  for  it  to  start  again.  This  caused  much 
expense  and  in  one  case  amounted  to  more  than  the  cost  to 
extinguish.  One  of  the  worst  fires  of  the  year  occurred  May 
29th  and  30th.  This  fire  was  caused  by  a  live  wire  belonging 
to  the  Southeastern  Massachusetts  Electric  and  Power  Com- 
pany. The  land  burned  over  was  of  little  value,  but  the  cost 
to  extinguish  and  the  patrolling  amounted  to  more  than  five 
hundred  dollars.  There  were  four  Railroad  fires  during  the 
year.  The  one  of  April  2nd  burned  a  house  at  North  Ply- 
mouth, causing  a  loss  of  several  thousand  dollars.  The 
others  were  of  small  extent  and  did  no  damage.  Most  of  the 
fires  occurred  on  Saturdays  and  Sundays  when  the  travel  was 
the  greatest.  This  would  indicate  that  they  were  caused  by 
carelessness  on  the  part  of  automobilists  who  throw  cigarettes 
and  lighted  matches  from  their  cars  and  in  some  cases,  build 
camp  fires  near  the  woods.  With  the  large  increase  in  this 
kind  of  travel,  the  fire  menace  would  seem  to  be  a  growing 
proposition.  There  was  one  arrest  and  conviction  for  viola- 
tion of  the  fire  laws,  and  one  case  was  settled  out  of  court  by 
payment  of  cost  to  extinguish.    The  appropriation  for-  this 
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Department  last  year  was  $3,500.    At  a  special  Town  Meet- 
ing in  December,  there  was  an  additional  appropriation  of 
$800,  made  to  make  up  for  the  deficiency  then  existing. 
I  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $3,500  for  the  year  1924.

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GENERAL  REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 

Plymouth,  Mass.,  January  1,  1924. 

In  common  with  Boards  of  Health  elsewhere,  active  quar- 
antine measures  have  been  carried  on  during  the  past  year 
in  an  effort  to  prevent  the  spread  of  contagious  diseases,  but 
even  more  should  be  done  along  immunization  lines,  especial- 
ly in  the  matter  of  diphtheria. 

Diphtheria  is  one  of  the  greatest  enemies  of  child  life. 
606  deaths  occurred  in  Massachusetts  from  this  cause  in  1922, 
the  last  year  for  which  reports  are  completed,  85  per  cent, 
of  which  were  in  children.  Of  all  the  cases  of  diphtheria 
the  great  majority  occur  in  children  under  ten  years  of  age, 
particularly  in  early  childhood.  It  is  among  young  children 
that  the  disease  is  most  fatal  and  where  it  produces  its  worst 
complications.  Your  children,  therefore,  are  in  danger  from 
this  dreaded  disease  and  the  danger  exists  from  the  time  they 
creep  until  they  go  to  school. 

But — your  children  need  never  have  diphtheria.  First, 
there  is  a  simple,  harmless  test — the  Schick  test — which  will 
show  whether  your  child  might  contract  or  catch  the  disease 
if  exposed.  If  your  child  has  this  test  done  and  shows  a 
negative  reaction,  your  child  is  naturally  protected  against 
diphtheria.  If  your  child,  however,  shows  a  positive  re- 
action it  means  that  the  child  is  susceptible  to  diphtheria 
and  might  catch  it  if  exposed,  and  might  die  of  it.  But  you 
can  protect  your  child  by  having  the  doctor  give  three  doses 
of  diphtheria  toxin-antitoxin  mixture  one  week  apart. 

If  you  want  to  know  whether  your  children  could  catch 
diphtheria  have  the  Schick  test  done  on  them  by  your  family 
doctor,  and  if  they  show  a  positive  reaction  and  you  want  to 
save  them  from  diphtheria  see  that  they  receive  toxin-anti- 
toxin mixture.  This  material  is  manufactured  and  dis- 
tributed without  charge. 

Both  the  Schick  test  and  the  toxin-antitoxin  administra- 
tion are  harmless.  Thousands  of  children  in  Massachusetts 
have  already  been  tested  and  protected  and  the  Board  are 
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convinced  that  eventually  this  test  will  be  required  of  all 
children  entering  public  schools.  At  present  we  are  securing 
the  necessary  outfits  to  make  the  tests  and  are  using  our 
efforts  to  explain  its  importance  and  have  the  test  made. 

The  general  sanitary  conditions  in  White  Horse  have  been 
vastly  helped  b^^  the  establishment  of  a  public  dump,  which, 
while  it  requires  some  supervision,  undoubtedly  fills  a  long 
felt  wanto  A  caretaker  is  required  during  certain  hours  in 
the  summer.

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PLYMOUTH  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 


REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTORS  AND  LIBRARIAN. 

Despite  numerous  enforced  absences  and  some  important 
changes  in  the  working  force  of  the  Library  the  year  has  been 
one  of  steady  growth  in  strength  and  efficiency  as  an  institu- 
tion. It  was  with  regret  that  we  were  obhged  to  release  Miss 
Green  who  had  served  the  Library  so  long  and  so  well,  ad- 
vancing to  the  position  of  assistant  librarian  through  her 
competence  and  industry. 

The  gradually  decreasing  efficiency  of  the  electric  lights  in 
the  reading  room  has  been  apparent  for  some  time.  Investi- 
gation showed  that  there  were  three  reasons  for  this  condition. 
The  lighting  being  indirect,  its  intensity  is  determined  very 
largely  by  the  ability  of  the  ceiling  to  diffuse  it  about  the 
room.  As  the  ceiling  had  not  been  whitened  for  eighteen 
years  it  had  become  very  dingy  so  that  a  large  part  of  the 
light  was  being  absorbed  instead  of  being  returned  into  the 
room.  Again  the  two  large  electric  bulbs  which  are  the 
source  of  light  were  so  high  that  they  could  not  be  cleaned 
and  were  therefore  covered  with  a  heavy  coating  of  dust  and 
finally  the  bulbs  themselves  had  served  a  very  long  time  and 
had  lost  much  of  their  efficiency  from  deterioration  of  the  fila- 
ments. 

The  obvious  remedies  were  applied.  The  library  was 
closed  for  a  few  days  and  the  ceiling  whitened,  new  lamps 
were  installed,  and  the  janitor  was  given  a  step-ladder  of  the 
proper  heighth  to  enable  him  to  reach  the  lamps  and  keep 
them  free  from  dust.  The  improvement  in  the  lighting  is 
most  satisfactory. 
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The  condition  of  the  remaining  Undens  in  front  of  the 
Library  building  has  been  a  matter  of  deep  concern  to  the 
Directors  since  the  unfortunate  loss  of  one  of  them.  It  was 
felt  that  these  grand  old  trees,  whose  magnificent  proportions 
give  character  to  the  vicinity  and  form  one  of  the  most  inter- 
esting and  imposing  landmarks  of  old  Plymouth,  should  not 
be  longer  abandoned  to  decay  and  destruction. 

Inquiry  at  the  State  Department  of  Conservation  resulted 
in  a  visit  from  Chief  Forester,  H.  0.  Cook  who  examined  the 
trees  and  later  reported  the  result  of  his  examination  with 
recommendations.  At  the  June  meeting  of  the  Directors  the 
executive  committee  were  authorized  to  have  the  necessary 
work  done  on  the  trees,  and  Frank  E.  Gould  of  Topsfield, 
Mass.  was  engaged. 

When  Mr.  Gould  began  work  in  October  Mr.  Cook  again 
took  the  trouble  to  come  to  Plymouth,  unsolicited,  and  the 
work  has  been  done  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner  as  he  di- 
rected. If  the  trees  are  to  be  preserved  however  it  will  be 
necessary  to  do  a  considerable  amount  of  w^ork  upon  them 
each  season  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  there  will  be  enough 
public  interest  in  the  matter  so  that  there  will  be  no  failure 
of  the  program  for  lack  of  funds. 

The  brick  walls  at  the  front  of  the  Library  building  are  in 
very  bad  condition.  The  cement  has  fallen  out  from  between 
the  bricks  allowing  water  to  enter  and  throwing  the  walls 
badly  out  of  alignment.  It  seems  pretty  certain  that  they 
will  fall  before  long.  Masons  who  have  been  consulted  say 
that  repair  is  out  of  the  question.  They  must  be  torn  down 
before  they  can  be  restored. 

It  seems  a  pity  to  lose  them  as  they  are  a  part  of  the 
architectural  scheme,  of  the  building.  The  cost  of  restoring 
them  would  probably  be  about  four  hundred  dollars. 

In  the  death  of  Miss  Rose  S.  Whiting  the  Library  has  suff- 
ered a  great  loss.  Endowed  by  nature  with  a  remarkably  keen 
intellect  she  was  fortunate  in  the  atmosphere  of  culture  and 
refinement  in  which  she  grew  up  and  the  liberal  educational 
advantages  which  she  enjoyed. 
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Cultured,  alert  and  with  a  kindly  cheerful  disposition  she 
was  invaluable  as  a  Director  and  a  tireless  worker  for  the  in- 
stitution which  she  loved  and  served  so  well.  As  a  mark  of 
respect  to  her  memory  the  Library  was  closed  during  the 
hour  of  her  funeral  on  November  twenty-sixth.

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN. 

To  the  Directors  of  the  Plymouth  Public  Library : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Ply- 
mouth Public  Library  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 1923. 

The  unit  of  measurement  by  which  the  work  of  the  library 
is  most  often  expressed  is  the  circulation  of  books.  There- 
fore, it  is  of  interest  to  note  the  number  circulated  from  the 
adult  department  was  32,883,  from  the  juvenile  17,279,  and 
from  the  school  deposits  1,267,  making  in  all  51,429.  Of 
these  992  were  current  periodicals,  and  250  were  foreign 
books,  which  include  Greek,French,  Russian,  German,  Polish, 
Swedish,  Yiddish  and  Italian.  Foreigners  wishing  reading 
matter  in  their  own  language  may  obtain  it,  as  the  Division 
of  Public  Libraries  gladly  lends  books  at  any  time,  many 
having  been  borrowed  from  there  during  the  past  year. 
Classes  in  Americanization  are  urged  to  use  the  Public  Li- 
brary; it  is  an  important  factor  in  the  work,  and  may  be 
regarded  as  the  people's  continuation  school. 

Through  the  Inter-Library  Loan,  the  usual  number  of 
volumes  of  non-fiction  have  been  borrowed  from  the  Boston 
Public  Library,  and  a  few  books  have  been  loaned  by  this 
Library  to  libraries  in  Kingston,  Duxbury,  Plympton  and 
Marshfield. 
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New  cards  have  been  issued  to  531  persons,  of  whom  221 
were  juvenile,  and  98  were  temporary  residents.  Strangers 
spending  a  short  time  in  Plymouth  who  wish  to  use  the  Lib- 
rary may  make  a  deposit  of  $3.00,  all  of  which  is  returned 
when  the  card  is  cancelled;  34  people  availed  themselves  of 
this  privilege  during  the  spring  and  summer  months.  The 
number  of  adult  cardholders  is  approximately  3,817,  juvenile 
1,028. 

The  juvenile  attendance  was  15,603;  the  adult,  for  reading 
and  reference  alone,  was  16,341. 

Several  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  staff.  Miss 
Gladys  C.  Greene  resigned  her  position  in  order  to  attend  the 
Pratt  Institute  School  of  Library  Science,  in  Brooklyn.  This 
was  a  serious  loss,  as  Miss  Greene  had  given  over  four  years 
of  faithful  service,  which  was  deeply  appreciated  by  the  Di- 
rectors, the  Librarian  and  the  public  in  general.  Miss  Doro- 
thy S.  Bamford,  of  Ipswich,  has  been  appointed  Assistant 
Librarian.  Miss  Dorothy  M.  Bruce,  who  served  as  an  ap- 
prentice for  one  year  and  a  half,  is  now  a  member  of  the 
regular  staff.  Miss  Grace  LI.  Haigh  has  been  appointed 
Children's  Librarian,  having  taken  a  course  in  children's 
work  at  the  Library  School  of  Simmons  College  last  July. 

The  work  in  this  department  has  gone  on  as  usual  during 
the  year.  The  confusion,  caused  by  so  many  passing  back 
and  forth,  has  been  improved  by  having  a  cork  linoleum  floor 
laid,  and  by  putting  rubber  tips  on  the  chairs.  The  children's 
story  hour,  which  Miss  Haigh  holds  twice  a  month  from 
November  to  April,  is  well  attended,  over  ninety  coming  the 
first  Saturday  morning.  We  are  indebted  to  Miss  Ruth 
Eastwood  for  many  interesting  stories  which  she  told  in  the 
Library  last  winter,  while  a  student  at  Miss  Wheelock's 
Kindergarten  Training  School;  and  to  Dr.  H.  H.  Burns, 
whose  stories  were  of  special  interest  to  boys. 

Before  the  schools  closed  for  the  summer,  Miss  E.  Kath- 
leen Jones,  General  Secretary  of  the  Division  of  Public  Li- 
braries, Boston,  visited  the  Cornish  and  Knapp  Schools,  and 
awarded  30  honor  certificates,  given  by  the  Board  of  Free 
Public  Library  Commissioners,  to  pupils  who  had  read  twenty 
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books  from  the  state  certificate  reading  lists.  Each  child 
having  previously  won  four  certificates.  The  successful 
children  wei^e  all  gathered  in  one  room,  and  Miss  Jones  chose 
subjects  for  her  talks  that  would  inspire  them  to  further 
reading.  308  certificates  have  been  issued  during  the  year, 
which  indicates  the  same  enthusiasm  of  both  teachers  and 
pupils  that  was  shown  in  1922. 

A  steriomotograph  was  placed  in  the  Library  for  several 
weeks,  by  the  Department  of  Conservation  of  the  Common- 
wealth. Run  by  electricity,  this  was  an  exhibit  of  colored 
pictures,  statistics  and  explanations,  giving  the  whole  story  of 
the  work  of  the  Division  of  Forestry.  As  many  were  study- 
ing forestry'  at  the  time,  deep  interest  was  shown  in  the  ex- 
hibit, which  resembled  a  miniature  moving  picture. 

For  three  weeks  in  the  summer,  the  practical  side  of  library 
work  was  taught  to  one  of  the  students  from  the  Simmons 
College  School  of  Library  Science.  This  practice  work  is 
required  in  the  regular  course,  students  choosing  different 
libraries  throughout  the  state  in  which  to  study. 

A  nation  wide  drive  for  books  for  the  American  Merchant 
Marine  Librarj^  Association  was  made  in  the  spring.  The 
people  of  Plymouth  responded  in  their  usual  generous  man- 
ner, bringing  hundreds  of  volumes  to  the  Library,  which  were 
taken  by  the  Directors  to  the  receiving  station,  at  the  Boston 
Public  Library.  The  Library  will  gladly  receive  and  for- 
ward books  to  the  Merchant  Marines  at  any  time,  as  there  is 
always  an  insistent  demand  for  them. 

943  books  have  been  added  to  the  Library,  of  these  377 
were  gifts,  a  large  number  being  from  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Charles 
S.  Davis.  Four  Pilgrim  scrap  books  were  received  from  the 
estate  of  Aliss  Harriet  Smith  Tolman,  of  Concord,  contain- 
ing pictures  and  clippings  that  appeared  in  print  during  the 
Tercentenary  year.  The  first  volume  contains  miscellaneous 
information  about  the  Pilgrims  and  Plymouth,  the  second 
is  entirely  historical,  the  third  has  the  whole  celebration  of 
1921,  and  the  fourth  the  poems,  speeches,  memorials  and 
tributes.  These  are  arranged  in  a  most  artistic  manner 
and  form  a  valuable  addition  to  the  Pilgrim  collection.  An- 
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other  noteworthy  gift  for  this  collection  is  The  Story  of  the 
Pilgrim  Tercentenary  Celebration  at  Plymouth,  in  the  Year 
1921,  presented  by  Mr.  F.  J.  Bittinger.

The  Water  Commissioners  are  of  the  opinion  that  the 
time  has  arrived  when  a  reduction  in  meter  rates  should  be 
made. 

It  will  be  noted,  by  referring  to  the  Financial  sheet,  that 
the  total  revenue  for  1923  was  $37,082.89,  and  the  total  ex- 
penditures for  maintenance,  construction  and  bonds  and  in- 
terest payments  was  $28,136.00,  giving  a  net  difference  be- 
tween total  receipts  and  expenditures  of  approximately 
$9,000.00. 

The  table  given  below  shows  a  comparison  between  the 
present  and  proposed  meter  rates.  It  is  our  intention  to 
put  the  new  rates  into  effect  May  1,  1924.

POND  ELEVATIONS  AND  STORAGE  DEPLETION. 

Plate  I  is  the  chart  that  shows  the  monthly  elevations  and 
depletion  of  storage  from  July,  1905,  to  January  1,  1924, 
inclusive. 

The  monthly  and  annual  rainfall  for  this  same  period  is 
also  given. 

An  inspection  of  the  chart  shows  that  the  rainfall  of  42.39" 
for  1923  was  the  lowest  annual  rainfall  in  Plymouth  since 
1918  when  we  had  a  rainfall  of  34.92". 

Great  South  Pond  was  lower  on  January  1,  1924  than  at 
any  time  during  the  previous  four  years,  undoubtedly  due 
to  the  low  rainfall  of  the  past  year. 
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CONSUMPTION  FOR  1923. 

Plate  II  is  a  chart  that  has  been  pubHshed  annually  for 
several  years  showing  the  weekly  variation  in  the  average 
daily  consumption. 

The  consumption  for  the  months  of  June,  July  and  August 
was  159  million  gallons  compared  to  124  million  gallons  for 
the  corresponding  three  months  of  1922. 

The  large  increase  in  use  is  due  to  the  low  rainfall  of  6.94" 
during  June,  July  and  August  of  1923  compared  to  the  rain- 
fall of  17.71"  for  the  same  three  months  of  1922. 

The  average  daily  low  service  consumption  for  the  year  was 
556,000  gallons,  the  high  service  890,000  gallons  and  the 
total  1,446,000  gallons. 

The  low  service  was  38  ^  and  the  high  service  62%  of  the 
total  consumption  for  the  year. 

The  usual  water  analyses  have  been  made  by  the  State 
Department  of  Health  during  the  year  1923  and  a  copy  of 
these  has  been  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Superintendent.

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REPORT  OF  FIRE  COMMISSIONER 


The  record  of  the  Department  accompanying  the  report 
of  1923  shows  a  greater  number  of  calls  answered  than  for 
any  previous  year.  In  addition  to  calls  for  service  at  fires, 
six  calls  for  the  lung-motor  were  answered,  six  out-of-town 
calls  for  fires;  one  for  Brant  Rock,  two  for  Sagamore  and 
three  for  Kingston. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  had  an  unusual  amount  of 
work  and  we  have  been  obliged  to  purchase  new  hose  to  re- 
place discarded  hose,  which  has  been  turned  over  to  other 
Town  Departments  where  it  may  be  used  further  but  not 
under  high  pressure.  T  therefore  recommend  the  purchase 
of  two  thousand  feet  of  new  hose  this  year. 

The  Commissioner  would  call  especial  attention  to  the 
condition  of  the  Pope  Hartford  chemical  truck.  This  piece 
of  apparatus  has  seen  many  years  of  service,  has  suffered 
accidents,  which  have  weakened  its  condition  and  it  is  now 
unfit  for  further  service,  and  I  would  recommend  the  purchase 
of  a  new  piece  of  apparatus  to  take  the  place  of  the  old  Pope 
Hartford.

FIRE  ALARM 

New  wires  were  provided,  slack  wires  were  pulled  up,  bare 
wires  insulated  and  tree  grounds  cleared,  all  fire  alarm  boxes 
were  repaired,  cleaned,  painted,  and  frequently  tested. 

BUILDINGS 

Certain  repairs  on  the  Central  Station  as  well  as  North 
Station,  will  need  looking  after  this  year. 

Inspection  of  hotels  and  lodging  houses  as  required  by 
the  State  Police  was  made  by  the  Chief  of  Department  and 
reports  filed  at  State  House  as  required  by  law.  License  to 
build  and  operate  garages  have  been  granted  in  accordance 
with  the  State  regulations,  and  inspections  made  of  those  in 
operation. 

I  would  recommend 

New  supply  truck  to  carry  men  to  and  from  fires,  equipped 
with  tools  and  supplies,  to  take  care  of  all  outside  work  on 
hydrants,  fire  alarm  wires,  and  all  outside  troubles  caused  by 
storms. 

The  co-operation  and  spirit  of  the  men  in  the  service  which 
has  helped  to  maintain  the  efficiency  of  the  department  has 
been  appreciated.

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REPORT  OF  WHARF  RELOCATION 
COMMITTEE 


February  9,  1924. 

Since  this  Committee  made  its  last  report,  an  appropria- 
tion of  $130,000.00  has  been  made  by  the  Town  to  build  a 
wharf  on  property  owned  by  the  Town  opposite  South  Park 
Avenue  and  other  land  to  be  acquired  for  the  purpose. 

Satisfactory  arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  New 
York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company  for  ac- 
quiring the  necessary  land  opposite  their  property,  and  there 
will  apparently  be  no  difficulty  in  dealing  with  the  American 
Woolen  Company,  in  acquiring  so  much  of  their  land  as  will 
be  needed  for  the  wharf. 

The  Federal  Government  and  the  State  have  made  a 
joint  appropriation  of  $102,000.00  for  dredging  a  channel 
to  the  proposed  new  wharf. 

Plans  for  the  wharf  and  stone  dike  have  been  prepared  for 
your  Committee  by  Fay,  Spofford  &  Thorndike,  of  Boston, 
Mass. 

Bids  for  the  construction  of  the  wharf  and  dike  will  be 
opened  by  your  Committee  on  February  23,  1924,  and  bids 
for  dredging  the  Channel  will  be  opened  by  Major  Godfrey, 
United  States  District  Engineer,  on  February  25th,  1924,  at 
the  United  States  Engineers  office,  Boston,  Mass. 

Your  Committee  feels  that  definite  and  satisfactory  pro- 
gress has  been  made  in  the  work  of  wharf  relocation,  which 
they  were  instructed  by  the  Town  to  carry  out,  and  it  now 
appears  probable  that  construction  work  will  begin  in  the 
spring  or  early  part  of  the  summer.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  PLANNING 
BOARD 


Plymouth,  Mass.,  February  16,  1924. 

The  Plymouth  Planning  Board  submits  its  report  with 
special  reference  to  the  conditions  and  needs  of  the  street 
system  of  Plymouth. 

At  the  request  of  the  Board,  the  Town  Engineer  has  made 
plans  for  certain  new  streets  which  by  paralleling  the  exist- 
ing over  crowded  highways  near  the  waterfront  will  secure 
relief  from  traffic  congestion  and  danger. 

There  is  an  urgent  and  growing  demand  for  additional 
highway  facilities  to  meet  the  ever  increasing  automobile 
travel  and  to  secure  public  safety  and  convenience.  Upon 
examination  it  became  evident  that  there  was  no  adequate 
relief  to  be  secured  from  existing  congestion  by  slight  widen- 
ings  of  existing  highways,  which  involved  an  expense  entirely 
disproportionate  to  the  real  public  service  rendered.  It 
were  better  to  spend  a  substantial  sum  of  money  in  laying 
out  new  useful  avenues,  of  adequate  width  which  would 
amply  meet  the  requirements  of  the  present  and  future  travel, 
than  to  spend  an  equal  sum  of  money  in  the  attempt  to  widen 
existing  narrow  thoroughfares  which  are  more  or  less 
closely  built  up  and  consequently  very  costly  to  change. 

The  Board  is  advised  by  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  State 
Department  of  Public  Works  that  many  other  cities  and 
tovms  in  the  State  have  constructed  or  have  under  contem- 
plation the  construction  of  circumferential  roads,  so-called, 
to  take  traffic  around  instead  of  through  the  center  of  the 
thickly  settled  portion  of  a  town  in  order  to  secure  public 
safety  and  convenience  at  reasonable  cost.  It  would  seem 
obvious  that  the  way  to  relieve  the  congestion  in  the  Town 
of  Plymouth  is  by  the  construction  of  new  roads  on  vacant 
or  semi-vacant  land  rather  than  by  widening  here  and  there 
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some  liarrow  portion  of  an  existing  road  already  too  narrow 
throughout  its  whole  extent  for  traffic  at  certain  times  of 
day,  or  on  certain  days. 

Plans  have  been  prepared  by  the  Town  Engineer  showing 
two  ways  of  relieving  travel  through  a  large  part  of  the  center 
of  the  town. 

1.  By  the  improvement  and  new  surfacing  of  Standish 
Avenue  and  Spooner  Street  and  laying  out  a  new  highway 
from  Court  Street  near  the  Kingston  line  to  Spooner  Street, 
or  by  extending  Spooner  Street,  if  the  cooperation  of  the 
Town  of  Kingston  can  be  obtained,  to  and  through  Crescent 
Street  in  Kingston.  Standish  Avenue  and  Spooner  Street 
need  today  new  surfacing  and  the  estimated  cost  of  that  work 
is  $4,000.  The  estimated  cost  of  extending  Spooner 
Street  to  Court  Street  within  the  limits  of  the  Town,  would 
probably  not  exceed  $5,000.  If  this  work  were  done, 
it  would  be  possible  to  drive  from  the  Kingston  line  through 
Spooner  Street,  Standish  Avenue  and  Oak  Street  to  Summer 
Street,  and  compared  with  the  present  conditions,  at  a  sav- 
ing in  time  and  with  greater  comfort  and  safety  than  through 
Court  and  Main  Streets. 

2.  The  second  plan  under  consideration  is  the  extension 
of  Water  Street  northerly  to  some  point  at  or  near  Prince 
Street  in  North  Plymouth,  diverting  the  through  travel  at 
Prince  Street  or  at  some  other  street  nearer  than  Prince 
Street  to  this  new  water  boulevard.  The  convenience  and 
beauty  of  such  a  new  avenue  of  ample  width  easterly  of  the 
railroad  and  overlooking  the  harbor,  if  it  could  be  done  at  a 
reasonable  expense,  would  be  of  substantial  benefit  to  the 
town. 

The  Town  has  acquired  land,  constructed  playgrounds 
and  bath  houses  along  the  waterfront  at  the  foot  of  Nelson 
Street.  To  reach  the  playground  and  the  bathing  beach, 
persons  passing  down  Nelson  Street  must  run  the  risk  of 
crossing  the  railroad  at  grade  and  at  a  point  within  the  yard 
limits  of  the  Plymouth  station.  It  has  been  thought  that 
it  would  be  possible  to  erect  an  overhead  bridge  at  the  danger- 
ous railroad  crossing  at  that  point,  at  an  expense  which 
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would  not  be  prohibitive  and  which  safety  and  convenience 
alike  today  require. 

But  to  attempt  to  lay  out  streets  in  the  northerly  part  of 
the  Town  without  reference  to  the  needs  and  conditions  in 
the  central  and  southerly  parts  of  the  town  and  the  necessity 
for  construction  of  new  streets  or  the  possible  widening  of 
old  streets  in  those  sections  forming  connecting  links,  to 
provide  for  the  large  and  increasing  through  travel  in  Ply- 
mouth, would  be  unfortunate  because  haphazard  and  in  the 
end  costly. 

The  Town  of  Plymouth  may  be  conveniently  divided  into, 
three  sections  for  the  purpose  of  considering  some  of  its 
present  problems: 

The  northerly  section,  lying  north  of  the  depot,  is  becom- 
ing more  and  more  the  industrial  section  and  necessarily 
so,  because  it  has  the  required  rail  facilities  and  the  only 
facilities  for  the  transportation  of  freight,  both  by  water  and 
rail. 

The  central  section,  lying  between  the  railroad  station  and 
Town  Brook,  is  of  necessity  its  civic  center.  There  are  the 
federal  building,  the  town  buildings,  the  county  buildings, 
the  banks,  stores  and  offices,  and  in  addition,  it  is  also  the 
historic  center  which  attracts  all  visitors  to  Plymouth. 

South  of  Town  Brook  is  largely  a  residential  section  and 
more  likely  than  any  other  to  continue  and  increase  as  a 
residential  section  only.  The  coordination  of  these  sections 
by  through  or  connecting  roads,  adapted  to  the  present  needs 
and  future  development  of  those  sections,  will  require  the 
most  careful  and  comprehensive  study  by  experienced  town 
planners. 

''When  we  speak  of  town  planning,  we  are  not  proposing 
something  that  is  new  but  only  a  different  method  of  doing 
something  which  is,  in  part  at  least,  being  done  already." 
Town  planning  does  not  necessarily  mean  an  increased  ex- 
penditure of  public  funds,  for  the  rate  of  expenditure  of 
public  funds  is  not  determined  by  the  planning  but  the 
planning  leaves  the  determination  where  it  is  now,  a  matter 
for  the  voters  of  the  town  to  decide.    To  decide  wisely  there 
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must  be  a  careful  study  of  existing  conditions,  the  collection 
of  a  large  amount  of  data,  well  considered  and  carefully  pre- 
pared plans,  and  when  all  the  facts  are  presented  and  all  the 
arguments  considered,  a  final  determination  by  the  town  of 
the  broad  scheme  to  be  adopted  and  towards  which  the  town 
will  build  in  the  future. 

Town  planning  does  not  mean  more  spending,  it  means 
more  careful  spending  and  in  the  long  run  a  great  saving  in 
expenditure.  If  the  planning  is  carefully  and  thoroughly 
done,  it  will  enable  the  voters  better  to  determine  where  the 
need  of  expenditure  is  the  greatest  and  also  where  expenditure 
can  be  avoided  altogether. 

To  accomplish  the  result  which  the  Board  seeks  to  secure 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Town,  it  will,  in  its  opinion,  be  necessary 
to  secure  the  services  of  some  experienced  professional  town 
planner  who  has  given  to  this  problem  in  other  towns  and 
cities  exhaustive  study,  and  can  prepare  for  the  Town  in 
cooperation  with  the  Planning  Board,  the  Town  Engineer 
and  all  other  officials  and  interested  residents  of  the  town,  an 
outline  plan  which  will  be  extremely  helpful  in  its  decision 
as  to  the  locality  and  extent  of  the  construction  work  to  be 
done  now  and  in  the  future. 

The  Planning  Board  is  advised  that  with  an  expenditure 
of  three  thousand  dollars  such  a  general  plan  can  be  obtained 
which  will  show  more  clearly  than  in  any  other  way  the 
possibilities  of  a  useful,  economical  and  attractive  develop- 
ment of  its  streets,  its  housing,  its  parks,  and  its  boulevard 
along  the  waterfront,  and  make  safer  and  more  convenient 
the  transportation  of  people  and  material  to  and  through  the 
Town  of  Plymouth. 

The  Board  recommends  an  appropriation  of  three  thousand 
dollars  to  be  expended  by  the  Board  in  securing  the  services 
of  a  town  planner  or  engineer,  experienced  in  town  planning, 
to  prepare  carefully  studied  outlines  of  plans,  estimates, 
printing,  etc.,  which  will  enable  the  Board  to  present  to  the 
Town  a  comprehensive  system  of  highway  development  with 
definite  recommendations  and  data  necessary  to  enable  the 
Town  to  determine  what  action  shall  be  taken  to  meet  the 
difficult  problems  in  the  highway  development.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


Last  year's  report  as  well  as  reports  of  previous  years 
called  attention  to  the  need  of  additional  school  accommoda- 
tions in  the  north  part  of  the  town.  No  proposition  for 
consideration  by  the  Town  was  presented  at  the  1923  annual 
Town  Meeting  but  following  the  organization  of  the  1923 
Committee  (enlarged  from  three  members  to  six  at  the 
annual  Meeting)  discussion  of  the  matter  developed  that  the 
members  were  unanimous  in  the  belief  that  a  move  should 
be  made  to  submit  the  question  to  the  Town. 

Gay  and  Proctor,  architects,  were,  therefore,  requested 
to  submit  sketches  and  estimates  for  a  four  room  addition 
to  the  Hedge  School  building  and  a  new  five  or  six  room 
building  to  be  located  in  the  vicinity  of  Cold  Spring,  the 
first  mentioned  to  replace  the  two  portable  buildings  at  the 
Hedge  and  Knapp  Schools,  and  the  latter  to  replace  the  two- 
room  Cold  Spring  and  the  one-room  Alden  Street  buildings 
and  allow  two  or  three  rooms  for  redistribution  of  pupils 
and  future  use,  as  might  be  desirable. 

Estin~ates  submitted  by  the  architects  were  about  $114,000 
for  the  Hedge  School  addition,  including  an  auditorium, 
and  a  complete  new  heating  unit  to  take  care  of  the  old  build- 
ing, the  proposed  addition  and  four  rooms  should  they  be 
added  at  any  time,  the  heater  equipped  to  burn  hard  or  soft 
coal; and  for  the  new  building  from $100,000.00 to  $110,000.00. 

The  Town  having  authorized  bond  issues  for  a  Towti  Hall, 
a  building  for  the  Legion,  and  a  new  wharf,  its  borrowing 
capacity  under  the  law  was  reduced  to  $99,000.00  at  the 
time,  obliging  the  School  Committee  to  choose  which  of  the 
two  schemes  it  would  present  to  the  Town. 

The  Hedge  School  addition  was  decided  the  more  urgent 
need  and  at  a  special  Town  Meeting  on  August  4th,  1923, 
an  appropriation  of  $115,000.00  was  made  for  that  purpose, 
$16,000.00  being  put  into  the  1923  tax  levy  and  $99,000.0(> 
provided  by  a  bond  issue. 
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The  necessary  land  was  purchased  from  Mrs.  Mary  A. 
Brown  for  $2,300.00  and  the  Town  assumed  the  cost  of  mov- 
ing a  building  standing  on  the  lot.  This  latter  expense  wa& 
$325.00. 

Contracts  have  been  let  as  follows: — 

General  construction  to  J.  Nicholson  &  Son,  Boston  for 
$73,088.00;  Heating  and  Ventilating  to  Stone-Underhill 
Heating  &  Ventilating  Company  of  Boston  for  $24,348.00 
and  Plumbing  to  Michael  D.  Welsh  of  Plymouth  for  $3,200.00. 

The  heating  and  ventilating  contract  covers  a  complete 
new  heating  plant,  as  before  mentioned,  and  the  heaters 
now  in  use  will  be  discarded. 

The  difference  in  cost  over  a  plant  to  take  care  of  the 
addition  only,  and  the  present  heating  plant  for  the  old 
building,  is  approximately  $9,000.00.  This  extra  cost  may 
seem  large,  but  in  view  of  the  unsatisfactory  experience  of 
the  town  with  a  multiplicity  of  heaters  in  several  of  its  school 
buildings  the  Committee  was  unanimous  that  the  additional 
expense  was  justified.  We  believe  that  more  efficient^ 
satisfactory  and  economical  service  will  be  had  and  hope  that 
the  Town  will  approve  our  action. 

There  may  be  some  salvage  from  the  old  heaters. 

It  is  expected  that  the  building  will  be  ready  for  use  by 
September  1st,  1924. 

The  Committee  feels  strongly  that  the  Cold  Spring  and 
Alden  Street  buildings  should  be  replaced  with  a  suitable 
structure.  The  former  was  originally  a  one  room  school 
but  was  made  into  a  two  room  building  some  years  ago  by 
running  a  partition  lengthwise  of  the  building,  resulting  in. 
two  very  .poorly  lighted  school  rooms.  The  building  is  heat- 
ed with  a  hot  air  furnace.     Toilet  facilities  are  only  fair. 

The  Alden  Street  Building  while  a  good  room  has  no  cellar, 
is  heated  by  a  stove  and  has  only  the  old  time  outhouse  for 
toilet  facilities. 

The  situation  as  to  the  several  authorized  bond  issues  has 
not  changed  since  last  year  and  the  borrowing  capacity  of 
the  Town  on  January  1st,  1924  was  about  $15,000.00. 
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We  understand  there  is  more  than  a  possibility  that  the 
issue  as  between  the  Town  Hall  and  the  Legion  building 
may  develop  so  that  a  definite  plan  for  one  or  the  other  will 
come  before  the  Town  at  the  next  Annual  Meeting. 

Should  the  Town  act  decisively  on  one  of  the  propositions 
the  vote  authorizing  the  bond  issue  for  the  other  could,  and, 
presumably,  would  be  rescinded;  thus  releasing  that  much 
borrowing  capacity. 

With  this  in  view  the  Committee  will  have  the  necessary 
articles  in  the  warrant  to  bring  before  the  Town  the  question 
of  a  new  building  in  the  vicinity  of  Cold  Spring. 

The  School  Department  offices  in  Town  Square  are  much 
in  need  of  complete  renovation,  nothing  in  the  way  of  paint 
or  paper  having  been  done  for  years.  The  floors  and  ceilings 
too  are  in  bad  condition.  Removal  of  the  large  chimney 
in  the  middle  of  the  house  would  make  one  good,  commodious 
office  room  out  of  what  are  now  two  rather  inconvenient 
and  very  shabby  rooms. 

We  are  therefore  requesting  $1,000.00  in  our  budget  for 
1924  to  be  used  for  this  purpose. 

The  State  refund  in  1923  was  $20,784.77,  based  on  the 
Town's  expenditure  for  educational  purposes  during  the 
year  from  July  1st,  1922  to  June  30th,  1923.  This,  like  all 
other  receipts,  goes  into  the  general  account. 

It  seems  desirable  to  dispose  of  at  least  two  of  the  unused 
school  houses,  one  at  South  Pond  and  one  at  Ship  Pond. 

Two  dozen  2)^  gallon  chemical  fire  extinguishers  have 
recently  been  installed  in  the  school  houses  and  a  fire  blanket 
in  each  of  the  domestic  science  rooms  at  the  High  and  Junior 
High  Schools. 

The  items  of  Fuel  and  Transportation  in  the  Budget  are 
very  much  outside  of  the  control  of  the  Committee. 

In  the  first  case  it  has  been  a  question  mainly  of  getting 
coal  at  any  price  for  two  or  three  years,  as  we  all  know.  The 
buildings  and  heaters  are  not  planned  to  burn  soft  coal  to 
the  best  advantage,  although  an  increased  quantity  is  being 
used  this  winter.  For  some  months  now  it  has  been  avail- 
able freely  and  at  a  price  much  below  anthracite;  the  latter 
being  at  top  prices  yet. 
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The  State  law  provides  that  pupils  living  more  than  two 
miles  from  school  shall  be  furnished  Transportation.  The 
Committee  thus  have  no  choice  in  the  matter. 

FIRE  PROTECTION. 

The  committee  felt  that  it  would  be  quite  desirable  to  have 
a  competent  inspection  of  the  school-houses,  in  the  light  of 
present  knowledge,  in  order  to  determine  what  fire  hazards 
existed,  not  only  as  endangering  the  buildings,  but  more 
especially  to  be  sure  that  such  protection  as  is  possible  be 
given  the  children.  The  committee  feels  that  it  was  parti- 
cularly fortunate  in  securing  Mr.  Percy  Bugbee,  Executive 
Assistant  of  the  National  Fire  Protection  Association  to 
make  this  inspection,  and  takes  this  opportunity  of  extend- 
ing its  thanks  to  Mr.  Bugbee  for  his  voluntary  service. 

Although  the  time  did  not  permit  of  as  detailed  an  ex- 
amination as  the  inspector  desired,  nevertheless  his  report 
is  quite  comphrensive,  and  will  be  of  great  assistance.  The 
date  of  inspection  was  January  21,  1924,  and  the  recom- 
mendations are  summarized  below. 

Inspection.  It  was  suggested  that  some  regular  fire 
inspection  was  quite  desirable,  and  that  this  might  well  be 
done  by  the  Fire  Department.  The  matter  has  already 
been  taken  up  with  the  Fire  Commissionei  who  is  very  willing 
to  cooperate  in  this  direction. 

Drills,  Fire  Regulations,  etc.  The  necessity  of  seeing 
that  both  children  and  teachers  are  thoroughly  familiar  with 
the  proper  course  of  action  in  case  of  fire  was  mentioned. 
These  matters  are  all  being  checked  up,  and  if  any  changes 
are  found  to  be  desirable,  they  will  probably  have  been  made 
by  the  time  this  report  reaches  the  citizens. 

Exits.  This  passage  is  quoted  in  full :  ''Modern  safe  school 
construction  calls  for  the  enclosing  of  stairways  in  smoke- 
proof  towers.  There  is  not  an  enclosed  stairway  in  any  school 
in  Plymouth.  The  chief  danger  of  the  open  stairway  is 
in  the  fact  that  it  acts  as  a  flue  so  that  a  fire  starting  in  the 
basement  could  spread  rapidly  up  to  the  roof.    It  is  most 
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advisable  to  at  least  cut  off  the  basement  by  enclosing  the 
stairway  and  providing  a  fire  door  at  the  entrance.  A  large 
proportion  of  school  fires  start  in  the  basement  and  if  there 
are  no  openings  to  the  floor  above  the  chances  of  confining 
the  fire  are  much  greater."  (It  may  be  noted  that  the 
Hedge  School  Addition,  now  under  construction,  has  its 
stairways  enclosed.) 

Fire  Extinguishers,  etc.  Certain  additions  to  the 
number  of  extinguishers  and  hoses  were  recommended,  as 
was  an  inspection  of  the  older  electric  wiring. 

The  recommendations  above  are  the  general  recommend- 
ations. In  addition,  the  report  takes  up  specifically  the 
larger  buildings,  individually,  calling  attention  to  the  need 
of  additional  basement  exits,  v/ire  glass  in  the  windows 
under  fire  escapes,  larger  water  supply  pipes,  and  in  some 
cases  recommending  the  automatic  sprinkling  of  portions 
of  the  basements. 

Knapp,  Cornish  and  Burton  Schools.  These  three 
schools  are  not  well  regarded.  We  quote  from  the  report: 
"Knapp  School.  This  building  is  of  decidedly  inferior  con- 
struction and  should  be  replaced  by  a  more  modern  structure 
as  soon  as  possible." 

''Cornish  School.  This  school  is  of  very  inferior  con- 
struction and  would  burn  rapidly." 

''Burton  School.  This  school  is  of  inferior  construction 
and  would  burn  rapidly." 

The  committee  does  not  feel  that  the  Town  would  look  with 
favor  upon  a  proposal  to  replace  these  schools  at  the  present 
time,  especially  with  the  building  program  now  under  way 
or  proposed.  This  situation  must  however,  be  met  at  some 
time. 

Meantime,  such  precautions  as  can  be  taken,  both  in  these 
buildings  and  in  the  others,  must  be  taken.  To  neglect 
such  things  is  a  responsibility  the  committee  does  not  care  to 
assume,  and  there  is  provided,  therefore,  in  the  1924  budget, 
an  additional  item  of  $5,000.  which  will  at  least  make  a  be- 
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ginning  toward  correcting  the  most  dangerous  conditions. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  report  of  the  Superinten- 
dent of  Schools  for  which  we  ask  your  careful  consideration.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Plymouth: 

Following  is  my  second  annual  report  as  Superintendent 
of  the  Plymouth  School  System. 

At  the  last  annual  town  meeting  the  citizens  of  Plymouth 
voted  to  entrust  with  us  the  expenditure  of  the  largest  ap- 
propriation ever  made  by  them  for  school  purposes.  For 
the  first  time  in  several  years  the  School  Department  did  not 
find  it  necessary  to  ask  for  an  additional  appropriation  be- 
fore the  end  of  the  year  but  returned  a  balance. 

I  believe  the  people  have  received  what  they  paid  for. 
It  has  been  our  constant  aim  to  secure  the  best  teaching 
and  the  most  serviceable  materials  and  equipment  avail- 
able at  the  price  we  could  pay.  The  money  spent  for  school 
purposes  is  invested  in  the  future  of  Plymouth.  It  provides 
a  better  chance  for  our  children  to  grow  up  into  reasonably 
healthy,  physically  fit  and  intelligent  citizens.  The  future 
of  the  tow  and  whatever  we  may  accumulate  is  bound  up 
in  them, — in  their  intelligence,  in  their  ideals  and  in  their 
citizenship.  Any  boy  or  girl  passing  through  the  schools 
must  accept  his  education  as  charity  unless  he  plans  to  give 
in  return  h>s  service  as  a  citizen  for  the  welfare  of  the  com- 
munity. 

The  need  of  bringing  into  closer  contact  the  work  of  the 
schools  with  the  life  of  the  people  is  one  that  interests  every 
one  engaged  in  educational  work.  Attracting  patrons  to 
the  school  and  extending  the  influence  of  the  school  to  the 
homes  are  the  means  of  fulfilling  this  need. 

There  has  been  encouraging  progress  in  the  effort  to  meet 
the  general  expectation  of  a  more  practical  fitting  of  boys 
and  girls  for  life's  duties.  How  to  meet  this  expectation  in 
the  best  way  with  the  means  at  hand  is  a  problem  which 
cannot  be  solved  at  any  one  time,  but  requires  continuous, 
intelligent  and  faithful  effort. 
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The  manner  in  which  work  is  carried  on  in  the  schools 
to-day  may  not  be  understood  by  those  whose  idea  of  a  good 
school  is  one  in  which  the  pupils  obey  their  teacher,  sit  still 
and  get  their  lessons. 

The  fact  that  there  is  more  freedom  and  play  in  education 
than  there  was  a  generation  ago  sometimes  carries  with  it 
the  belief  that  the  results  educationally  are  less  effective 
than  they  were  at  that  time.  That  this  is  not  true  is  made 
plain  by  an  understanding  of  the  principles  of  instruction 
underlying  the  work  of  the  school  room  and  of  the  results 
obtained. 

Formerly  the  correct  school  room  was  one  in  which  the 
teacher  was  dominant,  the  pupils  in  perfect  order  and  able 
to  recite  verbatim  lessons  which  had  been  assigned  to  them. 
The  school  was  an  institution  into  which  children  must  fit 
and  were  moved  on  from  one  grade  to  another  according 
as  they  passed  or  failed  certain  examination  questions  in 
the  subjects  which  had  been  taught  them. 

The  good  school  to-day  is  a  changing  situation  in  which 
there  is  a  constant  attempt  to  anticipate  the  needs  of  the 
children.  The  teacher  is  there  to  set  the  stage,  surround 
the  children  with  opportunities  to  follow  up  the  interest 
which  she  has  aroused,  and  to  guide  them  in  constantly 
improving  work. 

It  has  been  found  that  those  things  which  are  acted  make 
a  deeper  impression  than  those  which  are  only  read  or  recited. 
The  visitor  may  find  pupils  moving  about  more  than  former- 
ly, but  without  confusion.  This  principle  is  applied  in  the 
teaching  of  reading  in  the  primary  grades.  In  the  past 
much  of  the  work  in  reading  apparently  was  for  the  purpose 
of  producing  public  readers  since  it  was  done  orally.  At 
the  present  time  the  emphasis  is  on  silent  reading  for  under- 
standing the  printed  or  written  page.  The  children  read 
certain  incidents  and  then  act  them  out.  This  tends  toward 
developing  an  ability  to  understand  that  which  is  read  and 
to  translate  it  into  action.  The  subject  matter  is  selected 
according  to  the  pupils'  ability  in  order  that  they  may  form 
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the  habit  of  success.  It  is  planned  and  given  in  such  a  way 
as  to  awaken  their  interest  and  a  desire  to  look  for  more  out- 
side of  the  school.    There  is  encouragement  to  do  things. 

The  comparative  results  of  these  two  policies  in  education 
are  shown  by  recent  investigations.  The  same  examina- 
tions which  were  given  to  pupils  more  than  fifty  years  ago 
in  the  upper  grades  have  been  given  recently  to  pupils  in  the 
same  grades.  The  age  of  the  latter  pupils  is  about  two  years 
younger.  It  is  found  that  the  children  of  half  a  century  ago 
excelled  slightly  in  matters  which  were  strictly  memory  tests. 
The  pupils  to-day  showed  marked  improvement  in  their 
ability  to  mxeet  questions  which  involved  new  situations. 
Their  awakened  interest  impels  them  to  remain  in  school 
beyond  the  compulsory  school  age.  While  there  has  been 
an  increase  in  the  enrolment  in  our  elementary  schools  in 
the  past  ten  years  of  ten  per  cent,  the  increase  in  that  of  the 
high  school  has  been  seventy  per  cent. 

In  these  results  is  found  an  indication  of  the  change  that 
is  taking  place  in  education.  The  aims  are  based  upon  the 
needs  and  interests  of  the  boys  and  girls  and  the  community. 
Among  the  changing  conditions  of  living  they  will  be  called 
upon  to  think  in  meeting  new  situations  and  not  depend  upon 
memory  alone. 

They  are  encouraged  to  form  habits  of  self-directed  ap- 
plication and  self-control.  A  superintendent  has  expressed 
it  well  in  these  words,  'The  chief  aims  of  our  schools  are  to 
train  children  to  become  self -controlled,  self-directed,  self- 
supporting,  intelligent  citizens." 


VACANCIES 

Twenty-three  teachers  have  left  the  school  system  since 
my  last  annual  report.  By  readjusting  some  of  the  work 
it  has  been  possible  to  maintain  the  same  standard  of  work 
by  employing  twenty-one  teachers  to  fill  the  vacancies.  The 
names  of  these  teachers  are  marked  (*)  in  the  List  of  School 
Department  Employees. 
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The  new  teachers  who  have  been  received  into  the  homes, 
churches  and  other  social  relations  in  the  town  are  disposed 
to  give  their  best  in  return  to  the  children  and  the  community. 

'The  greatest  factor  in  education  is  the  teacher,  the  great- 
est inspirer  of  the  teacher  is  public  approval/' 


SUBSTITUTE  TEACHERS 

A  teacher  may  call  for  a  substitute  on  the  occasion  of 
necessary  absence.  Since  there  are  more  than  ninety  teach- 
ers in  Plymouth,  there  is  rarely  a  day  when  all  are  teaching. 
In  order  to  avoid  the  necessity  of  closing  any  school-room 
because  of  the  absence  of  a  teacher,  a  substitute  teacher  was 
employed  on  full  time  with  sufficient  training  and  experience 
to  enable  her  to  take  charge  of  any  group  of  pupils  from  the 
primary  grades  through  high  school.  She  began  work  at 
the  beginning  of  the  school  year  and  taught  continuously 
with  the  exception  of  two  days,  to  the  close  of  the  fall  term 
on  December  21st. 

When  not  busy  as  a  substitute  her  time  is  given  to  helping 
backward  children  or  in  giving  tests. 


STATE  REIMBURSEMENTS 

In  order  to  raise  the  standard  of  teaching  and  encourage 
education  in  subjects  not  otherwise  provided  for,  laws  have 
been  enacted  which  make  provision  for  return  of  money  to 
the  towns  from  the  state  treasury. 

The  largest  reimbursement  is  for  teachers'  salaries.  The 
amount  is  based  upon  their  training  and  experience  as  follows: 

Two  hundred  dollars  for  each  teacher  who  is  a  graduate 
of  a  normal  school  or  college  and  has  taught  at  least  two 
years.

One  hundred  fifty  dollars  for  each  teacher  who  has  had  one 
year  of  normal  training  and  has  taught  at  least  three  years.

EVENING  PRACTICAL  ARTS  COURSES 


During  the  year  1922-1923  more  than  a  hundred  women 
of  the  town  took  advantage  of  the  lessons  in  Dressmaking 
and  Millinery  which  were  given  in  the  Evening  Practical 
Arts  Courses.  These  free  State-aided  Classes  are  conducted 
twice  a  week  for  twenty-four  weeks  of  the  school  year  and 
are  free  to  all  women  over  sixteen  years  of  age.  The  instruc- 
tors are  trade-trained  and  proficient,  hence  the  courses  offer 
an  unusual  opportunity  for  any  who  wish  to  learn  to  make 
clothing  at  home.

Laws  have  been  enacted  from  time  to  time  in  relation  to 
child  labor  to  the  end  that  there  shall  be  safeguarded  for  the 
child  his  rights  in  education  and  physical  development. 
The  liability  is  placed  upon  the  employer. 

There  are  several  requirements  to  be  observed  by  any 
individual  or  corporation  employing  a  person  under  twenty- 
one  years  of  age: — 

1.  An  employer  must  require  and  place  on  file  a  certifi- 
cate issued  by  the  superintendent  of  schools  or  his  representa- 
tive. The  certificate  must  be  obtained  before  employment 
begins. 

2.  The  employer  must  return  the  certificate  to  the  superin- 
tendent of  schools  within  two  days  after  the  minor  has  left 
his  employ. 

The  rigid  observance  of  these  two  requirements  make  it 
possible  to  account  for  minors  in  relation  to  school  attendance 
and  employment.

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HIGH  SCHOOL  REPORT 


Mr.  Horace  Turner,  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
Plymouth,  Mass. 

My  dear  Mr.  Turner: 

During  the  past  year  many  of  the  recommendations  speci- 
fied in  thelast  high  school  report  have  commenced  to  function. 
The  policy  of  the  present  administration  has  been  to  initiate 
a  new  course  of  study,  yet  to  accommodate  the  transition  to 
needs  of  individual  pupHs. 

The  four  year  English  Course  has  been  the  recipient  of 
a  detailed  investigation.  The  work  has  been  revised,  a- 
bridged,  and  supplemented  in  accordance  with  modern  de- 
mands. 

American  productions  and  recent  classics  occupy  a  fore- 
most place  in  the  plans  for  additional  literary  equipment. 
The  outline  for  English  also  requires  a  yearly  program  of 
oral  work  designed  to  stimulate  thought  among  the  pupils. 
The  work  in  the  later  years  is  differentiated  to  meet  the 
varied  needs  of  pupils  with  college,  commercial,  or  trade 
aspirations. 

The  primary  aims  of  this  reconstruction  are  to  raise  the 
standard  of  accomplishment  and  to  assist  the  pupils  in  pre- 
vocational  preparation  for  living  or  later  education. 

As  first  steps  in  the  achievement  of  the  afore-mentioned 
aims,  it  became  necessary  to  adopt  a  set  of  curricula  which 
contained  many  elective  subjects  but  nevertheless  required 
concerted  work  in  successive  years.  The  old  plan  which 
fostered  incongruous  and  ill  advised  combinations  was  rele- 
gated to  the  past.  Specific  recommendations  were  incor- 
porated. 

The  commercial  department  was  the  principal  beneficiary. 
Courses  in  introductory  business,  penmanship,  spelling, 
salesmanship,  and  advertising  have  been  added  to  the  com- 
mercial subjects  offered.    The  innovation  of  a  course  in 
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salesmanship  and  advertising  has  already  vindicated  its 
adoption.  It  has  vitalized  and  broadened  the  entire  com- 
mercial departmiont.  The  addition  of  office  practice  and  a 
course  in  filing  for  girls  would  make  our  commercial  opportuni- 
ties and  commiercial  equipm^ent  commensurate  with  a  similar 
department  of  any  high  school. 

A  change  has  been  made  in  the  household  arts  work.  The 
scheduled  program  of  this  department  is  offered  only  during 
the  first  two  years.  Special  emphasis  is  placed  on  clothing 
during  the  first  year.  During  the  second  year  the  study  of 
food  values  is  stressed.  Individual  instruction  or  project 
lessons  will  be  given  to  girls  who  need  advanced  study. 

The  agricultural  department  has  been  organized  on  a  two 
year  basis.  The  project  work  of  the  pupil  during  the  first 
year  is  mainly  gardening.  In  the  second  year  the  raising 
and  care  of  poultry  and  the  production  of  eggs  are  the  prim- 
ary work  activities  of  the  pupils.  If  boys  wish  to  continue 
the  agricultural  wwk,  individual  instruction  will  be  given 
in  animal  husbandry  and  fruit  growing.  The  department 
m.aintains  a  shop  where  farmx  carpentrj^  is  practiced.  The 
agricultural  library  is  comprehensive  and  up  to  date.  During 
the  present  school  year  the  instructor  teaches  academic 
subjects  for  a  part  of  each  day. 

The  equip mient  of  the  department  of  Physics  and  Chemis- 
try was  greatly  augmented  during  the  year.  A  longer  time 
allotment  was  permitted  for  laboratory  experimentation. 
Both  courses  have  recognized  and  met  the  college  require- 
ments. The  instruction  in  biology  has  been  of  an  exceeding- 
ly high  order  this  year.  However,  the  biological  equipment 
is  meager.  The  more  closely  a  biology  course  is  involved 
in  actual  contact  with  plant  and  animal  life,  the  more  tren- 
chantly will  biology  function  with  the  pupils.  The  next 
improvement  in  our  scientific  department  should  facilitate 
dissecting.  Secondary  school  pupils  need  empirical  know- 
ledge as  well  as  instruction  in  theory. 

Interest  in  foreign  languages  has  waned  recently.  The 
number  of  pupils  who  elected  Latin  has  diminished  each 
year.    Even  the  number  of  pupils  in  the  modern  language 


department  has  decreased.  The  diminution  in  the  study 
of  foreign  languages  may  be  attributed  to  the  more  liberal 
attitude  of  the  colleges. 

The  graduating  class  of  last  June  numbered  fifty-one.  One 
third  of  the  class  have  entered  institutions  for  continued 
education.  In  the  Sophomore  and  Junior  Classes  a  ver}^ 
large  proportion  have  signified  intentions  of  a  college  educa- 
tion. In  order  that  the  doors  may  be  open  to  them,  the 
school  must  maintain  well  equipped  departments  efficiently 
taught. 

Due  to  the  curriculum  reorganization  and  to  the  small 
Freshman  Class  the  elimination  of  one  teacher  was  possible. 
At  the  opening  of  school  next  September  an  increased  student 
body  will  make  the  restoration  of  this  teacher  imperative. 
With  the  present  school  enrollment  the  class-rooms  of  the 
building  are  scarcely  adequate  for  proper  administration. 
A  normal  growth  during  the  next  three  years  will  require 
additional  class  rooms. 

There  is  a  need,  however,  which  is  both  acute  and  im- 
mediate. The  opportunity  for  physical  education  is  un- 
worthy of  modern  educational  ideals. 

A  sound  body  needs  to  be  engendered  as  well  as  a  sound 
mind.  The  state  has  charged  the  school  department  with 
the  responsibility  for  proper  physical  development.  ,  The 
obligation  must  not  be  ignored.  The  duty  cannot  be  trans- 
ferred. No  other  community  institution  can  furnish  the 
training  needed  for  all  pupils.  A  gymnasium  is  needed  for 
all  pupils.  Gymnasiums  have  already  been  constructed  in 
many  high  schools  of  the  size  of  Plymouth.  In  a  relatively 
short  period  of  years,  a  gymnasium  will  be  mandatory.  A 
thousand  pupils  are  centralized  near  the  high  school  building. 
The  proximity  of  these  children  would  make  feasible  the 
utilization  of  the  building  during  the  entire  day.  The  ad- 
vantages the  pupils  would  derive  from  daily  gymnasium 
work  are  illimitable. 

Briefly  the  needs  of  the  school  may  be  summarized  as 
follows: 
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1.  Gymnasium 

2.  Enlarged  library 

3.  Part-time  trained  librarian 

4.  Room  telephone  system 

5.  Continuation  of  the  policy  to  increase  equipment 
as  departments  demonstrate  their  worth. 

I  appreciate  the  cooperative  spirit  with  which  you,  the 
committee  which  you  represent,  and  the  faculty  have  assisted 
in  the  work  of  helping  boys  and  girls  to  help  themselves.

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JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL  REPORT 


Mr.  Horace  F.  Turner, 
Superintendent  of  Schools, 
Plymouth,  Mass. 

Dear  Sir: 

Herewith  I  submit  my  annual  report  of  the  Junior  High 
School.  The  attendance  for  the  year  has  been  especially 
good.  There  has  been  a  decided  improvement  in  punctuali- 
ty; the  ninth  grade  leading  all  others.  We  appreciate  the 
readiness  of  parents  to  cooperate  and  the  results  are  shown 
in  the  good  fellowship  of  the  pupils  and  the  steady  improve- 
ment in  their  work. 

While  w^e  appreciate  the  interest  the  parents  show  in  our 
school  w^e  would  like  them  to  follow  more  closely  the  work  of 
the  pupils  not  only  in  the  examination  of  the  report  cards 
but  also  by  visiting  the  school.  This  would  help  greatly 
for  the  success  of  the  school. 

The  health  of  the  pupils  receives  constant  attention  and 
the  teachers  appreciate  the  good  work  done  by  the  school 
physician,  the  dental  hygienist,  and  the  nurse. 

The  work  along  physical  training  has  been  carefully  watch- 
ed. Besides  the  ten  minutes  setting-up  drills  every  day, 
which  are  taken  out  of  doors  when-ever  the  weather  permits 
under  the  guidance  of  responsible  leadership  with  trained 
pupil  leaders,  there  have  been  soccer  teams  for  boys  and 
hockey  teams  for  girls.  These  meet  in  the  open  after  school 
hours.  Much  enthusiasm  has  been  aroused  among  the  pupils 
and  the  successful  Field  Day  held  last  June  was  a  happy 
climax  to  the  training  in  physical  education. 

The  work  of  the  various  departments  has  been  cooperative. 
The  girls  of  the  ninth  grade  have  conducted  their  own  class 
in  cooking.  Every  one  of  the  miembers  demonstrates  from 
time  to  time  how  to  prepare  a  certain  article  of  food.  In 
sewing,  they  have  planned  their  wardrobe  by  budget  and  are 
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row  working  out  a  project  for  furnishing  the  dining  room 
at  a  minimum  cost.  It  would  be  advisable  to  extend  the 
woodworking  department  so  that  the  boys  of  the  ninth  grade 
could  have  an  entirely  new  line  of  work.  A  lathe,  some  v/ork 
in  sheet  metal,  and  a  few  simple  tools  would  help  greatly. 

The  v/ork  in  music  has  been  placed  on  a  firmer  basis  by 
giving  two  periods  a  week  to  this  subject.  Two  Glee  Clubs 
have  been  formed — one  for  boys  and  one  for  girls.  Both 
these  are  doing  very  creditable  work  under  the  direction  of 
the  m^usic  supervisor.  A  conspicuous  example  of  cooperation 
was  the  excellent  singing  of  the  Girls'  Glee  Club  at  Communi- 
ty Service.  The  orchestra  also  is  doing  commendable  work 
under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Clark. 

The  conference  of  teachers  from  both  Senior  and  Junior 
High  Schools  this  year  accomplished  certain  results.  Meth- 
ods and  plans  for  articulating  more  closely  the  work  in 
English  -were  discussed  and  formulated. 

The  present  day  tendency  in  Junior  High  Schools  for  extra 
classroom  activities  in  the  form  of  clubs  was  started  in 
September.  A  definite  time  allowance  was  made  in  the  pro- 
gram for  these.  The  aim  is  to  train  pupils  to  join  in  cooper- 
ative activity  with  their  fellows.  In  these  clubs  the  teacher 
acts  as  an  adviser  only.  Public  opinion  is  developed  and  the 
pupils  are  prepared  for  the  worthy  use  of  leisure  time. 

The  following  list  shows  the  variety  of  work  these  clubs 
offer:  literary,  dramatic,  historical  dramatization,  travel, 
library,  debating,  current  events,  civics,  musical  appreciation 
art,  cooking,  and  manual  training.  It  is  noticeable  how  the 
habits  of  fair  play,  courtesy,  promptness,  and  loyalty  have 
been  developed  by  means  of  these  clubs. 

For  the  coming  year  I  would  recommend  a  good  reference 
library  with  equipment  for  same.  We  need  this  at  once  if 
we  are  to  broaden  and  strengthen  our  work  along  academic 
lines.  There  is  a  lack  of  reading  material  in  the  school. 
Several  sets  of  books  are  needed  for  each  class.  More  equip- 
ment in  the  science  department  would  do  much  to  build  up 
this  department.  I  would  suggest  a  Bunsen  burner  together 
with  material  for  conducting  simple  experiments. 
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I  would  like  to  see  an  assembly  hall  and  a  gymnasium  so 
that  the  boys  and  girls  who  work  after  school  hours  might 
have  a  fair  chance  for  right  living.  A  fire  gong  is  a  necessity, 
so  also  is  a  program  clock. 

I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Superintendent, 
the  School  Committee,  teachers,  and  parents  for  their  co- 
operation and  interest  in  the  school,  also  to  the  janitor  for 
his  efficient  service  in  the  school  and  in  beautifying  the 
gi'ounds.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  PHYSICL\N 


I\Ir.  Horace  F.  Turner,

Dear  Sir: 

When  medical  inspection  began  in  Plymouth  schools  in 
1907  the  required  duties  of  the  School  Physician  were  few. 
He  must  examine  all  the  children  each  year  sending  notices 
of  his  findings  to  parents,  re-examine  children  returning  to 
school  after  illness  without  a  certificate  of  health  and  finally 
re-examine  such  children  of  fourteen  as  desired  to  leave 
school  for  work. 

From  this  beginning  the  assumption  of  new  duties  has  been 
continuous  from  year  to  year.  Very  early  the  problem  of 
proper  adjustment  of  school  furniture  presented  itself  re- 
quiring careful  study. 

Not  long  after  the  systematic  examination  of  school  chil- 
dren was  adopted  it  became  evident  that  it  was  worse  than 
useless  to  spend  valuable  time  in  discovering  defects  that 
were  not  remicdied  and  the  school  nurse  was  added  as  a 
necessary  auxiliary.  She  followed  up  the  physician's  notices 
of  defects,  visiting  the  homes,  adding  the  personal  touch 
which  the  written  notices  lacked,  and  explained  to  the  parents 
the  character  of  the  defects  and  the  harm  that  would  result 
to  the  child  from  their  neglect.  This  made  medical  inspection 
effective  and  remediable  defects  were  more  frequently  correct- 
ed. Through  her  frequent  inspections,  vermin  and  conta- 
gious disease  w^ere  better  controlled  and  she  became  an  indis- 
pensable adjunct. 

The  discovery  that  85  to  909c  of  the  pupils  in  the  schools 
had  carious  teeth  and  the  growing  popular  knowledge  of 
the  serious  ills  which  may  follow  the  neglect  of  this  condition 
in  growing  children,  resulted  in  a  demand  for  a  dental  clinic 
which  was  begun  by  the  School  Physician  in  the  office  of 
the  Superintendent  in  the  fall  of  1913,  the  stenographer  act- 
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ing  as  assistant  to  the  dentists  who  gave  their  services  gra- 
tuitously. 

It  soon  became  evident  that  the  amount  of  good  that  could 
be  done  in  this  way,  filling  a  few  teeth  each  week,  was  mak- 
ing practically  no  impression  on  what  was  conceded  to  be  a 
serious  condition,  and  better  quarters  and  up  to  date  equip- 
ment were  secured  and  a  full  time  Dental  Hygienist  em- 
ployed with  an  educational  program. 

The  number  of  pupils  found  upon  examination  to  be  suffer- 
ing from  diseased  tonsils  and  adenoids  though  not  as  large  as 
the  number  with  carious  teeth,  was  too  large  to  be  ignored. 
Many  of  the  parents  of  these  unfortunate  children  though 
anxious  to  have  something  done  were  unable  to  pay  for  surgi- 
cal relief.  Plymouth  had  no  dispensaries  to  care  for  such 
cases  and  it  was  impractical  to  have  more  than  a  very  few 
cared  for  in  Boston.  Through  the  efforts  of  the  School 
Physician  an  arrangement  was  made  with  the  Jordan  Hospi- 
tal whereby  the  surgeons  on  the  staff  of  that  institution  were 
to  operate  these  cases.  The  children  are  taken  to  the  hospi- 
tal by  the  School  Nurse  in  the  morning  where  they  are  care- 
fully reexamined  by  the  School  Physician  to  be  sure  that 
there  is  nothing  to  contra-indicate  the  operation.  They  are 
then  operated  by  one  of  the  Hospital  staff  surgeons  of 
skill  and  experience  who  cheerfullj^  gives  his  time  to  the  work. 
They  remain  at  the  hospital  over  night  and  are  taken  home 
the  next  day  by  the  School  Nurse  if  sufficiently  recovered. 
In  this  way  many  children  have  been  relieved  each  year  for 
several  years  who  would  otherwise  be  handicapped  through- 
out their  lives. 

Not  only  has  a  careful  examination  of  school  children 
revealed  many  with  such  remediable  defects  as  carious  teeth, 
hypertrophied  tonsils  and  adenoid  vegetations  but  also  a 
smaller  but  more  pathetic  number  of  unfortunates  who 
have  defects  which  cannot  be  remedied. 

In  Jan.  1915  a  small  group  of  children  who  were  unable 
to  do  the  regular  grade  work  was  given  the  benefit  of  adapted 
instruction  in  an  * 'individual"  school  under  a  competent 
teacher.    It  has  been  a  part  of  the  work  of  the  School  Physi- 
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cian  to  carefully  examine  by  means  of  approved  pschycholo- 
gical  tests  such  pupils  as  might  be  presented  to  him  and  de- 
termine those  most  likely  to  benefit  by  the  advantages  offer- 
ed by  such  a  school.  From  six  or  seven  pupils  it  has  grown 
to  a  two  room  school  of  thirty  members  with  two  teachers. 

No  doubt  the  time  is  near  when  the  school  department 
will  offer  adapted  instruction  to  other  unfortunate  groups 
whose  m.embers  cannot  profit  by  ordinary  grade  teaching 
such  as  hopelessly  deaf  pupils,  those  with  eyesight  so  defect- 
ive that  special  teaching  and  equipment  are  necessary  (the 
so  called  ''Eyesight  Conservation"  school)  and  still  another 
with  speech  defects,  but  at  present  with  so  small  a  number  of 
pupils  such  classes  are  impossible  for  economic  reasons. 

Another  group  which  has  recently  assumed  an  important 
place  is  the  under- weight  group.  All  pupils  are  now  weighed 
and  measured  and  those  found  to  be  10%  or  more  under- 
weight are  given  special  attention.  Charts  are  kept  showing 
graphically  any  loss  or  gain  and  every  effort  is  made  to  re- 
move the  cause  of  the  condition  and  bring  them  back  to 
normal. 

The  School  Physician  is  concerned  with  all  those  matters 
which  touch  the  physical  welfare  of  the  pupils  such  as  heat- 
ing, ventilation,  lighting,  sanitaries,  cleanliness  of  buildings, 
the  condition  of  playgrounds,  drinking  water  and  fire  pro- 
tection. 

In  such  movements  as  the  Health  Crusade  and  in  the 
educational  program  of  the  dental  department  the  teaching 
of  health  and  hygiene,  in  a  personal  sense,  is  being  intimately 
interwoven  into  our  educational  fabric  and  many  and  com- 
plex problems  touching  these  matters  are  presenting  them- 
selves to-day  in  the  administration  of  our  public  schools 
which  the  School  Physician  must  be  ready  to  advise  upon  and 
to  assist  in  solving.  Thus  the  work  has  grown  from  the  days 
when  miedical  inspection  meant  hardly  more  than  a  hurried 
inspection  of  pupils  once  a  year. 
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ORAL  HYGIENE  AND  DENTAL  DEPARTMENT 

The  new  equipment  installed  at  the  Hedge  school  in  the 
closing  weeks  of  1922  has  been  of  great  assistance  in  carrying 
on  the  work  of  this  department  except  that  the  quarters  are 
crowded  as  they  are  at  present  used  by  the  School  Physician 
and  School  Nurse  also.  This  will  be  remedied  however 
when  the  addition  to  the  building  is  completed.  Pupils 
in  the  northerly  part  of  the  town  are  now  well  cared  for  at 
the  Hedge  school  and  those  in  the  center  and  to  the  south 
go  to  the  larger  quarters  in  the  Governor  Bradford  building 
where  there  is  a  commodious  waiting  room  equipped  with 
educational  posters  and  reading  matter. 

At  a  conference  held  in  September  and  attended  by  the 
two  dentists  of  the  dental  department,  the  Dental  Hygienist 
and  the  School  Physician  a  radical  change  in  policy  was  de- 
cided upon  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  School  Committee. 
It  was  agreed: 

a.  To  confine  the  work  of  the  School  Dental  work  to  the 
first  four  grades. 

b.  To  begin  at  once  examining  the  first  grades  and  to 
operate  on  the  children  eligible  in  this  grade  until 
finished,  thence  to  proceed  to  the  second  and  so  on 
up  to  the  fifth. 

c.  To  attend  to  any  emergency  case  up  to  the  High  school. 

d.  To  require  that  all  children  in  the  first  four  grades 
receive  dental  prophylaxis  either  from  the  Dental 
Hygienist  or  from  their  own  dentist. 

e.  To  ask  each  grade  teacher  to  report  to  the  Hygienist 
at  the  end  of  each  month  the  number  of  absences  be- 
cause of  dental  difficulties  also  the  total  number  of 
absences. 

f.  To  remember,  in  doing  corrective  work  at  the  clinic 
that  there  are  many  to  be  served  and  that  long  treat- 
ments cannot  be  undertaken. 

By  thus  limiting  work  to  the  early  grades  it  can  be  done 
much  more  thoroughly  than  if  it  were  spread  over  all  the 
grades  and  in  a  few  years  there  should  be  little  need  of  work 
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in  the  upper  grades  as  all  will  have  been  taken  care  of  or 
taught  to  care  for  themselves  as  they  pass  through  early 
grades. 

We  feel  that  a  thorough  cleaning  of  the  teeth  or  so  called 
dental  prophylaxis  is  of  great  educational  value  and  there- 
fore require  that  all  pupils  shall  have  it  done  either  by  Miss 
White,  the  Dental  Hygienist  of  the  School  Department,  or 
by  their  own  dentist,  a  list  of  the  practicing  dentists  in  Ply- 
mouth being  distributed  to  the  pupils  by  Miss  White  when 
she  begins  the  work  in  a  room. 

In  June  Dr.  S.  Kahn,  Assistant  Surgeon,  Government  of 
N.  W.  Frontier  Province,  India  and  two  government  health 
officers  from  Poland  visited  us.  Dr.  Kahn,  a  well  informed 
surgeon,  of  wide  experience,  objected  to  what  he  called  the 
excessive  use  of  the  toothbrush  in  this  country  and  very  ably 
supported  his  contention. 

He  advocated  very  infrequent  and  not  too  vigorous  use 
of  the  brush  but  advised  rinsing  the  mouth  with  a  mildly 
astringent  wash  instead  of  brushing,  claiming  that  this  course 
was  quite  as  effective  and  obviated  the  danger  of  injury  to 
the  delicate  mucous  membrane  of  the  gums.  It  is  not  neces- 
sary to  accept  his  theory  that  all  dental  caries  comes  from 
within  and  not  from  without,  in  order  to  appreciate  that 
there  is  much  common  sense  in  his  views  on  the  use  of  the 
tooth  brush,  and  we  will  confess  that  the  instruction  now 
given  in  the  use  of  the  tooth-brush  has  been  in  a  measure 
modified  by  the  gentleman  from  India. 

Miss  White  has  done  excellent  work  both  in  prophylaxis 
and  in  teaching  as  shown  by  the  improvement  in  the  mouths 
of  the  pupils.    Her  report  follows: 
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DENTAL  CLINIC

Dear  Mr.  Shaw: 

I  hereby  submit  my  report  of  the  work  done  at  the  school 
dental  clime  during  the  year  1923: 

This  year  I  have  given  the  children  oral  hygiene  talks 
about  their  teeth  using  such  subject  as:  ''When  the  teeth 
come  and  go",  "What  the  teeth  are  made  of",  'The  theory 
of  decay" /'Results  of  too  early  extraction  of  either  temporary 
or  permanent  teeth",  "Foods  that  aid  in  the  development 
of  the  teeth  as  they  grow  in  the  gum  tissue  before  eruption", 
etc.  During  these  talks  the  pupils'  interest  is  keen  and  I  have 
found  by  written  examinations  in  the  different  grades  that 
they  remember  the  greater  part  of  what  I  tell  them. 

As  a  result  of  these  talks  we  find  the  children  instead  of 
hewg  timid  when  dental  work  is  necessary,  ready  and  anxious 
to  have  all  defects  remedied.  Very  often  a  child  has  come 
to  the  clinic  asking  to  have  four  or  five  teeth  extracted. 
This  I  believe  is  the  result  of  explaining  that  one  decayed 
tooth  will  effect  the  tooth  on  either  side  of  it. 

In  all  first  and  second  grades  I  have  given  tooth  brush 
drills.  The  children  bring  their  tooth  brushes  to  school  in  a 
waxed  envelope  and  are  given  a  paper  towel  to.  put  on  their 
desk,  and  two  clean  cups,  one  filled  with  water  and  one  empty 
to  expectorate  in.  A  bit  of  salt  is  put  in  the  water  and  one 
small  amount  of  tooth  paste  is  placed  on  the  brush  and  they 
are  taught  how  to  clean  all  the  surfaces  of  their  teeth.  As 
an  equally  important  part  of  the  drill  they  are  taught  to 
thoroughly  rinse  the  mouth  and  are  allowed  to  go  to  the 
drinking  fountain  to  do  this  where  they  can  have  plenty  of 
water.  I  feel  that  this  drill  is  very  beneficial  and  would  like 
to  have  more  time  to  devote  to  it.  I  will  be  more  than  glad 
to  have  any  parent  or  interested  person  see  the  drill. 
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Each  month  as  I  visit  the  rooms,  the  children  come  to  me 
and  show  me  their  teeth.  Each  has  a  score  card  which  is 
marked  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  those  having  clean  teeth 
every  time,  receive  a  reward. 

At  the  Hedge  school  much  good  is  being  done  since  getting 
our  new  dental  equipment.  Already  since  October  first 
this  year,  seventeen  first  grade  childfen,  who  could  otherwise 
have  had  no  treatment,  have  had  all  necessary  dental  atten- 
tion. Every  Friday  morning  is  devoted  to  filling  and  ex- 
tracting by  the  dentist  on  service,  and  all  day  Tuesday  of 
each  week  the  Hygienist  is  there  cleaning  the  teeth  of  children 
from  the  Knapp  and  Hedge  school. 

All  this  of  course  is  in  addition  to  the  work  done  at  the 
larger  quarters  in  the  Governor  Bradford  Building.  Lastly, 
all  interested  parents  are  invited  to  visit  either  clinic  at  any 
tim.e  when  the  Dental  Hygienist  is  there.

SCHOOL  NURSE 


The  Health  Crusade  introduced  last  year  proved  to  be  so 
helpful  in  improving  the  condition  of  the  pupils  that  it  was 
continued.  The  spirit  of  rivalry  is  the  key  note  of  success 
and  children  will  do  health  chores  cheerfully  to  win  honors 
in  the  Crusade  which  they  otherwise  perform  grudgingly  or 
not  at  all.  It  is  argued  that  the  Health  Crusade  teaches 
them  to  make  false  statements.  It  is  true  it  affords  such  an 
opportunity,  and  the  reward  may  be  so  won  but  life  is  also 
full  of  opportunities  to  profit  by  deception  and  they  will 
have  to  face  that  problem  constantly.  Is  it  not  better  that 
they  should  meet  it  squarely  in  school  with  the  teacher  to 
help  them  solve  it  right?  We  may  then  find  in  the  Health 
Crusade  chores,  the  occasion  to  teach  the  children  the  worth- 
lessness  of  deception. 
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The  weighing  afid  measuring  all  pupils  each  year  and  the 
repeated  weighing  and  measuring  of  those  10%  or  more 
underweight  and  the  special  efforts  made  to  bring  them  up 
to  normal  again  entail  an  enormous  amount  of  work  on  the 
part  of  the  School  Nurse.  Dr.  Fredrika  Moore  Pediatrician 
of  the  Division  of  Hygiene  of  the  State  Board  of  Health 
visited  us  last  May  with  her  assistant  and  showed  much  in- 
terest in  our  problem.  It  was  her  suggestion  that  we  co- 
operate with  other  nearby  towns  in  employing  a  nurse  or 
nutrition  worker  who  could  devote  two  or  three  days  a  week 
to  our  work  thus  lightening  the  load  which  Miss  Macdonald 
now  carries  alone.  Such  an  arrangement  would  be  most 
welcome  but  so  far  no  funds  have  been  available  with  which 
to  carry  it  out. 

During  the  summer  vacation  the  nurse's  car  was  repainted, 
new  curtains  provided  and  the  top  recovered  so  that  it  now 
looks  well  and  affords  protection  from  the  weather.

About  1050  pupils  are  enrolled  in  the  Health  Crusade 
this  year,  and  though  quite  a  few,  for  various  reasons,  drop 
out  before  the  course  is  completed  the  majority  are  doing 
very  good  work.    The  children  take  a  good  deal  of  interest 
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in  the  weighing  and  measuring  and  seenn  anxious  to  weigh 
all  they  should.  One  group  of  children,  who  in  October  were 
found  to  be  10%  underweight,  have  made  an  average  gain  of 
2.69  lbs,  the  minimum  gain  being  1  lb.  the  maximum  7  lbs. 
The  normal  average  gain  in  this  length  of  time  would  be 
1.16  lbs.  The  actual  gain  is  then  231%  of  the  normal.  The 
'Table  of  Average  Height  and  Weight  Measurements", 
recommended  by  the  Mass.  Department  of  Health  is  used. 

In  some  of  the  smaller  schools  where  quite  a  number  of  the 
pupils  bring  their  lunch  to  school,  the  teachers  are  serving 
milk,  hot  cocoa,  or  soup,  at  noon,  the  expense  being  shared 
by  the  pupils.  The  children  greatly  appreciate  this,  and 
several  who  could  not  be  induced  to  drink  either  milk  or 
cocoa  at  home,  have  learned  to  like  both.  If  some  arrange- 
ment could  be  made  in  some  of  our  larger  schools,  especially 
in  the  north  part  of  the  town,  for  the  serving  of  milk  and 
cocoa  it  would  undoubtedly  be  of  great  benefit  to  many 
children. 

Quite  a  few  of  the  mothers  go  out  to  work,  and  the  children 
are  obliged  to  eat  an  early  breakfast,  and  some  also  have 
quite  a  long  walk  to  school.  Others  eat  hurriedly,  and  run 
to  school  reaching  there  tired  and  **out  of  sorts."  If  they 
could  have  a  cup  of  milk  or  cocoa,  soon  after  the  opening  of 
school,  they  would  be  happier,  and  in  much  better  condition 
for  the  days  work.

"INDIVIDUAL"  SCHOOL 

With  another  room  in  use  at  the  'Individual  school" 
there  was  an  opportunity  for  a  considerable  increase  in 
membership  at  the  opening  of  school  in  September. 

Candidates  were  from  time  to  time  referred  to  the  School 
Physician  and  examined,  the  Stanford  Revision  Record 
Booklet  being  used.  As  suitable  pupils  were  selected  and 
recommended  the  school  was  gradually  filled  to  its  present 
quota  of  about  thirty. 
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A  difficulty  arose  at  this  school  as  a  number  of  the  pupils 
lived  so  far  away  that  it  was  impracticable  for  them  to  go 
home  for  lunch  at  noon  and  it  did  not  seem  best  to  leave  them 
at  the  building  unattended. 

An  arrangement  was  made  so  that  about  ten  pupils  went 
over  to  the  Junior  High  school  where  they  were  given  a  hot 
lunch  served  in  a  well-appointed  dining  room  by  the  depart- 
ment of  domestic  science  of  that  institution.  This  seemed 
an  ideal  solution  of  the  difficulty  but  had  to  be  given  up  on 
account  of  the  expense  of  the  food  which  was  borne  in  part 
by  the  Parent  Teachers'  Association  and  finally  entirely 
by  the  Public  Health  Committee  of  the  Woman's  Club.  The 
final  solution  of  the  matter  seems  to  be  that  those  pupils 
will  bring  a  simple  lunch  from  home,  and  hot  soup  or  cocoa 
will  be  prepared  at  the  school  for  them.  It  is  hoped  that  a 
room  may  be  equipped  there  as  a  dining  room  so  that  the 
lunches  may  be  eaten  in  a  neat  and  orderly  manner. 

Dr.  Patterson,  State  Psychiatrist,  came  in  November 
with  her  assistant  and  spent  a  week  here  making  a  very 
thorough  examination  of  all  pupils  in  this  and  the  over-age 
school  at  Spooner  Street  as  well  as  a  number  of  others  who 
were  referred  to  her.  The  School  Nurse  did  a  great  deal  of 
extra  work  in  looking  up  data  for  these  examinations.  The 
results  as  reported  will  be  of  great  assistance  in  deciding 
the  many  problems  which  arise  in  connection  with  these 
pupils. 

MONTHLY  CONFERENCE 

It  is  generally  conceded  by  those  who  have  had  most  exper- 
ience with  health  work  in  the  public  schools  that  of  all  the 
agencies  concerned  the  teacher  is  the  most  important.  She 
is  with  the  pupils  constantly  during  school  hours  and  as  their 
teacher  and  friend  is  closely  in  touch  with  them. 

Without  her  intelligent  and  cheerful  cooperation  the 
School  Physician  and  School  Nurse  are  sadly  handicapped 
in  their  work.  In  order  to  establish  closer  working  relations 
with  the  teachers  the  School  Physician  is  now  holding  month- 
ly conferences  with  them  in  the  larger  buildings  where  mat-

ters  pertaining  to  health  are  presented  and  discussecl:  Al- 
ready in  the  few  months  since  these  conferences  were  begun 
the  results  are  noticeable  and  encouraging  in  increased  in- 
terest in  health  problems  and  better  cooperation. 

Some  of  the  subjects  presented  at  these  conferences  were 
as  follows:

"How  some  of  the  Commoner  Contagious  Diseases  are 
Spread  and  how  to  Detect  Them." 


CONTAGIOUS  DISEASES 

In  the  spring  there  was  a  decided  epidemic  of  purulent 
conjunctivitis  and  mumps  among  the  school  children  and  as 
they  are  both  diseases  which  are  not  quarantined  or  con- 
sidered as  serious  by  people  generally,  they  are  very  difficult 
to  control.  However  every  effort  was  made  to  keep  all  cases 
out  of  school  and  in  the  case  of  mumps  all  exposed  pupils  as 
required. 

The  nurse  reported  many  cases  of  the  latter  which  were 
found  by  her  in  homes  she  visited,  but  the  disease  has  con- 
tinued to  be  prevalent  to  the  close  of  the  year. 

In  September  cultures  sent  to  the  State  Board  of  Health 
from  two  pupils  who  had  been  out  with  sore  throat  and 
applied  for  readmission  were  reported  back  positive.  In 
both  these  cases  it  was  several  weeks  before  succeeding 
cultures  showed  that  they  were  free  from  the  germs  of  the 
disease. 

In  the  fall  there  were  many  pupils  out  with  chicken-pox 
and  late  in  the  year  measles  made  its  appearance  and  one  or 
two  cases  of  scarlet  fever. 

A  great  deal  of  the  trouble  in  controlling  contagious  diseas- 
es in  the  public  schools  would  be  obviated  if  parents  were 
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better  acquainted  with  the  Rules  of  the  Board  of  Health. 
Not  only  are  children  sent  to  school  who  should  not  be,  but 
very  frequently  pupils  are  kept  out  of  school  who  might 
safely  be  admitted  on  account  of  misinformation,  or  want  of 
knowledge  of  the  Rules. 

I  would  suggest  that  a  brief  statement  of  these  rules  as 
they  affect  school  attendance  together  with  a  few  suggestions 
as  to  bathing,  etc..  before  return  to  school  after  contagious 
disease,  be  given  each  pupil  by  the  School  Physician  when 
he  makes  his  annual  examination.

AMERICANIZATION 

Plymouth,  Massachusetts,  Jan.  2,  1924

^ly  dear  Mr.  Turner: — 

Nothing  new  or  spectacular  has  been  undertaken  in  the 
Americanization  and  Evening  School  Classes  during  the 
past  year.  Steady  progress  has  been  made  along  rational 
and  well  defined  lines  and  our  work  today  is  on  a  better  basis 
than  it  was  a  year  ago. 

The  number  of  adults  enrolled  in  our  classes  now  is  much 
larger  than  it  was  before.    The  number  of  minors,  who 
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are  required  to  attend  by  law,  is  considerably  smaller  owing 
to  the  fact  that  few  have  come  to  Plymouth  during  the  last 
few  years. 

Classes  have  been  conducted  at  the  Plymouth  Cordage 
Company,  Knapp  School  Building,  Cornish  School  Building, 
and  the  Portuguese  National  Band  Room.  These  classes 
meet  Monday,  Tuesday  and  Thursday  of  each  week,  begin- 
ning October  22,  1923  and  continuing  for  twenty  weeks. 
The  Classes  at  the  Plymouth  Cordage  Company  assemble 
in  Harris  Hall  at  the  close  of  the  day's  work.  Ail  others 
meet  in  the  evening  from  seven-fifteen  to  eight-forty  five 
o'clock. 

When  adult  men  and  women  will,  after  a  day's  work, 
spend  three  evenings  a  week  in  study  at  the  class  room, 
learning  English  or  the  History  and  Principles  of  our  Demo- 
crac}^  it  is  sure  that  they  are  getting  things  that  they  feel  to 
be  of  great  value  to  themselves.  The  earnestness  and  en- 
thusiasm of  these  men  and  women  are  most  commendable 
and  surely  cannot  fail  in  the  contribution  to  a  better  citizen- 
ship. 

Since  the  change  in  the  Naturalization  Laws,  which  took 
effect  September  22,  1922,  alien  women  must  become  natura- 
lized if  they  desire  citizenship.  For  the  first  time  we  have 
had  several  women  in  our  Citizenship  Classes  this  year. 

The  teaching  of  English  is  the  first  step  in  the  Beginners' 
Classes.  It  is  a  difficult  piece  of  work  and  we  are  fortunate 
in  having  teachers  adequately  trained  and  specialized  for 
this  work. 

In  our  Beginners'  Classes  the  Gouin  Theme  and  Direct 
Method  are  used.  The  teacher  strives  to  get  the  pupil  to 
talk  freely  in  simple  English  about  everyday  experiences  and 
practical  subjects.  The  pupil  also  copies  themes  and  writes 
from  dictation.  A  beginning  is  also  made  in  teaching  the 
ideals,  principles  and  habits  of  good  American  Citizenship. 

The  Intermediate  Classes  continue  with  this  work  but 
with  a  much  wider  range  of  subjects.  More  writing  and 
reading  are  used,  short  letters,  something  of  history  and 
things  pertaining  to  good  American  Citizenship  emphasized. 
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In  the  Citizenship  Classes  the  history  of  our  Country  the 
functioning  of  our  form  of  government  and  especially  those 
facts  of  history  and  government  which  have  some  significance 
in  their  bearing  upon  good  citizenship  are  taught.  The 
Course  as  outlined  by  the  State  Department  is  very  success- 
fully followed.  Members  of  these  Classes  are  also  helped 
at  any  time  in  filling  out  and  filing  necessary  papers. 

Another  class  of  pupils  which  are  found  are  those  who  have 
left  school  before  the  completion  of  the  Sixth  Grade.  These 
pupils  continue  the  more  important  branches  of  the  work 
of  the  Day  Schools  and  when  they  have  accomplished  the 
necessary  amount  of  work — that  equivalent  to  completion 
of  Grade  VI — are  excused  from  further  attendance  if  they 
so  desire. 

In  all  the  adult  classes  the  State  reimburses  the  Town  one- 
half  of  all  money  paid  in  salaries  for  director,  principals,  and 
teachers  of  such  classes.  The  State  also  pays  one-half 
of  the  cost  of  text  books  and  supplies  purchased  for  use  of 
students  in  these  classes. 

All  Americanization  Class  teachers  have  State  Certificates 
representing  special  training  and  preparation  for  this  work. 
Nearly  all  of  the  other  teachers  have  had  training  for  it  or 
successful  experience.  The  enthusiasm  and  zeal  mani- 
fested by  the  teachers  is  most  excellent  and  the  response  met 
with  from  the  men  and  women  very  praiseworthy.

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RECOMMENDATIONS 

The  Superintendent  of  Schools  recommends  the  following: 

1.  That  the  building  program  be  continued  and  a  new 
building  be  erected  in  the  vicinity  of  Alden  Street. 

2.  That  courses  in  household  arts  and  manual  training 
be  provided  at  the  Junior  High  School  for  over-age  pupils 
in  the  upper  grades  of  the  elementary  schools. 

3.  That  the  position  of  School  Physician  be  changed  to 
that  of  Director  of  Health  and  Hygiene. 

4.  That  sufficient  land  be  secured  near  the  Hedge  School 
to  provide  space  for  physical  education  out  of  doors. 

5.  That  jacketed  stoves  for  distributing  heat  and  for 
ventilation  be  put  in  the  place  of  box  stoves  in  three  of  the 
one-room  schools. 

6.  That  two  lathes  be  added  to  the  equipment  at  the 
Junior  High  School. 

My  appreciation  of  the  effective  manner  in  which  they  have 
given  their  services  for  Plymouth  is  expressed  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  School  Committee.
